EXPLORING AN INGIAN MOUND. 


Progress Made by Stanford University Stu- 
dents In an Interesting Lavestigation, 
The progressive students of Stanford 

have begun a scientific exploration of the 

great mound near Castro station, some 
four miles east of the university grounda 

This immense pear shaped mound af 

earth marks the last resting place of 

hundreds, possibly thousands, of the 
simple minded children of nature, who 
in times long gone by held undisputed 
title to this beautiful region, and with 
these crumbling bones are interred the 
implements, ornaments, the remains of 
campfires and other evidences which tell 
the story of the daily life of these people 
who were, but are not. 

The mound lies with its longer axis 
north and sonth and measures 470 feet 
in length by 320 in width, having an 
area of nearly two acres. In height it 
ranges from about two feet at the south- 
ern end to 10 feet at its highest point 
near the northern extremity. 

The soil used in its construction was 
originally the ordinary black adobe, 
such as is found in the fields surround- 
ing the mound, but now rendered much 
lighter by the admixture of the ashes 
from a thousand campfires. It was evi- 
dently taken from the territory imme- 
diately surrounding the mound, and in 


a 


process of time the great trench thus 
formed became a swamp with i‘s char- & 
acteristic growth of long grasses and Saat 


scrubby willows. 

Diligent inquiry among the older resi- 
dents of the neighborhood has failed to 
elicit anything trustworthy concerning 
its history. There is a dim tradition in- 
deed that when this region was first vis- 
ited by whites the mound marked the 
site of a flourishing Indian village, but 
it is impossible to say just how much 
credence should be given to this story. 
Nothing as yet taken from the mound 
would indicate that its builders had ever 
had any dealings with the representa- 
tives of civilization. —San Francisco Ex- 
aminer.

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WEATHER AND CROPS 


Bay State Has Been Favored Thus 
Far This Season. 


THE COLD WAVE OF MARCH 27 


Had More or Less Effect Upon 
Young Fruit Buds, 


Boston, May 1.—The United States de- 
partment of agriculture, in co-operation 
Massachusetts state board of 
agriculture, issued today the following 
weather-crop bulletin for the week end- 
ing April 30, 1894, with a general sum- 
mary of the weather for the winter 1893-4: 

The weather for the past winter in New 
England has been generally favorable for 
grass and winter grains, and for fruits, 
except peaches. 

The fall was pleasant and open and 
much work was completed, and the 
ground put into good shape for the win- 
ter. December (1893) as a month was 
cold, though the last half was warmer 
than usual, andthe 25th was oneof the 
warmest Christmas days for a number of 
years, Thelith was an extremely cold 
day; but through all the coldest weather 
the ground was well covered with snow 
throughout New England and compara- 
tively little damage wasdone. The pre- 
cipitation was slightly in excess, except 
in western districts. 

Maine's Low Temperature, 

January was mild in all southern sec- 
tions, but was cold with strong tempera- 
ture ranges inthe extreme north. On the 
10th and llth the temperature fell to 30° 
or 40° below zero in northern Maine, 
but there was a fairly good covering of 
snow, aud there has been no indication 
of injury to grass or grain roots or fruit. 
The ground was not so well covered in 
the south, but the cold was less intense 
and probably nothing suffered. 

February was the ‘“‘winter’? month of 
the season, and gave much stormy, cold 
weather. The 24th was the coldest day 
for the month, and in many places the 
coldest for years. At Provincetown, 
Mass., on Cape Cod, the temperature fell 
to 1° below zero—the lowest ever recorded 
by the present observer. Along the 
southern and eastern coasts the highest 
for the day was from 5° to 12° above zero, 
while in western Massachusetts, Ver- 
mont and New Hampshire the warmest 
part of the day showed from 4° to 11° 
below zero. The ground was well pro- 
tected with snow through all this cold 
and little damage was done to roots. 
Fruit growers, however, report much 
damage to peaches, and various estimates 
give from 60 per cent to 80 per cent killed. 

March was extremely warm and dry. 
All the first two-thirds of the month was 
unseasonably warm; the snow disap- 
peared rapidly, and buds began toswell 
and even to start slightly. The last part 
ofthe month was colder, with asharp 
cold wave on the 27th. Very great dam- 
age was done in the central and southern 
parts of the United States, and at first it 
was feared that New England had suf- 
fered with the rest. The following ex- 
tracts are from prominent fruit growers; 

Statements of Fruit Growers, 

C. W. Hud»ard, Middletown, Conn., is 
convinced that no damage has been done 
toappleor pear buds, as they had not 
reacheda stage of development to sus- 
taininjury. In regard to peach buds he 
has made an examination, and upon cut- 
ting them open found them softened but 
not discolorsd, as is usually the case 
when ruined by cold. He has made com- 
parisons throughout the orchardsin the 
state, and calculates that the amoun 
saved will be about 15 per cent. 

J. H. Hale, South Glastonbury, Conn: 
“As you may know, 60to 80 percent of 
the peach buds in Connecticut were killed 
by the cold weather of Feb. 24; the bal- 
ance was evenly distributed over the 
trees and were badly swollen by the 
warm weather. Careful examination 
now shows that not more than 2 per cent 
of those remaining have been injured by 
the cold of this month (March) and if no 
further damage is done there is still a 
fair prospect of a crop of peaches of most 
varieties throughout central Connecticut, 
and, lam inclined to think, all over the 
state.’’ 

Professor L. F. Kinney, Kingston, R. L: 
“We find no indications that the recent 
cold spell has injured the fruit buds in 


| this locality.”’ 


Dr. J. Fisher, Fitchburg, Mass: “I 
think no buds of fruit trees were suffici- 
ently swollen to be injured by the re- 
cent cold spell. The buds in the three 
northern states were even less advanced, 
and with few exceptions no damage is 
feared.” 

Favorable Spring Weather, 


April has been generally very favorable 
for farm work aud growth of crops, and 
theend of the month finds the season 
fully two weeks ahead of the average. 
Grass is universally reported in fine shape, 
except where the drought of last year 
makes a thin stand now. The latter part 
of the month was mostly dry, with only 
one-fourth to one-half inch in the past 
week; the general report is that the top 
ofthe ground is getting quite dry and 
that rain would advance vegetation very 
much. 

At Eastport, Me., the rainfall for the 
month is 1.30 inches below the normal, 
and the deficiency from the usual amount 
since Jan. 1 is fully 10 inches. Except 
this lack of rain, the weather in this state 
has been very favorable. Plowing has 
been begun, and in a few instances grain 
has been sown and gardens planted, 
though this work is not general yet. The 
correspondent at Houlton cites only one 
instance of field potatoes being planted.

BRUSH WITH A MAD BULL. 


Before He Was Conquered the Beast Turned 
a Chicago Suburb Upside Down. 

Amad bull was killed in Evanston on 
election day after a fight which lasted 
three hours. The animal died game. It 
took five Chicago and four Evanston po- 
licemen, two patrol wagons, a yelping 
drove of dogs and a large number of ex- 
cited citizens of Evanston, armed with 
clubs and stones, to bring him to earth, 
and then not until over 50 shots had 
been fired into him. 

The bull belonged to Frank Everts of 
Rosehill, and after breaking out of the 
barn made his way to Rogers Park. Here 
he sighted the crowd at the polling 
place, and his disposition immediately 
showed itself. He lowered his head and 
started at the crowd on the run. It is 
said that Officer Michael Smith, who 
was present, thought he was going to 
steal the ballot box and jumped in front 
of him, at the same time making good 
use of his arms and lungs.) The officer 
was knocked down, and the people scat- 
tered in all directions. 

The animal then made his way to- 
ward South Evanston, terrifying the 
people along the road by his warlike 
demonstrations. The police at Summer- 
dale were notified, and a patrol wagon 
and three men were dispatched to the 
scene. At Rogers Park a re-enforcement 
of two officers was received and the trail 
taken up. * 

The Evanston police were notified, 
and Officers Honsel and Johnson, armed 
with guns heavily loaded with buckshot, 
attempted to head off the beast. Officer 
Johnson poured both barrels into him 
at close range, and he shied off the road 
and ran around P. R. Shumway’s resi- 
dence on Davis street and was entrapped 
in a fence corner. Johnson approached, 
and the bull lowered his head and came 
after him full tilt. Johnson gave him 
both barrels, but was caught on his 
horns and tossed high in the air. 

The animal then made his way down 
to Sheridan drive, but he was bleeding 
profusely from scores of wounds and was 
decidedly ‘‘groggy.’’ Officer Johnson’s 
last shot had also broken one of his 
front legs. Officer Smith of the Rogers 
Park station at this juncture arrived 
with arifle,and the bull was killed. He 
was a large, brown, shaggy beast, 
weighing fully 1,600 pounds. —Chicago 
Tribune. 


THE APPENDICITIS HABIT. 


Sounding a Note of Warning Against the 
Growth of a Dangerous Notion. 

‘*Somebody in authority, ’’ said a wom- 
an one day last week, ‘‘will have to in- 
terfere with this growing notion that an 
operation for the removal of the vermi- 
form appendix is desirable in all cases. 
I was much shocked not long ago to find 
that my son, a young man of 22, had 
joined with three of his friends in an 
agreement to undergo the operation. The 
other three young fellows actually did 
submit to it, although not one had ever 
had any symptom of appendicitis, nor 
had any member of his family ever so 
suffered. 

“Of course, when my boy’s turn came, 
he had to let us know, and his father 
and I interfered to some purpose. All 
the young men got through safely, 
though it was serious for each and in 
one case proved a dangerous shock.”’ 

Physicians recognize what is known 
as the ‘‘appendicitis habit’’—that is, 
some persons have slight attacks after 
eating, the effect soon passing away, 
however. Such persons are liable con- 
stantly to the danger that these slight 
attacks will take ona more serious form, 
making the surgeon’s knife a necessity, 
and it is probably safer that these per- 
sons should submit to an operation for 
the removal of the cause of the trouble 
while free from inflammation and pain. 
It will be wise for persons not so dis- 
posed to weigh the matter well under 
most conservative opinion before acting. 
—New York Times. 


Humors.of the Anarchist Hunt. 


The anarchist scare in Paris was much 
aggravated by the last outrage. Public 
opinion is beginning ‘to turn its wrath 
against the government on account of 
the failure to detect the latest criminal. 
The absence of direct clews led the 
police to do some foolish things, and 
they have now assumed an attitude of 
helplessness which exasperates the pub- 
lic. The London anarchist hunt has one 
or two humorous features. At midnight 
recently the Scotland Yard detectives 
made a sudden descent upon the apart- 
ments of a French count recently arrived 
in London. They found a great collee- 
tion of chemicals and a large vat of ill 
smelling liquid, in which were floating 
pieces of beef, salmon and chicken. The 
count looked on smilingly and finally 
explained that he was the inventor of a 
new preserving or embalming fluid, 
which he hoped to sell to English invest- 
ors. —London Standard. 


An Important Point. 

Professor Horsley, who is the chief 
defender of vivisection in England, de- 
livered a remarkable lecture before the 
royal institution recently, which was 
illustrated by daring experiments with 
a rifle fired at animal tissues. The most 
important point was to show that death 
from a gunshot Wound in the brain is 
due not to stoppage of the heart's action, 
as asserted by the textbooks, but to the 
arrest of respiration. First aid to the 
wounded should therefore take the form 
of artificial respiration. The experiments 
were remarkably successful and proved 
that the professor is a good shot as well 
as a@ brilliant physiologist. —Exchange.

If a person desires to take the train at 
Quincy Adams, he has but to note whether 
the Quincy time is preceded by an r and be 
op hand three to five minutes earlier. 

Ifa person desires to take the train at 
Wollaston or Norfolk Downs he will note 
if a or } occurs in the line and make due 
allowance,

Points for Women Voters. 

The Massachusetts School Suffrage Asso- 
ciation calls the attention of assessors and 
registrars of cities and towns, and also of 
women yoters, to the change in the law 
relating to the registration 6f women, ap- 
proved April 16, 1894, which took effect 
upon its passage. 

The law requires that ‘the registrars 
shall transmit before the first day of May 
to the assessors a list of the women whose 
names are contained upon the register of 
voters, together with their residences as 
they appear upon the register of the pre- 
ceding year.”’ 

The *‘ assessors shall inquire at the resi- 
dences of the women voters whose names 
are contained in the list transmitted to 
said assessors by the registrars whether 
such women voters are residents thereat, 
and shall thereupon make a list of the 
women voters so found by them.” 

The assessors must transmit this list to 
the registrars, who shall enter the names 
upon the list of qualified voters. 

The law permitting women to send in 


written requests for registration, is re- 
pealed, 
The assessors began their annual 


canvass May 1, and women voters should 
be careful that their names are properly 
reported to them. Women voters who 
bave changed their residence since last 
May, or who have changed their names 
by marriage, and women who were not 


registered in 1893, will be obliged to 
app’ar personally before the registrars 


for registration.

A GRISIS AT HAND. 


Nicaragua Likely to Soon Have a War 
on Her Hands. 


OPPOSITION TO CONSUL BRAIDA 


Said to Be Due to His Loyalty 
to His Trust. 


BLUEFIELDs, May 2.—The local papers 
show that the situation is becoming 
more serious, and trouble is feared. The 
Nicaraguan government has now assumed 
B most aggressive attitude, and evidently 
expects that matters will come to a crisis 
s00n. 

The president has sent 100 men here 
with orders to remain, and the greatest ex 
citement prevails. The men were brought 
here by the schooner Sadie, but have 
not been allowed to enter the town by the 
British man-of-war Magicienne. The 
Magicienne is the only war vessel now 
here. The Nicaraguan troops were taken 
off from the Sadie by boats from the 
Magicienne and landed at the bluffs, out- 
side the town, where they still remain. 

The accusations made by the Nicar- 
aguan government against United States 
Consul Braida are not believed by tke 
people here, who are very friendly to him, 
and believe that he is working in the in- 
terests of the people here. 

Consul Braida’s friends do not believe 
that he made the disrespectful remarks 
attributed to him by the Nicaraguan 
authorities, and allege that the Nicar- 
aguan government is very anxious to get 
rid of Consul Braida and British Consul 
Bingham, who are new men, not thor- 
oughly acquainted with the situation and 
not disposed to lend themselves to any 
schemes of the government. 

It is claimed that the government hopes 
that they may be replaced by men who 
can be more easily manipulated, and will 
aidin turning the Mosquito reserve over to 
the Nicaraguan government. The Ameri- 
can citizens of Blueffelds have sent the 
following letter to Consul Braida; 

Braida Exonerated, 
To Hon. S. C. Braida, United States Consul: 

Dear Strn—We are reliably informed that 
Minister Baker has notified you of the with- 
drawal! by the Nicaraguan governmentof your 
exequatur. It is with regret and indignation 
that our American consul cannot, after the 
numerous complaints and protests made by 
American citizens residing in this territory, 
interest himself ina mild and conservative 
manner in asking and interceding for a few 
of their lawful rightsand privileges without 
being subjected to an action such as this, 
which we look upon as a deliberate insult to 
yourself and to the American government, as 
the Nicaraguan government could easily have 
asked for your removal in the regular way. 

We sent a special committee to Greytown 
after you,and at their request you came 
here toconsult with us at atime when we 
were in a dangerous position. We desire 
to thank you for coming and your attendance 
here during the time that Nicaragua has dis- 
gracefully and unlawfully taken charge of 
the place. 

Your advice to us has at all times been con- 
servative and you have advised us to take no 
part in the present troubles and try not to in- 
jure our interests or to implicate the Amere 
ican government. As law-abiding citizens we 
have approved of and followed your advice; 
though our interests and lives have been 
menaced by so doing. During the times of 
greatest excitement you have been foremost 
in efforts to keep the peace and quiet the peo- 
ple, and at times you have even patrolled the 
strests, quieting the excited populace. 

Thanking you for the actions you have taken 
and trusting that the American government 
will find it necessary and right to endorse such 
actions and enforce what claims you have 
made in our behalf, we are

Crooked Politics Alleged. 

PROVIDENCE, May 2.—Wheaton Cole, a 
member of the house of representatives, 
will be unseated next Friday. The 
charge against him is that of using 
illegal methods in securing his election. 
The house com-nittee on investigation of 
the special Pawtucket assembly election 
of 1893 not only made this decision against 
Cole, but also censured the warden, clerk 
and Republican supervisors of the second 
ward for permitting an evasion of the 
secret ballot law. 


Big Strike Looked For. 

LOWELL, Mass., May 2.—There are indi- 
cations that a big strike of the ingrain 
carpet weavers in the Lowell Manufactur- 
ing company will soon beon. The griev- 
ance is that the continued short time of 
40 hours at reduced wages is unjust. 
Weavers will demand longer working 
time or more pay for the short time 
schedule. The ingrain weavers are fully 
organized. 


Retains Bitter Memories, 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 2. — Com- 
mander Derby of Wilcox Post 26, G. A. 
R., enlivened the post campfire last night 
with an impassioned speech against the 
proposed erection of a monument to Con- 
federates at Chicago. He said it was an 
effrontery to the loyalty of the people of 
the United States. 


Probably Pushed Overboard. 

Newport, R. L, May 2.—Kerin McDon- 
ald, aged 7, was found in the water, 
floating face down. Efforts to resuscitate 
were fruitless. His little brother was 
standing on the wharf when the body was 
found, with the drowned boy’s hat in his 
band. It is thought he pushed him over- 
board. 


The Record of a Hard Winter. 

BARNSTABLE, Mass., May 2.—The life- 
saving crews on this coast left their post 
ofduty yesterday, remaining off until 
September. The past winter has beena 
severe one for the men on Cape Cod, and 
68 lives have been lost and about $500,000 
of property wrecked on her shores. 

Old Sea Captain Gone. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., May 2.—Captain 
William Tucker, one of the oldest of 
Gloucester’s sea captains, died yesterday 
at the age of 78. The deceased had been 
to all quarters of the globe, and at one 
time was in command of some of 
America’s finest clippers. 


A Pittsfield Elopement. 
PITTSFIELD, Mass, May 2. — Richard 
Follett, aged 37, has eloped with Miss 
May Conway. The father of the girl was 
opposed to the marriage, but Mrs. Con- 
way assisted her in her preparations for 
departure, 


No Serious Disturbances. 
LONDON, May 2.—May Day was cele- 
brated in many of the large cities through- 
out Enrope, aud although many dis- 
jurbances are reported they were ofa 
winor nature. 


POLICE LOOKED ON 


While a Cleveland Mob Wantonly Dis- 
troyed Railroad Property. 

CLEVEL4SND, May 2—The unemployed 
of Cleveland celebrated May Day witha 
meeting, a procession that was marked 
by several riosous demonstrations, and by 
listening and to applauding a rank anar- 
chist address on the public square when 
they had finished their marching. 

The procession was composed of many 
thousand men and boys, mostly foreign- 
ers. They had not gone a mile before the 
procession collided with an electric car. 
The motorman refnsed to stop when com- 
manded and the car was wrecked. <A few 
minutes later another car was met. <A po- 
liceman commanded the mob to give away- 
When they refused to do so he fired his 
revolver into the air. Many of the march- 
ers drew pistols and began firing, at least 
100 shots being discharged, but nobody 
was hart. 

The procession was broken up tempor- 
arily, but the lines were reformed. Soon 
a third car was met, and when the driver 
refused to stop he was felled with a brick. 
As the procession moved up Superior 
street, street cars were stopped and all the 
traffic suspended for a time. The driver 
of a truck, who refused to take his team 
out of the way, received a bad wound 
from aniron bolt thrown by one of the 
marchers. 

During these disturbances nota single 
arrest was made. When the procession 
had returned to the equare several 
speeches were made. An anarchist finally 
made a speech which started another pro- 
cession. It paraded through the manu- 
facturing district, and it was feared that 
more violence would be committeed, but 
nothing more serious than the breaking 
of a few windows in a factory occurred.

The Fatal Accident. 


| Ictis very singular, and often very re- 
markable, how direct many of the accidents 
occur. Itseems, at times, almost as though 
}adirecting hand leads the person to its 
| end. 

| Weare reminded of ihis more forcibly at 
this time by the sad atcident last week. 
| The little Sheppard boy was not out of his 
| mother’s sight ten minutes, and not out-of- 
| doors over thirty minutes; and it seems 
almost a miracle that such a thing could 
possibly have occurred. 

But, as we said in the beginning, it seems 
at times as though accidents were fore- 
ordained—they are so quickly and success 
fully carried forward.

NEW LIGHT AT MINOT’S. 
The Fixed White Light Gives Way to 
Numerical Signal. 

The gleaming lantern at Minot’s ledge 
lighthouse, off Cohasset. now flashes, at 
intervals of 15 seconds apart, the number 
** 143,” which will distinguish it hereafter 
among the enumerated coast lights along 
our shores. The change was made Tues- 
day evening, and the new lens and its 
mechanism worked very successfully. The 
old fixed white light which for 34 years has 
warned the mariner of the perils of Cohas- 
set rocks and ledges is now a thing of the 

ast. 

The light is now numbered in accordance 
with the scheme of Capt. F. A. Mahan, 
U.S. A., Eogineer Secretary of the Light- 
house Board, an arrangement by which 
each important lighthouse is made to 
signal its respective number. This plan 
was submitted to a board of expert officers 
who recommended that the experiment be 
tried at the lighthouses of Minot’s Ledge 
and Cape Charles. 

The light now gives one brilliant flash, 
then (after an interval of three seconds)

HS SPLOSION OF DYNAMITE 


Destroys the Steamer Cleopatra—Her 
Crew Kescued by the Nessamore, 


LONDON, May 3—The British steamer 
Nessmor>, from Boston, had on board the 
crew of the German steamer Cleopatra, 
from Bremen, March 1, for New York, 
which was on fire and abandoned on 
April 22 in lat. 41, lon. 50, 

The officers of the Nessmore say that 
the Cleopatra, whe sighted, was envel- 
oped in flames. The Nessmore bore down 
upon her, and when about three miles 
of her a terrible explosion was heard and 
flames and sparks were seen to rise several 
hundred feet above the burning vessel. 

When dawn approached, the crew of the 
steamer discovered a quantity of wreck- 
age floating near by, and soon after a 
small dingey which contained 20 of the 
crew of the Cleopatra. These were ree 
cued. 

The captain of the Cleopatra informed 
Captain Hargreaves that the fire was dis- 
covered at ¥ o'clock in the morning and 
that there was an explosion of 80 cases of 
dynamite at 4:45 o’clock. The lifeboats 
burned before they could be launched 
and the crew barely escaped with their 
lives in the dingey. When the Nessmore 
resumed her voyage the Cleopatra, with 
the exception of the mizzenmast with the 
yards attached, had entirely disappeared. 
The wreck lies in a position where it will 
be dangerous to o navigation. 


NIPPED IN THE BUD. 


Strikers Had Arranged to Blow Up a 
Connellsville Coke Plant, 


Mr. PLEASANT; Pa., May 8.—The first 
attempt to introduce dynamite in behalf 
of the coke strikers was frustrated here yes- 
terday. A week ago General Superintend- 
ent Ramsay of the Southwest Connells- 
ville Coke company got reliable informa- 
tion that the strikers intended blowing 
up his company’s plant near Norwood. 

Mr. Ramsay at once consulted with the 
sheriff, and, as a result, suspected parties 
were put under the closest surveillance, 
which ended in locating them while put- 
ting the finishing touches on a bomb fo 
the woods, a half mile north of town and 
less than a mile from the shaft which the 
infernal machine was intended to destroy 
last night. 

The bomb was wire covered and filled 
with dynamite, hidden in a pile of rails, 
and was taken along with the prisoners 
to the Greensburg jail. Its weight is 
given at20 odd pounds. The prisoners 
are William H. Davis, a younger brother 
of the imprisoned United Mine Workers’ 
president; William McCracken, both of 
this place, and two foreigners. Davis 
aud McCracken claim they had no hand 
in making the bomb and were present by 
accident.

SOURNAL FOR MOTHERS-IN-LAW. 


¢ Paris Editor Startsa Weekly Devoted to 
Their Interests. 

Paris has a new periodical entitled 
Journal For Mothers-in-law. The editor 
says that his object is to defend the so- 
cial interests of mothers-in-law, and to 
correct their faults as far as possible by 
means of friendly criticism. ; 

One article in the first number of this 
novel weekly is on ‘‘The Ideal Mother- 
in-law.’’ Another is under the headline, 
‘‘A Misunderstood Mother-in-law.”’ 
The author of the latter article is a wom- 
an, who complains that her son-in-law 
has been so prejudiced against her by 
current jokes concerning mothers-in-law 
that he suspects her most unselfish mo- 
tives and rejects her kindest offers of 
advice or assistance. 

In the prospectus of future numbers 
the editor says that eminent writers have 
agreed to contribute articles on “The 
Young and Coquettish Mother-in-law,’ 
“The Beautiful Mother-in-law;”’ ‘‘My 
Second Mother,’”? by a man who has 
fallen in love with his wife’s mother; 
“The Mother-in-law Without Tact,” 
and ‘“‘How to Make a Mother-in-law 
Useful About the House.”’ 

The editor has confidence that his 
journal will find ample financial support 
among the reading mothers-in-law of 
Paris and its suburbs, who, he says, 
number a hundred thousand or more. 
His associates on the Paris press are less 
sanguine of success. They point to the 
failure of The Ballet Dancers’ Journal, 
which got no further than its fifth num- 
ber, and to that of The Chorus Girls’ 
Weekly, which lasted but a month or 
two, and prophesy an equally short ex- 
istence for the new enterprise. 


MILITIA UNDER ARMS 


‘Prepared For Emergencies Which 
May Arise at Cleveland. 


UNEMPLOYED INDULGE IN RIOTS 


And Try to Prevent Others 
From Earning a Living. 


CLEVELAND, May 8.—The disorders 
which began with the May Day demon- 
strations of the unemployed culminated 
yesterday in open riot. There were three 
separate and bloody conflicts between the 
police and the rioters, and troops are 
“under arms ready to respond to a call in 
case of emergency. The worst is believed 
to be over, however. 

The trouble began when a mob of about 
2000 started to raid the factories in the 
flats and drive from work the men em- 
ployed therein. The first attack was 
made at the Variete iron works. The win- 
dows of the factory were smashed with 
stones and bricks and the workmen fled 
in a panic. 

The rioters proceeded to the Upsilon 
bolt works, where 1€00 men were induced 
to quit work before the officers arrived. 

When the police came upon the scene 
the men made a stand, and hurled bricks 
and stones at the officers. Orders were 
given to charge them withclubs. The 
rioters ran like sheep at the first assault, 
but tbe leaders succeeded in rallying 
them upon the Abbey street viaduct, a 
bridge about 1000 feet long. 

Routed by Police. 

Squads of police coming up at both 
ends of the bridge penned in the crowd, 
and they were forced to fight thelr way 
out. They madea rush for the officers, 
but at least a score of them were clubbed 
unmercifully before they finally succeeded 
in getting away. During this conflict 
two anarchists were arrested, after a 
terrific struggle on their part. 

One of them, Thomas Moore, an old 
man, was clubbed into submission and 
taken to the stationin a patrol wagon, 
cursing the police and declaring that it 
was the happiest day in his life. 

The firmness of the police had a good 
effect, for it resulted in scattering the 
rioters in all directions. 

In the south end of the city at the same 
time amobof 500 drove the workmen 
away from the United States salt works 
and were about to make another little 
raid. They were met by Police Director 
Herbert and 10 policemen, who clubbed 
them until they were glad to run. At 
| least 30 men were injured in this melee, 
but the mob was dispersed. 

Mayor Blee announced yesterday after- 
| noon that no more rioting would be per- 
mitted. 

He issued a proclamation commanding 
people not to assemble on streets, and at 
the same time he called on the Cleveland 
Grays, the Gatling gun battery and the 
resident companies of the Ohio National 
Guard to assemble in their armories and 
await his call. 


AN EDIBLE NEWSPAPER. 


The Brilliant Idea of an Australian to Make 
Heavy Editorials Go Down. 

An Australian confectioner has had a 
brilliant idea which may revolutionize 
journalism and render coupons obsolete 
as a means of increasing sales. It has 
occurred to this confectioner to make an 
edible newspaper. He has accordingly 
got out a sample number of a journal, 
which is printed upon a thin paste of 
dough instead of upon paper and with 
liquid chocolate instead of ink. This 
singular newspaper, which contains the 
most important news of a certain day, 
is made of a very palatable paste in- 
deed, and when the purchaser has read 
the news he can eat up his newspaper. 
In this way the publisher of the paper 
may reasonably hope that if he mixes his 
dough with skill and honesty and cooks 
it toa turn his paper will be liked, 
because if its news and editorials are not 
relished its substance may be. 

On the other hand, if he neglected his 
paste and made it too ‘‘short’’ or too 
tough or neglected to put in salt enough 
to make his paper relish, the literary 
matter might redeem the carelessness of 
the cookery with certain classes of the 
population. People, however, would 
probably soon come to demand that both 
the literature and the cookery of the 
newspaper should be exactly to their 
taste, and a new cause for complaint on 
the part of readers of newspapers would 
be introduced.—Boston Transcript.

LAND DEPRESSION IN ENGLAND. 


Historic Estates on the Market and Agri- 
cultural Lands That Do Not Pay. 

The failure of a firm of Worcester- 
shire lawyers, with $1,500,000 liabili- 
ties, due to investments in landed estates, 
serves as a reminder that the severe 
agricultural depression continues, and 
that real estate is a drug in the British 
market. Any plebeian with well lined 
pockets can at the present moment have 
his pick of a score or more of fine his- 
toric estates and baronial halls, includ- 
ing Imber Court, designed by Inigo Jones 
and once the residence of Lord Onslow, 
the famous speaker of the house of com- 
mons, and Merstone, one of the oldest 
manor houses in this kingdom. Thesup- 
ply, in fact, very largely exceeds the de- 
mand, and prices are distressingly cheap. 

Quite a number of big landowners are 
said to be living from hand to mouth, 
and the demand for American heiresses 
was never brisker than now. The farm- 
ers declare that they can scarcely make 
a living out of the land, even if they 
have it rent free. But for all this Great 
Britain imports every year $100, 000,000 
worth of dairy produce, fruit and so on, 
most of which might be produced at 
home, as the land is fruitful enough. — 
Liverpvol Letter.

BAY SCfATE LEGISLATURE. 


Supervision — The Normal 
Bill—Municipal Deposita, 

Bostoy, May 4.—The house accepted 
the adverse report on the petition for 
legislation providing for the control and 
supervision of telephone and telegraph 
oom panies. 

When the bill to incorporate the 
Cape Cod Southside railroad came up, MY. 
Darling, who had given notice of an in- 
tention to amend by adding an antt-stock- 
watering clause, did not move the amend- 
ment. This brought Mr. Myers to the 
floor, and that gentleman made a violent 
attack on the effort which he said is 
being made to defeat the anti-stock- 
watering legislation. “I was told last 
evening,” said Mr. Myers, “that it is 
rumored that the job is already set up by 
which the general billis to be killed in 
the senate. Is the senate to again be 
called the graveyard of the people’s legis- 
lation?’ The discussion which followed 
was long and decidedly hot. Finally Mr. 
Myers called for the yeas and nays, which 
were orderel, and replied—yes, 89; no, 80, 
andthe amendment was adopted. The 
bill was then passed to be engrossed. 

The house afterward passed toa third 
reading, without debate, the bill relating 
to increase of capital stock by railroad, 
gas, electric light, aqueduct, water, tele- 
graph and telephone companies. The bill 
provides that all stock so issued shall be 
sold by auction, and is what is generally 
known as the stock-at-auction bill. 

The speaker appointed as a committee 
toattend the funeral of the late Mr. 
Tompkins of New Bedford, Messrs. Rugg, 
and Eddy of New Bedford, Otis Foss of 
Cottage City, Gillingham of Fairhaven 
and Sturtevant of Boston. 

The bill providing that no city or town 
shall have or place on deposit at any time 
in any bank or trust company an amount 
exceeding §) per centof the capital and 
surplus of such bank or trust company 
was rejected. 

Mr. Shute gave notice of intention to 
move a substitute bill providing for four 
new normal schools, to be located at 
North Adams, Lowell, Fitchburg and at 
some place upon the cape. 

In the senate the corymittee on election 
laws reported favore/ly on the bill recom- 
mitted to them providing for the use of 
the Australian ballot system at caucuses. 

The report of leave to withdraw on the 
petition of the city of Cambridge for 
legislation relating to the licensing of 
plumbers and supervision of the business 
of plumbing was accepted.

QUAY KILLING TIME. 


Newspaper Extracts Form a Large 
Part of His Speech. 


A 


A DEMOCRATIC TARIFF CAUCUS. 


Senators Will Support the Bill 
as It Now Stands. 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—Senators Chand- 
ser and Quay occupied the time of the 
senate, the former with an impromptu 


speech of an hour andthe latter witha 


continuation of his prepared speech. 

There were no features worthy of special 
mention. The Democrats assert that 
Quay’s speech, with the frequent reliefs 
resorted to to afford him breathing 
spells, furnishes conclusive evidence that 
the Republicans have begun a filibuster 
such as marked the progress of the long 
struggle ower the repeal of the Sherman 
law last summer, and the protracted 
fight on the part of the Democrats against 
the federal elections bill in the Fifty-first 
congress. 

Several times yesterday Quay sent to 
the clerk’s desk long newspaper extracts 
to be read, and at other times Gallinger 
of New Hampshire read whole chapters 
from the multitude of volumes that lay 
on Quay’s desk. All this is permissible 
under the rules of the senate. At other 
times some Republican would suggest the 
absence of aquorum. This would neces- 
sitate a rolleall and consume 10or 15 
minutes. 

But One Dissenter. 

By a vote of 37 to 1, six of the 44 Demo- 
crats being absent, the Democratic sena- 
tors, in caucus yesterday,adopted a resolu- 
tion agreeing to support the tariff bill of 
the finance committeé, including the 
compromise amendments that have been 
agreed upon by the many conferences of 
Democratic senators during the past two 
weeks. 

The resolution was presented by Senator 
Gorman and discussed at some length, as 
the session lasted from a few minutes 
after 4 o’clock until nearly 7. Thesix ab- 
sent senators were Mills, Murphy, Lind- 
sey, Irby, Butler and Gibson. It was 
claimed that they were all accounted for, 
and assurances were given that they 
would support the tariff bill. 

The only persons in whose absence there 
might be any significance were Senators 
Murphy and Mills, the understanding 
being that all others were in accord with 
any bill supported by the majority of the 
Democratic senators. Senator Mills was 
not at the senate during the day, and the 
call for caucus was sent to his house. It 
is believed that he hus some objections to 
the concessions that have been made, but 
he has previously announced that he 
would support any bill that provided for 
reductions in the present law. 

Senator Murphy’s caucus notice was 
also sent to his residence, as he was ab- 
sent from the Capitol. His position has 
all along been one of doubt, but several 
Democratic senators assert that he will 
support the bill, and he is counted in the 
43 which are claimed as certain to vote in 
favor of the bill. The other absentees are 
either out of the city or failed to receive 
notice in time. None of them have been 
counted as ag t the bill, and it was 
said that they would endorse the action 
of the caucus. 

The Arguments, 


In presenting the resolution and stat- 
ing the object of the caucus, Senator 
Gorman said it was necessary to make 


concessions in order to secure the united 
support of the party, and he further 
asserted that it would need a Dem- 
ocratic majority to the bill. He 
stated that concessions had been made 
on all sides, and it was believed that the

measure, with the proposed amendments, | 


would now meet with the support which 
was absolutely necessary to pass a Demo- 
cratic tariff bill, 7 

Senator Jones of Arkansas, who has 
taken the most active part in the prepara- 
tion of the amendments known as the 
compromise bill, made a speech in which 
he explained at length the proposed 
amendments and told why they were 
necessary. He did not discuss nor read 
all of them, but selected the most im- 
portant and those affecting the greatest 
interests. 

Senator McPherson spoke in support of 
the resolution, and dwelt at some length 
upon the concessions which northern and 
eastern Democrats had been obliged to 
make and what they had to give up in 
order to meet the demands of the south 
and west. He claimed that the concessions 
that were talked of by the other senators 
were not wholly on one side. 

Senator Hill was not placated. He 
spoke only a short time, but it was long 
enough for him to convince the caucus 
that his vote would not be for the billif 
the income tax remained init. He said 
his position was well known. He had 
made his statement before the country 
and there was nothing to add to what he 
had said. Whatever the so-called con- 
cessions might be, they could not compen- 
sate for a rider in the bill which the 
needs of neither party demanded. With- 
out saying soin direct terms, there was 
none who listened to him who believed 
that he would support the bill.

A QUINCY MONUMENT. 


To be Erected this Month by the G. AR. 
at Braintree. 


The Braintree Observer of today says: 


The town, we thiak it was at the last 
annual town meeting in March, voted unan- 
imously to deed four lots in Plain street 
cemetery to Gen. Sylvanus Thayer Post 87, 
G. A. R., for the use of the post. 

The post, improving on the idea, has 
originated a subscription for the pur- 
pose of purchasing and erecting a mopu- 
ment in memory of the dead heroes buried 
and who may yet be interred there. 

We do not know what the amount is 
that has been subscribed, but we know that 
the laudable undertaking has been favora- 
bly regarded and liberal subscription have 
been made by some of the leading citizens 
of the town. 

} There are no doubts entertained but the 
whole affair will prove a gratifying and 
pleasant success. 

It is intended to have the monument in 
its place before Memoria! Day. 

The monument which is to be of Quincy 
granite, is from the works of the Quincy 
Granite Co. It is 8x6 tall and has two 
bases, a die and cap, the whole being sur- 
mounted by a polished ball of dark Quincy 
granite twelve inches in diameter. 

The whole monument in fact, with the 
exception of the bottom base, will be high- 
ly polished. 

The first, or bottom base will be 2-9 by 
2-9 by 1-2 and the second base 2-2 by 2-2 
by 1-0. On the front of the second base 
will be a representation of crossed guns. 
Next come the die which is16 by 1-6 by 
3-2.

Rev, Ellery Channing Butler Ac- 
cepts Pastorate 


———— 


OF FIRST CHURCH QUINCY. 


Letter of Acceptance to be Read Sun- 
day from the Pulpit 


The Beverly Citizen says: ‘Rev. El- 
lery C. Butler, pastor of First Parish 
church of Beverly for nearly a quarter of a 
century, has accepted a call from the Uni- 
tarian society in Quincy, and will leave 
here about the first of June. This inform- 
ation will be received with regret, not only 
by his parishioners, but by our people gen- 
erally. 

Mr. Butler was born 50 years ago in the 
beautiful village of Cooperstown, N. Y., 
the scene of the famous Cooper novels. 
The early part of his life was spent in 
wandering over the hills and valleys of 
those famous Indian hunting grounds, 
and he is intimately acquainted with them 
and the head waters of the Susquehanna 
river, and therefrom comes his life long 
fondness for field sports, 

His early training was obtained in the 
schools of that place; he fitted for college 
in the academy there and then went to 
Antioch college in the southern part of 
Ohio near Cincinnati. Oa leaving college 
he taught school for some years, and after- 
wards entered the Theological school at 
Meadville, Pa., graduating therefrom in 
due course in June, 1869. 

Immediately after graduating he accepted 
a call to Fairhaven, Mass., where he re- 
mained for three years. 

One day be met Prof. E. J. Young, then 
of Harvard college, who at that time was 
supplying the pulpit of the First Parish 
church in Beverly, and upon his invitation 
made his first visit to this town, to preach. 
[fe was at once called to the pastorate, and 
accepted in 1872, where he has remained 
ever since in a long and happy pastorate, 

During all these years the ntmost har- 
mony of relations has prevailed between 
himself and the parish, which has steadily 
prospered under his ministrations, The 
society has twice raised his salary since he 
came, of their own accord. The society is 
now strong and united, and is an ideal 
place fora bright young man, the society 
still think Mr. Butler is the man. 

Mr. Butler married soon after going to 
Fairhaven, a sister of President Cary of 
the Meadville Theological school and 
daughter of the late William H. Cary of 
Medway. She has been his worthy mate 
during the long years of his Beverly 
pastorate. They have one son, who will 
enter Harvard college this fall from the 
fitting schoo) of Mr. C. W. Stone of Boston. 

Mr. Butler has received many calls since 
he bas been in Beverly, several at a much 
larger salary than the ope be has now ac- 
cepted, but never before could he make up 
his mind to sever the tie that bound him to 
this parish. He only does so now because 
he feels that a younger man can better 
carry on the work that of late has worn 
heavily upon him, not from any desire to 
leave Beverly. 

The friendships of his life are here, bis 
affections are made and cannot be unmade. 
There is, in his opinion, no place like 
Beverly; living he will be bound to it by 
strong though invisible ties; dying he 
could not rest easy in any other place. 

Mr. Butler is a member of ‘several local 
organizations: of Liberty lodge of Free 
Masons, Roger Conant council Royal Ar- 
canum, the Beverly Historical society and 
Improvement society. 

He is the first and only chaplain the 
second corps of cadets have ever had, and 
he has been asked to continue in that posi- 
tion even though absent from this vicinity. 

It is with deep regret that his parish 
have been compelled to accept his resigna- 
tion, and it has only been dope after re- 
peated attempts to have him reconsider his 
determination to leave. 

The best wishes of a host of friends will 
go with him to his new field. It was hoped 
that he would at least round out his 25 
years pastorate, but this could not be done. 

Mr. Butler’s letter of acceptance will be 
read in Quincy next Sunday, and the 
installation will take place Wednesday,

THE BUSINESS WORLD 


Shows Remarkable Strength, In Spite 
of Adverse Circumstances. 


SOME SIGNS OF IMPROVEMENT. 


Large Decrease In Liabilities 
of Suspended Firms. 


New York, May5.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 

Weekly Review of Trade says it is now, 
as it has been for nearly a year, the 
amazement of intelligent observers 
that the United States suffers so little 
from reverses which other lands share, 
but which fall. more heavily here than 
anywhere else. 
. »With numerous riots, strikes of thou- 
sandsof men in various employments, 
stoppage of many manufacturing works 
in consequence, arrest of traffic on several 
great railroads by lawless proceedings, 
and the tramping of discontented men, in 
all numbering several thousand, toward 
the national capital in the hope of control- 
ling legislation; the lowest price ever 
known for wheat and almost the lowest 
prices ever known for commodities as 4 
whole, exports of $5,400,000 gold, instead of 
abnormally cheapened products, and the 
fall of the treasury gold reserve below the 
€100,000,000 limit are significant of wide- 
spread difficulty. 

Yet, the volume of business is but 31.3 
per cent less thana year ago. Insome 
directions signs of improvement appear 
even now, and the sublime faith of the 
people in their future is shown in the 
general belief that strikes and disorders 
will quickly disappear. 

Encouraging Features. 

The shoe industry, which has fallen be- 
hind the shipments of last year only 12 
per cent in April, is somewhat less active 
than of late, but a fair business is re- 
ported in heavy shoes and some improve- 
mentin the demand for women’s wear. 
Another point of encouragement is the 
heavy buying of wool, amounting to 
6,492,600 pounds for the week at three 
chief markets, against 4,651,000 last year, 
and in April sales were 21,833,958 pounds, 
against 19,998,850 last year. Wool aver- 
ayes for 104 grades only 15.3 cents, and 
figures given elsewhere indicate that 
more than 100,000,000 pounds of old wool 
still remains in the country, mainly in the 
hands of farmers, Producers of cotton 
goods also find weak markets, but nearly 
all continue in operation. 

The enormous unsold stock of wheat, 
which has made a lower average of 
prices in February, March and April than 
was ever known in any previous month, 
has depressed May wheat to jgie lowest 
point on record, althourh western re- 
ceipts were only 1,080,736 shels, against 
2,488,050 last year, and Atiantic exports 
1,143,285, against 1,518,910 last year. The 
decline for spot has been slight, with no 
change for July. Corn yielded 1-4, ex- 
ports falling suddenly below, while west- 
ern receipts nearly doubled last veur’s, 
and pork products were lower. 

Cotton speculators, who have seen 
larger receipts from plantations in April 
than a year ago, have lost faith and grip 
| with favoring accounts of acreage planted, 
and the price declined one-eighth. 

Fewer Failures. 


The most encouraging sign is the 
marked decrease in liabilities of firms 
failing, which were only $1,448,144 for the 
| last week of April and for four weeks 
$8. 722,708, of which $3,722,220 were of 
manufacturing and $4,644,367 of trading 
| concerns. The amount of liabilities at 
| the south was #2,919,419, against $3,111,032 
in eastern and $2,692,257 in western states. 

The failures this wéek have been 233 in 
the United States, against 216 last year, 
and 35 in Canada, against 27 last year.

VIOLENCE IMMINENT. 


Bloodshed May Occur When Striking 
Miners Are Evicted Ftom Their Homes. 


(o@NNELLSVILLE, Pa., May 5. — The 
prémpt action of coal companies in arm- 
ing a large force of men at the works in 
the Vanderbilt region prevented a riot 
there yesterday. A mob remained in 
camp all night prepared to attack the 
Paul and Nelly, but when they learned 
that an army of deputies were patrolling 
the works they concluded to delay the at- 
tack and dispersed. 

The men at Fort Hill who were forced 
out returned to work immediately after 
the mob had dispersed, and are working 
under protection of 50 Winchesters. The 
formidable display of Winchesters at 
Moyer also discouraged the mob of 
strikers there and they dispersed. The 
leaders had promisedto remain in camp 
tillthe Moyer plant closed down, but 
they knewa conflict with the deputies 
would prove disastrous and concluded to 
wait. 

At no time since the strike was in- 
augurated has violence been so imminent 
as at present. The wholesale evictions 
contemplated next week and the attempts 
by the leading companies to resume are 
sure to result in violence. Two of the 
leading companies announce that they 
will start up all their works if by so doing 
they have to deputize half their men and 
ask for protection from the state troops. 

A number of deputies were sent to the 
Calumet works yesterday. There is every 
indication of trouble there and at Mam- 
moth. Miners from Latrobe and other 
places gathered there and camped on the 
hillside, and paraded to and fro, past the 
works at Mammoth. The red flag was 
prominently displayed and incendiary 
threats made. 


A WAVE OF REFORM 
Will Sweep the District Once Domi- 
neered by Boss McKane. 


New York, May 5.—The annexation of 
thetown of Gravesend to the city of 
Brooklyn, which went into effect yester- 
day, brings under municipal government 
the famous seaside resort, Coney Island, 
which was the citadel of the kingdom of 
John Y. McKane. 

Coney Island proper contains Manhat- 
tan beach, with its two mammoth hotels, 
Brighton beach and West Brighton, the 
latter being the popular section of the 
island and containing numerous small 
hotels, liquor saloons without number, 
variety shows, concert halls and the 
thousand and one attractions. It con- 
tains also a street known as “The 
Bowery,” which is largely composed of 
dives. Here vice, in some places, runs 
riot, unhampered by law and protected 
by the officers of the peace. 

Sunday is the great day of the week, 
the saloons are in full blast, the dance 
halls hold open sway, and the excise ‘aw 
is a dead letter. Everything went during 
the McKane regime, except injunctions. 
Now that the city authorities control 
Coney Island it is expected that all this 
will be changed. The Brooklyn police 
department will blot out the dives, regu- 
late the dance halls and endeavor to 
drive out the thieves who prey upon the 
visitors. On Sunday the music halls will 
be closed and the saloons will not be per- 
mitted to flaunt themselvesin the faces of 
the multitudes, The Bowery will un- 
doubtedly be blotted out. 


Disappointed In Love. 

ILAWRENCE, Mass., May 5.—Charles O. 
Goldsmith of Methuen, aged 21, at- 
tempted suicide by shooting at the Con- 
pregational church last night during a 
prayer meeting. The bullet entered the 
right cheek, passing through the mouth. 
Goldsmith tendered his resignation as a 
member of the Y. P. S. C. E. previous to 
the shooting. Disappointment in love is 
said to be the cause of the deed. Gold- 
smith will probably recover.

TARIF AMENDMENTS 


Said to Show a General Slaughter 
In Certain Duties. 


POLITICAL AXES TO GRIND 


On the Question of Two Ap- 
plications For Statehood. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—The week will, 
in all probability, witness some interest- 
ing developments in the tariff discussion. 

The armistice arranged on Friday will 


end next Tuesday, if not continued by: 


Sgreement, and debate, which was inter- 
rupted on Friday, in the midst of Mr. 
Quay’s sentences, to allow the Democrats 
to arrange their compromise, will be re- 
sumed, if the compromise shall prove to 
have progressed so far as to admit of the 
introduction of the amendments proposed. 

No definite idea of the amendments 
could be conveyed without giving all the 
amendments, and they will not be given 
to the press until presented in the senate. 
It is known that the amendments, when 
incorporated in the bill, will show as 
many, if not more, alterations than were 
made in the house bill. The amendments 
will be found most numerous on the 
chemical, iron and steel, agricultural and 
sugar schedules, but they will affect the 
entire bill, including woolens, cotton 
goods, metals and other articles. In 
almost every instance where there have 
heen changes increases have been made, 
and there has been a general slaughter- 
ing of the ad valorem for specific. The 
sugar schedule is totally changed, and 
iron manufactures will show an interest- 
ing transformation if reports be correct. 

With the amendments once in the sen- 
ate, it will be interesting to observe the 
program of the Republicans. The Demo- 
crats have believed that if they could se- 
cure a bill which would insure the sup- 
port of 43 senators, the Republicans 
would yield aftera formal and business- 
like protest against the changes, and they 
have assured the Republican tariff leaders 
that the bill which they hope to present 
will have the support of 43 Democratic 
senators, to say nothing of the assistance 
they hope to secure from the Populist 
senators. 

The week will probably demonstrate 
what credence the’ Republican senators 
givetothe statement and develop their 
plans in case it be verified. 

Work Before the House, 

This week in the house promises to give 
opportunity for another effort to admit 
New Mexico to statehood; for a sharp con- 
test over purchasing a new site for the 
government printing office, and then for 
a consideration of the remaining appro- 
priation bills on the calendar—naval, In- 
dian and agricultural. 

The friends of the New Mexico bill have 
long awaited this opportunity, as the new 
quorum committee rule gives them a 
hope of passing the bill. The contest has 
assumed a party aspect, as those inter- 
ested in the measure regard the prospect- 
ive state as surely Democratic. This may 
be offset somewhat by an effort to admit 
Oklahoma, which is regarded as a pro- 
spective Republican state. 

Representative Bankhead has been 
promised a day for the government print- 
ing office bill. The present office is in 
such arickety and dangerous condition 
that a speedy removal is imperative. The 
main contest is between the owners of 
rival sites, who have exerted much in- 
fluence forthe government purchase of 
their properties. 

It is expected that the naval appropria- 
tion bill will be reached on Wednesday. 
There isa chance that an animated con- 
troversy may arise over recent naval 
armor plate frauds. The committee will 
not provoke the contest, as these frauds 
have already induced the committee to 
cut the appropriation for armor plates. 
There are members outside the commit- 
tee, however, who would like to ventilate 
the whole subject on the floor of the 
house. 

The naval bill contains few items of 
general interest, no new battleships being 
authorized and the appropriations being 
restricted mainly to the current needs of 
the naval service. 

The Indian appropriation will consume 
the latter part of the week. Chairman 
Holman has inaugurated several features 
of economy which reduce the bill about 
$1,000,000 between the totals of previous 
years. This promises to bring out sharp 
comment. 

Representative Wilson of Washington 
state is prepared to maintain that econ- 
omy should not be carried to the extent 
of crépling the Indian service. Mr. 
Wilson will present one amendment of a 
semi-political character, providing that 
no appointments as Indian agents shall 
be made, except from bona fide residents 
of the states or territories within which 
the Indian agencies are located. He will 
urge this as a practical application of the 
home rule plank of the Chicago platform, 
Mr. Wilson says the discussion of the bill 
will be so thorough that it cannot be 
passed within a week. 

This program will keep the house busy 
throughout the week. If, however, the 
Indian bill is disposed of earlier than 
expected, the agricultural bill will con- 
sume the balance of the week. The most 
committee work of the week will be 
the reporting of the legislative and 
judicial appropriation bill, which is the 
last of the great appropriation Dills,

AN EXTRAORDINARY CRAFT. 


William Oldham Expects to Use It In 
Crossing the Atlantic, 

NoTTINGHAM, May 7.—During the pres- 
ent month an attempt will be made by 
William Oldham of Nottingham to cross 
the Atlanticon a water cycle. Oldham 
is 29 years. Id anda memberof the army 
reserve. He served 10 years, mostly in 
India. While in India he studied the art 
of navigation, and got the idea in his 
heai that he would some time cross the 
Atlantic in the smallest possible cra®. 

His craft, which is named Marion, is of 
remarkable construction and is the small- 
est boat that was ever proposed to use for 
such an adventurous voyage. Its dimen- 
sions are 10ft. 5ins. in length, 5ft. beam 
and 8ft. 6ins. deep, with a draught of 
20 inches of water. It is constructed of 
the best iron. The plates are one-eighth 
of an inch thick, and these are supported 
by 11-4 inch coney ribs. 

With a view to making the most of its 
very limited capacity, the little vessel’s 
bottom is flat with a wooden floor over 
the ironwork. In the center is constructed 
4 small cabin rising nine inches above the 
deck. Itis four feet long and two feet 
broad. It has seven windows, two in front, 
one looking each side of the mast, two 
on each side and one at the back. All the 
windows can be opened and are water- 
tight when closed. They are glazed with 
one-fourth-inch glass in pieces 11-4 
inches long and three inches deep. At 
the top of this miniature cabin is a water- 
tight hatchway 16 inches square. 

Mr. Oldham will leave Nottingham 
toward the end of May. Before that time 
he has one or two finishing touches to put 
to his boat. Starting from the bridge 
across the river Trent at Nottingham he 
will proceed by way of Newark, enter the 
river Humber, call at Hull and Grimsby, 
and work down the coast to the English 
channel. 


ARAB INFLUENCE 


Believed to Have Been Brought to an 
End In Central Africa, 

ZANZIBAR, May 7.—The expedition 
under the command of Colonel Coville 
sent against Kabarega, King of Unyoro, 
has completely defeated the king’s forces, 
In November last Kabarega attacked a 
chief at Tora, who was a British ally. 
The chief applied to the British for aid, 
and a force of 200 Nubian soldiers was 
sent to his assistance. This force met the 
force ot Kabarega, and, after a fight that 
lasted three hours, the latter fled, War 
was th-n declared on Kabsrega and a 
force of 700 Nubians and 10,000 Wayanda 
natives was sent against him. Five 
thousand of the latter carried firearms. 
This force was too strong for Kar- 
abega, and, though he gave battle, he 
was routed. 

The expedition has established a chain 
of forts from the Albert Nyanza, on the 
banks of which Kabarega’s headquarters 
were situated, to Uganda. It is expected 
that the success of the expedition will 
prove a deathblow to the slave trade of the 
region and bring Arab influence to an end. 

The advices further show that a force 
went to the north end of Albert Nyanza 
and descended the Nile to Wadelai, 
where the British flag was planted. 


The A. P, A.’s “Pull,” 

LoWELL, Mass., May 7.—Rev. Claude 
Raboteau of the Worthen Street Baptist 
church addressed the biggest A. P. A. 
meeting ever held here, at Huntington 
hall, yesterday afternoon, during which 
he said there was no need of the organi- 
gation holding secret meetings; it held 
the balance of power politically, and at 
the next city election would be ready to 
dictate to either party. 


Made Desperate by Hunger. 

San ANTONIO, Tex., May 7.—Another 
appeal for assistance has been received 
here from the suffering people of Zapapti 
county. The appeal states that the starv- 
ing people have become so desperate that 
20 of them made a raid on a general store 
for food supplies. The raid was stopped 
because their temporary wants were sup- 
plied. 

Row at a Wedding Feast, 

HAZLETON, Pa., May 7.—A fight oc- 
curred in Stockton last night at the 
house of John Bubeck, where festivities 
attending his marriage were being held. 
Andrew Lanick received seven knife 
wounds in the head. The bridegroom 
and guests were arrested, but they all 
swear that they know nothing of the af- 
fair. 


Drowned In the Connecticut, 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 7.—The body 
of James M. Peck, a Holyoke dentist, was 
found in the Connecticut river. The man 
disappeared April 27, and it was thought 
atthe time that he was drowned above 
the Holyoke dam.

A SHATTERED IDOL. 


Many of Swift's Sympathizers Have 
“Gone Back” on Him. 


SOCIALISTS ARE MAD OVER IT. 


Press Scored For Not Giving 
More Advertising. 


Boston, May 7.—Morrison L Swift, the 
one-time idol of the unemployed, has 
fallen from his pedestal in the opinion of 
& number of men who, up to last week, 
were his strongest supporters. They 
assert that at one time they believed that 
Swift was honest in his efforts to assist 
the unemployed, but now they know that 
he is only looking after newspaper noto- 
riety. * 

They claim that the praise given to Ad- 
vance Agent McKenzie for the work he 
was doing roused the “green-eyed mon- 
ster’’ in Swift, who became alarmed that 
he was being lostsight of and that Mc- 
Kenzie was getting allthe glory. He did 
not like this and started out with the ex- 
press determination to depose his rival. 
They also declare that if Swift was 
honest and true im his leadership, he 
would not have gone to hotels to sleep, 
eaten sumptuously and ridden in parlor 
cars while his exhibition troupe were 
tramping over the country, but that he 
would have kept with the men and suf- 
fered the hardships of the road with 
them. 

These and other sentiments of a similar 
nature have come to the ears of the offi- 
cials of the Equity union who addressed 
the meeting of the unemployed on the 
Common yesterday afternoon. Every 
speaker was furious over the exposure the 
press had given to Swift’s actions while 
he was with the delegation. They de 
nounced the press in a long string of ad- 
jectives. Nothing was too bad to say 
about the capitalist press, and they 
pleaded with their audience not to heed 
the statements published, as they were the 
blackest of lies. The press of the country 
was denounced for showing the caliber of 
the men forming Coxey’s army. It was 
plain to be seen that the speakers were 
desperate over the little interest taken by 
the public in general over the army. 

Kelley’s Boatbuilders, 

Des MOoINEs, May 7. —The eighth 
day of Kelley’s stay in Des Moines saw 
preparations for the final leavetaking 
under good way. Lumber began to be 
delivered at a point between the Des 
Moines and Raccoon rivers. Six hundred 
men, mostly mechanics of more or less 
experience, picked out of the army, left 
the camp under the leadership of General 
Kelley and marched three abreast to 
where the lumber had been delivered, 
and began the work of building flat- 
boats. About 50 are nearly completed. 
At5o’clock yesterday afternoon the first 
boat was completed, pitched and 
launched. Three cheers were given for 
the first evidence of the Kelley navy, 
After plying around for a short time 
Kelley and two men who joined the 
army at Omaha got into the boat, with 
four of his men as polesmen, and, amid 
great cheering, began the journey down 
the river to test its ability to float the 
navy. The trial trip was pronounced in 
every way successful. At 6 o’clock the 
men dropped their tools and marched 
back to camp. It is very doubtful 
whether the army will set sail before 
Wednesday. 

Browne's “Logic.” 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—A large number 
of people went to the Coxey camp yester- 
day and heard Browne expound his views 
on theosophy and explain his theory of 
reincarnation. He says when Christ died 
his soul was scattered, as was his body, 
and a part of it had been reincarnated in 
him (Browne) and part in Coxey. He 
argued that his followers also have a small 
part, and it isthe magnetism of Christ's 
soul in them that holds them together. 
Dr. Holden of the United States navy, 
who recently presented the commonweal- 
eras with a goat, drove to the camp yester- 
day with a party of friends and supple 
mented the gift with a large white 
rooster. It will be deprived of its spurs to 
make an appropriate symbol of peace. 

Slow Jogging. 

STAMFORD, Conn., May 7.—Sixty com- 
monwealers, comprising Captain Sweet- 
land’s army, marched invo this city yes- 
terday. The Coxeyites had tramped from 
Norwalk in a driving rainstorm and 
shortly after noon arrived here. When 
the Coxeyites entered the city they were 
taken tothe hall of the Populists and 
provided with a lunch of crackers and 
cheese. Last evening there was a meet- 
ing at which Sweetlands spoke. The 
commonwealers resumed their journey 
today. The expect to reach New York by 
Friday. 

An Open Meeting. 

VALPARAISO, Ind., May 7.—General 
Randall is already having trouble with 
hismen. Anumber of the dissatisfied 
held a meeting yesterday. It was charged 
that the quartermaster was not dealing 
fairly, that sardine sandwiches reached 
the officers and other favored in abun- 
dance, while the rank and file had to sub- 
sist on bread and water. If the present 
indication can be depended on, there will 
be a large number of desertions very soon. 

From the Far West. 

SPOKANE, Wuash., May 7.—The first big 
wave of the western Washington Coxey- 
ites rolled in town yesterday. There cre 
about 800 of them, headed by Jeffries, an 
agitator. About 200 of the army were 
caught at Pasco by a force of deputy 
marshals under Samuel Vinson. They 
are ugly over their detention, and Vinson 
has telegraphed for re-enforctements, He 
expects trouble when others pile in at 
Pasco from the west. 

“Doing” New Jersey. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., May 7.—Fitzgeraid’s 
industrial delegation were the guests of 
the local socialistic labor party yesterday. 
They held two poorly-atten ‘ed meetings.

BRITISH DIPLOMACY.

Uncle Sam Being Headed Off by John 
Bull at Nicaragua. 


AMERICAN CITIZENS INSULTED. 


Natives Have No Fear of Being 
Punished Therefor. 


New ORLEANS, May 7.—Latest advices 
from Bluefields report that in answer to 
the demand of British Minister Goslin, 
Nicaragua has cancelled her withdrawal 
of British Consul Bingham’s exequatur. 
Bingham refused to receive the exequatur 
unless accompanied by an apology on the 
part of Nicaragua and to come to him 
through the hands of Minister Goslin. In 
reply Consul Bingham has been called 
to Mangua, the capital, and all boats on 
the San Guan river and the lakes are held 
at his disposal. 

Minister Baker and Captain Watson 
have both fully approved of the action 
and course followed by Consul Braida. 

The Nicaraguans have taken charge of 
leased lands at Bluefields Bluff, belong- 
ing to Americans, and say that all leases 
for over eight years will be cancelled as 
illegal, although improvements amount- 
ing to over $1,000,000 have been placed 
thereon by American and Nicaraguans, 
through her previous minister to the Mos- 
quito government, to issue a lease for 50 
years for 84 acres of said bluf& lands in 
1886 and 1587. 

The Americans have been frequently 
told by the Nicaraguans: ‘Your govern- 
ment will do nothing for us; we know 
that,” and, acting on that assumption, 
have insulted Consul Braida, American 
citizens and the government of the United 
States. Had the government at Washing- 
ton acted as promptly as England has 
done, the proper respect would be shown 
to American interests, American citizens 
and the country’s flag abroad. , 

Where England Comes Ia, 

The action of Nicaragua in cancelling 
the withdrawa lof Consul Bingham’s exe- 
quatur, andhis being called to Managua, 
savors strongly that England in not force 
ing her treaty rights is obtaining some 
thing better from Nicaragua, and Eng- 
land is getting ahead of the United 
States. 

Lacayo has given official employment 
to several renegade Americans and uses 
the fact of their presence in his camp as 
an argument that the Americans are 
with him. The American population at 
Bluefields and vicinity is composed of 
some sturdy classes that built up the 
west and invested $3,000,000, which they 
expected the United States could and 
would protect. Over $500,000 is invested 
by Boston capitalists alone, which largely 
controls the mahogany trade. The 
troubles have naturally affected com- 
merce, and the business of Bluefields has 
fallen off from 25 to 30 per cent. 

Minister Baker, after his arrival at 
Bluefields, called upon the Mosquito offi- 
cials fora statement as to the condition 
of affairs before the invasion. He also 
called a conference of American mer- 
chants for the day after the vessel left, 
From Minister Baker's actions the Ameri- 
cans derive a great deal of hope as to the 
tenor of his report to Washington. 


A Bloodless Battle. 

CLEVELAND, May 7.—A strike has been 
in progress at the Standard foundry for 
several weeks, Yesterday afternoon about 
2000 idle men assembled in the vicinity. 
An assault was made upon the building, 
a volley of stones and other missiles being 
hurled at the windows. The guards in- 
side opened fire on the crowd. A large 
force was summoned and the mob was 
dispersed. The officers thus far have 
been unable to find a single person who 
was injured. 

Don Carlos’ Ultimatum, 

RomE, May 7.—Dou Carlos, the Spanish 
pretender, has intimated to the pope that 
while he is obedient to the vicar of Christ 
he cannot advise his followers to abandon 
his cause in Spain, which is that of re- 
claiming his legitimate rights. This 
declaration, which challenges the pope’s 
present attitude toward the reigning 
dynasty of Spain, has produced a deep im- 
pression at the vatican. A large portion 
of the Spanish clergy follow Don Carlos. 


Grand Trunk Employes Will Organize. 

BATTLE CREEK, Mich., May 7.—Four 
hundred delegates from the different em- 
ployes of the Grand Trunk railway 
systemin Michigan met here and ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of forming a 
“federation system” of the employes on 
the different lines of the company. They 
will organize on the first Sunday in 
June. 5 


Germany's Interests In Samoa, 

Lonpoy, May 7.—A dispatch from Ber- 
lin states that the imperial naval author- 
ities are fitting out with all possible 
speed several vessels for service in Sa- 
moan waters. The dispatch adds that it 
appears certain that Germany will insist 
that her interests in Samoa be protected. 


But Slightly Damaged. 

New York, May 7.—The French line 
steamer La Champagne went ashore off 
Fort Hamilton at 8:15 yesterday morning. 
She was entering the harbor in a thick 
fog. Nobody was hurt and no fright was 
exhibited by passengers. The damage to 
the steamer is very slight. 


Assuming a Serious Phase, 

GRAND JuNcTION, Colo, May 7.—The

WAYS THAT ARE DARK. 


Chinamen Said to Be Doing a Big Cer- 
tificate Trading Business. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—One matter that 
has given internal revenue officials a 
vast amount of trouble has been the 
efforts of Chinamen to register more than 
once, and it is not certain that these 
efforts have not in many instances been 
successful. 

In thickly populated sections, where the 
collection districts cover comparatively 
small areas, thescheme has undoubtedly 
been worked to aconsiderable extent. A 
Chinaman living in New York city would 
have no particular difficulty in register- 
ing under anothername im any one or 
more of the neighboring districts, and as 
a photograph of one Chinaman might 
readily pass for that of another, the fraud 
is not easily detected. 

The duplicate certificates are said to 
bring a good price among Chinamen who 
are not entitled to register, and so trade 
in them is said to be more or less lively. 
It is believed that these duplicates will 
aggregate anywhere from 2500 or even 
more. 


BURGLARS AT LYNN 


Caused a Much Greater Explosion Than 
They Had Bargained For. 

LyNN, Mass., May 7.—At 2:40 o’clock 
this morning a tremendous explosion in 
the vicinity of the center of the city 
startled residents. Burglars had at- 
tempted to blow open the safe inthe grain 
store of Torrance, Very & Co., and had 
miscalculated the amount of powder used. 
Patrolmon Wells was three blocks away 
atthe time,and hearing the explosion 
and seeing a great puff of smoke coming 
out of the building, pulled ina fire alarm. 
The burglars had attempted to deaden the 
sound by placing bags of grain and wet 
bagging in front of thesafe. The explosion 
was of such force that they failed to stop 
and remove the cash box from the safe. 
The office wus completely wrecked, the 
large plate glass window at the front 
were smashed into bits, and the furniture 
broken and fixtures ruined. The crooks 
escaped.

Interesting Hearing on the Street 
Railway Extension. 


THE PLUMBING ORDINANCE

The Committee on Streets reported 
amendments to the order relative to street 
watering providing for these additions: 
Hancock, from Linden to Neponset bridge; 
Granite, from Gas place to Quarry street; 
and Crescent street; and striking out Fos- 
ter street. Order amended and under sus- 
pension of rules passed unanimously to be 


ordained. 
Street Railway Hearing. 


At 8 o'clock a public hearing was given 
on the petitions of the Quincy & Boston 
Street railway for a location on Franklin 
street and Independence avenue, and for 
turnouts on Washington street at Quincy 
Point, 

President Graham for the petitioners, 
said the location had been asked on request 
of the Braintree street railway that the two 
systems might be connected. It was 
desirable that the cars should go by the 
most direct route. Both streets were wide 
enough for electric cars, but there was a 
narrow spot for about 150 feet on Franklin 
street where it was 22 feet 8 inches between 
the sidewalks. The extension would be a 
benefit to Quincy. 

The turnout near Chubbuck street was 
needed because of the Weymouth extension 
cars now having to wait at the bridge four 
minutes, 

The extension into Wharf street was to 
reach the power station and the wharf of 
the new steamboat line which would be in 
operation this summer. The company 
would build a sidewalk and maintain 


electric lights, 


Emery L. Crane appeared as a remon- 
Strant to the location on Franklin street, 
claiming that a route through Presidents’ 
avenue or Goddard street would be less 
objectionable. The people on Franklin 
Street objected because it would be an

Franklin street was 
a main artery and often overtaxed with 
travel. 

Councilman Holden asked if company 
would not be willing to go by Presidents 
avenue. 

Mr. Graham answered Franklin street or 
nothing. ‘The railway could afford to wait 
for the demand, as at present there was no 
profit. 

J. N. Fox remonstrated as Franklin 
street was very narrow. 

Miss Kincaide also objected. 

Mr. Graham thought the expense of 
widening at the narrow point would be 
trifling. Franklin street should be re- 
located, as in the short distance between 
Water street and Independence avenue it 
varied from 36 feet to 22 feet 8 inches. 

In reply to Councilman Adams he could 
not say that company would be willing to 
co-operate on expense, but as a director he 
for one would be willing. 

In reply to Counciiman Moxon, he 
thought about three minutes’ time would 
be lost in going by Presidents avenue, 
besides the damage to cars, and the extra 
danger.

Buck for license to collect junk. Accepted.

The Committee on State Aid on peti- 
of Olin P, Hines, reported in favor of $4 
per month from April 1.

The Committee on Ordinances, to whom 
was recommitted the plumbing ordinance, 
reported the ordinance ought to pass, 

Councilman Moxon said he had appeared 
before the committee and expressed his 
views, but the committee still report in 
favor. The ordinance as read goes into 
matters into which the city is in no way 
connected. Any regulation as to what a 
builder shall do except as concerns pub- 
lic health is wrong. 

Councilman Johnson said that Coun- 
cilman Moxon presented a draft which he 
thought would do, It threw out sections 
9,10, 11 and 12. By leaving these out we 
were simply undoing the object of the 
ordinance. If we find the ordinance 
works a hardship it can be changed. 

Councilman Moxon—Unless some one 
has had direct experience with the matter 
it is not easily understood. If clause 10 
never existed there would be no inquiry to 
the health of the city. Sections 1 and 2 
are clearly set fourth in the statutes, 

Councilman Adams asked if sections 9, 
10, 11 and 12 were necessary for public 
health or were considered wise, 

Councilman Johnson replied, on the 
lines of public health. 

Councilman Moxon asked in what way 
section 11 referred to public health, to 
which Councilman Johnson replied that he 
referred to the sections collectively. 

Councilmaa Adams thought it was wise 
to make them as simple as possible. We 
have no right to interfere with a man 
building a house except as far as affects 
public health. 

Councilman Moxon moved that the 
action of the council in voting to strike 
out section 9 be reconsidered, but hoped it 
would not prevail, The motion was lost. 

Councilman Moxon moved that sections 
7, 10, 11, 12 and 13 be striken out.

WEATHER AND CROPS 


Past Week Unexceptionally Favorable 
For Farm Work. 


A FULL FRUIT CROP PROMISED. 


A Remarkably Early Season 
In the Old Bay State. 


Boston, May 8—The New England 
weather service, United States weather 
bureau, issues the following weather 
crop bulletin forthe week ending May ?, 
1804; 

The weather for New England for the 
week just passed has been exceptionally 
favorable for all farm work and for the 
growth of crops, except in a few localities 
in thesouth and in central Maine, where 
the want of rain has been most felt. 

Light showers fell along the Maine 
coast, inthe northwest, and in the ex- 
treme north on the Ist and 2d, and again 
along the coast and in the southern states 
on the 4th, but central New Hampshire 
and Maine failed to get any precipitation 
of amount. Showers were frequent in 
the south on the 5th, anda quite general 
rain fell on the morning of the 6th. This 
last rain, being followed by generally 
warm Weather, has pushed all crops and 
vegetation along wonderfully. 

The ground has been in excellent con 
dition for cultivation during the week 
throughout New England, and the fine 
weather has been improved iu preparing 
the ground and putting in the seed. The 
season is everywhere reported from one 
to two weeks ahead of the average. 

Maine. 

In Maine grass is looking exceptionally 
well, except in parts of the Penobscot 
valley, where its growth has been re- 
tarded by the lack of rain, and where 
some newly seeded pieces are looking 
rather poorly. A large share of the grain 
has been sown, especially in the eastern 
districts; the acreage has been increased in 
places. Potatoes arebeing rapidly planted 
all over the state and under very favorable 
conditions. The land for corn and other 
crops is being fitted, and a very little corn 


planting hus been done, The sweet corn 
acreage will be increased in southern 
Piscataquis county. Fruit buds are 


swelling rapidly, and a fall blossom is 
promised. 
New Hampshire. 

In New Hampshire the ground isin 
splendid condition and much work has 
been done on it, except in the most back- 
ward sections. In parts of Sullivan 
county the last yeur’s seeling of clover 
has been badly hurt on flit lands. The 
grain has been largely sown on the warm, 
sandy lands in the Merrimack valley, aud 
a large share of the potatoes have len put 
in. Throughout the southern counties 
grain is generally sown and planting has 
been begun. In less favorable sections in 
the central and northern districts work is 
in progress on the land, Lut no great 
amount of planting or sowing has ben 
done. In the vicinity of Mancl.ester the 
cultivated acreage will be increased 

Fruit is very promising ‘anak has ad- 
vanced remarkably in the past ox days. 
Inthe extreme south, apple, pear and 
plum are in full bloom. At Brookline, in 

southern Hills! oro county, the plum has 

suffered from some unknown cause and 
shows poorly. Plum and cherry are gen 
erally in blossom in central and nortan 
counties, and apple and pear are budding 
very fast. The correspondent at Strat 
ford calculates the buds and leave l 
trees to be two weeks ahead of the ave 
age for the past eight years. 


Vermont, 

The weather in Vermont is reported 
warm and dry nntil the end of the week. 
Grass has grown very fast and young 

stock has been turned to pasture, al- 
though many are still feeding from the 
barn. Inthesouth, in the Connecticut 
valley, some corn is in the ground, and 
many acres of potatoes are planted; early 
sown seeds are up and looking as well as 
need be. The correspondent reports that 
the grass looks like the last of May. In 
the center and northern parts of the state 
gardens have been planted, and while 
potatoes, outs, etc., have been put in by 
some farmers, others are preparing the 
land. Apples are coming into blossom in 
the south, and plum ani cherry inthe 
north, 

Massachusetts. 

It has been very warm and dry dur 
the first partof the week in Mussachu 
setts. The showers of the last part have 
wetupthetop of the ground, but have 
not penetrated to any great depth. 

On all early lands in this state the 
grain has been sown, most of the potatoes 
and some of the corn planted, while the 
preparation ofthe ground for the early 
planting of corn and other crops is general 

The correspondent at Blanuford reports 
thatthe season is remarkable, asit is 
fully asearly on the hills as it isin the 
Connecticut valley. In the eastern Cx 
necticut valley early garden crops of all 
kinds ure coming On; asparagus is extra 
fine; currants indicate a good crop 

The acreage of potatoes has largely in- 
creased in numerous places. Kye will be 
ready tocutin many fields this week. 
The cranberry vines are looking well 
Early apples and other fruits are gen- 
erally in bloom. At West ‘whbury, in 
Essex county, the early a are in 
bloom, but the Baldwins 
backward; here the tent caterpillar bas 
made its appearance in “unusually large 
numbers.’’ Inthe Sunbury river valley 
very few nests are to be seen, and no 
other correspondent mentions this pest.

CHANGES ARE MANY. 


Tariff Bill Well Hacked by the Senate 
Finance Committee. 


AN OUTLINE OF THE LATEST DRAFT 


Agricultural Products Taken 
From the Free List. 


WASHINGTON, May 8.—The open session 
of the senate lasted but half an hour and 
was devoid of all public interest save the 
{introduction by Senator Allen of Ne 
braska, whois defending Coxey and his 
Meutenants in the police court, of a reso- 
lution for the appointment of a special 
sommittee of five senators to investigate 
the alleged clubbing by the Washington 
police of the leaders of the commonweal 
when the “army” tried to break into the 
Capitol grounds last Tuesday. 

During the executive session Senator 
Jones presented the amendments to the 
tariff bill which have been considered and 
agreed to by the Democratic senators, 
known as the compromise committee. 

There are 400 of them, and it makes a 
new billora measure greatly differing 
from the Wilson Lill and from the sen- 
ate bill in any form in which it has 
been presented. The amendments here- 
tofore presented by Senator Vest and re- 
ported from the finance committee are en- 
dorsed by the compromise committee. 
There is a general increase iu the bill, and 
in some schedules the increases are very 
marked. 

During the afternoon copies of the 
amendments were laid on the desk of 
each senator. As printed, they comprise 
$1 pages of the ordinary bill size. The 
number of the amendments is a little 
more than 400. 
unimportant and consist of a restoration 
of the house duties, which the senate had 
decreased. A number of articles have 
been taken from the free list, among 
these being agricultural products.

The sugar schedule is identically as 
heretofore published, namely, 40 per cent 
ad valorem on all raw sugars, and an ad 
ditional 1-8 of a cent on all sugar above 
No. 16 Dutch standard, with a discrimin 
ating duty of 1-10 of a cent against those 
countries that pay anexport bounty.

Bicyclists Hill and Peltier Will Wheel 
Their Way Around the World. 

New York, May 8.—H. H. Hill of 
Geneva, a trick bicycle rider, and Eugene 
Peltier, his manager, started from the 
office of The American Wheelman yester- 
day afternoon on a trip around the world 
on their wheels. Peltier rode a “safety” 
bicycle, while Hill was moanted ona 
unicycle. He proposes to ride this at 
least as far as Chicago, and perhaps on to 
San Francisco. 

The riders go by way of Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Denver and San Francisco, and 
will ride the entire distance. From the 
Pacific coast they go to Honolulu, where 
an exhibition of trick riding will be given.

The changes submitted asked that it 
be increased from seven members, as at 
present constituted, to nine, viz: A presi- 
lent, vice president, secretary, treasurer 
and five members-at-large, and that it 
“shall not exist longer than two years in 
any one place, to prevent disquietude and 
cligue government.”

Fire Left But One Building on Main 
Street of Norway, Me.

SEVENTY TWO DWELLINGS BURNED 


Many Business Houses Fur- 
nish Food For Flames. 


PORTLAND, Me., May 10.—The little 
village of Norway was visited yesterday 
by the most disastrous fire that place has 
seen since 1851. Every store and other 
buildings on Main street were crumbled 
{nto ashes, and the total loss will amount 
to $500,009. 

Fire broke out yesterday afternoon in 
; Cummings’ furniture factory across the 
river from the village, and before it could 
| besubdued had jumped the stream, set 
| fireto the opera house and communi- 
| cated to neighboring buildings. Norway’s 
| only method of fighting flames was with 
| and this had no effect on 


| a hand engine, 
| the fire. 

It was soon seen that the whole town 
was threatened, and aid was summoned 
from Lewiston and Portland. It was an 
hour before the engines from these cities 
could reach Norway, and by that time 
all the buildings on Main street had been 
burned to the ground. Merchants on the 
street made frantic efforts to save their 
stock, and in many cases were successful, 
| but the flames spread so rapidly that it 
was impossible to save much. 

Wind swept the flames directly down 
the principal street, and sparks from the 
burning buildiugs set fire to many houses 
remote from the heart of the fire. Sev- 
| enty-two dweiling houses, including the 
| homes of all the prominent merchants 
| and professional men, were burned, and 
| hundreds of people were forced to flee 
from houses, leaving everything to the 
mercy of the fire. 

Many people were badly injured by fall- 
ing timbers, and several are supposed to 
have met death. Itis impossible to give 
| any idea of the horror of the scene or to 
| estimate the losses. The principal places 
| of business were destroyed. 


The Business Losses,

Municipal Lighting Plants — Another 
Canal Bill—Underground Wires. 
Boston, May 10.—The Dill for placing 
wires under ground in Boston was passed

The Lawrence and Fall River bills rela- 
tive to removing the license limitation 
was rejected without debate.

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NEW NAME ME PROPOSED  § 


For the Tariff Measure Now Before 
the Senate. 


IT SHOULD BE SRICE OR GORMAN. 


Mills States His Position Inan 
Emphatic Manner. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—Yesterday was 
a turbulent day in the senate. The “era 
of business,’’ so long predicted, was at 
last entered upon after six weeks’ general 
debate on the tariff. 

One amendment, that te levy duties on 
goods in bond onthe date when the bill 
goes into effect, was agreed to, and Mr. 
Lodge's amendment to impose double 
duties against Great Britain until that 
country should acquiesce in an interna- 
tional agreement for the coinage of sil- 
ver was defeated. 

This was not a very lively pace, as some- 
thing over 1000 amendments are pending, 
but, nevertheless, it was progress, 

Work on the tariff bill was preceded by 
a two hours’ debate upon the Allen reso- 
lution for the appointment of a special 
committee to investigate the alleged po- 
lice clubbing outrages on the steps of the 
Capitol. 

Mr. Allen madea vigorous speech in 
support. Mr. Ahern of Ohio replied to 
Mr. Allen in a very temperate manner, 
upholding the constitutionality of the 
act, denying that there had been any at- 
temptto abridge the right of petition, 
and predicting that the commonwealers 
would soon find that they did not repre- 
sent in any degree the sentiment of the 
country, and that in a short time the bet- 
ter judgment of the people would pre- 
vail, and the preseat excitement would 
fade away. 

Mills Furnishes a Sensation, 

The sensational feature of the tariff de 
bate was Mr. Mills’ denunciation of the 
surrender made to the conservative Dem- 
ocrats. 

He wanted to repel the idea that he was 
in any way responsible for what Mr. Ald- 
rich had termed the Democratic sur- 
render. A few days ago, he began, 
he had described his own position as be- 
tween the devil and the deep sea, the Mc- 
Kinley bill being the devil. Since that 
time, a change had come over the situa- 
tion. He was nearer the devil and had 
notso much sea room as before. He now 
found that the bill before the senate, as 
modified by the amendments introduced, 
had no resemblance to the Wilson bill. It 
ought, he said, to bear the name of Mr. 
Gorman or Mr. Brice. 

No man, declared he, impulsively, could 
torture him into an admission that this 
bill was a response to Democratic pledges. 
He had said that taxation should be 
levied upon value; thatit was the only 
just system; that taxation should not be 
imposed as under the specific system of 
the McKinley bill, so that the goods of 
the rich would escape with the same tax 
as was levied upon the cheaper articles 
of the poor. There he had stood, and 
there he would continue to stand. He 
rose tosay that he did not stand for a 
single one of the amendments carrying a 
change to specific duties. It was hu- 
miliating enough to have to endorse the 
system of robbery contained in the Mc- 
Kinley bill without bowing down in 
mortification to accept the very badges 
of protection. 

The first amendment made the sur- 
render; it was continued throughout the 
bill, until it was now a question between 
the McKinley bill and a Democratic sys- 
tem of protection, with very little margin 
in favor of the Democratic measure. 
“But I’ll vote for it,’ said he, emphati- 
cally, “I'll vote for it if it contains only a 
5 per cent reduction of taxation.” 

Tariff For Revenue Only, 

The Democratic party in 1892, he con- 
tinued, had declared protection a fraud; 
had declared for a tariff for revenue only. 
There is where he stood, and he did not 
intend to go a step backward. He would 
have reduced the duties below the point 
set in the Wilson bill if he had the power. 

He would have given still more raw 
materials to relieve those whe were com- 
ing to Washington to tellof their dis- 
tress produced by protection. He would 
vote for the senate bill, but he did not in- 
tend to help make it as bad asit possi- 
bly could be. 

“Iwant to file this caveat,’ he con- 
cluded, ‘“‘to let the Democrats of the 
country understand where I stand. 
would like to see those who have de- 
manded these changes, who have forced 
the Democrats of the senate to surrender 
their platform, to stand outin the glare of 
the daylight and take the responsibility.” 

A wave of applause swept over the 
galleries when the Texas senator took his 
seat, which was quickly checked by Vice 
President Stevenson. 

All eyes were turned upon Mr. Gorman, 
whom Mr. Mills had specified by name as 
mainly responsible for the ‘‘concessions,” 
but the Maryland senator did not move a 
muscle. 

Mr. Brice was not in the chamber at 
thetime. The pending amendment was 
then agreed to. 

The senate in executive session, just pre- 
vious to adjournment, followed up the fa- 
vorable action by the committee on foreign 
relations on the treaty defining the limits 
of seal fishing in Russian waters by rati- 
fyingit. The committee report was ac- 
cepted without question, and the commit- 
tee’s recommendation was unanimously 
favored.

In the House. 

The naval appropriation bill was under 
consideration in the house, but asa rule 
that bill received very little attention at 
the hands of the speakers, the debate 
soon switching off to the tariff question. 
An agreement had been reached in the 
morning to limit general debate to seven 
hours, three and a half hours toa side, 
but the majority of the members showed 
po disposition to resume their allowance, 
and Mr. Boutelle, who was to close for 
the minority, was unwillin, 
at 4:50 the house adjourned.

Teachers of 
Woodward Institute, 


Addresses by Ladies, Clergymen and 


Educational Workers. 


The reception to the teachers of the new 
Woodward Institute in the chapel of the 
First church Wednesday evening was a 
very pleasant occasion. The hours were 
from 5 to 8 on the invitation, but were pro- 
longed until 10 o’clock. The largest at- 
tendance was in the evening when many 
were pleased to be introduced. Dr. Wood- 
ward’s large portrait occupied a prominent 
position. 

Many well-known citizens were present, 
but only a few will be mentioned: Mayor 
Hodges, ex-Mayor Fairbanks, ex-Mayor 
Porter, members of school committee, 
most of the principals and teachers of the 
public schools, several Councilmen and 
other city officials, 

At seven o’clock Mrs. A. A. Claflin, the 
president of the *‘ Little Society of Women,” 
under whose auspices the reception was 
given, invited the attention of those present 
toa few remarks. In opening she said 
that a reception of this kind was some- 
thing new, but this was an era of innova- 
tion, and she only regreted that it was not 
inaugurated when a lady was installed as 
principal of the Coddington school. The 
gathering tonight was not intended to be 
intellectual, but of the heart rather than 
the head. 

The president then introduced Mrs. 
Saville, the secretary, who read the call for 
the organization of the ‘‘ Little Society” 
in 1892, which was published at the time in 
the local papers. 

Mrs, Claflin was pleased to note that the 
Institute had already received two gifts. 
Mrs. Mary A. Woodward had contributed 
a large and beautiful specimen of coral, 
and Miss Elizabeth Adams an old Adams 
bible and other articles of historic interest. 

Mrs, F. C, Babcock was then introduced 
and read the following brief sketch of the 
late Dr. Ebenezer Woodward, who 
bequeathed the fund which has endowed 
the Iustitute, written by Mrs. Annie E. 
Faxon: 

Dr. Ebenezer Woodward was one of the 
landmarks in medicine here. A New 
Hampshire boy from Darmouth, who came 
to Quincy, April 1, 1823, 71 years ago. He 
took an office in the Gillett House, which 
has since sheltered so many physicians; 
the square around the old town-pump being 
a famons tloroughfare, and one that has 
seen many medical stars rise and set. He 
soon sold his practice to Dr. Duggan, but 
repurchased it, and lived his life out among 
us. He bought the site upon which our 
public library stands, and many remember 
the large plain house he lived in. The 
interior left a feeling of awe in spite of the 
kindness of the good man and his wife, 
who was Miss Greenleaf, of a fine family. 
She always divined one’s weak spot, and 
one felt better upon seeing her. They had 
no children. The doctor's horse and a big 
dog, whose shadow crosses these pages, 
shared his affections. Within the sitting- 
room the portraits were awfully real, seen 
by the light only of an oil Jamp, in whose 
wick a pin stuck, to kindle more flame if 
desired. A bed of ashes rested upon the 
open coal fire in the grate. Strangely, the 
coming of this good man to our house, 
(which before the days of furnace-heated 
houses he was often called to a large brood 
of children,) excited mirth rather than 
apprehension. A general titter arose as 
our mother’s ‘“‘hush!’’? came, when his 
step was heard. His preparations for re- 
moving the numerous envelopes that pro- 
tected his slender body are remembered, 
First a hat that did not shine was placed 
onachair, Next followed gloves and often 
wristers. A large red handkerchief in 
multitudinous folds was methodically un- 
wound from his slender neck and carefully 
put with the gloves. Then overcoat number 
one came off; then coat number two, and 
childish eyes opened wider to see if a third 
were coming. Gently rubbing his delicate 
hands, “Ah, a little of my nice spiced cor- 
dial’? might have been prescribed. All 
trivialities fade in the memory of the n- 
spect and confidence he won. He left at 
his death a large sum to found a school for 
girls born in Quincy. 

The president then introduced the 
woman’s friend, but a slip caused merri- 
ment, he being the “Rev.” Henry H. 
Faxon. He had reduced his speech to 
manuscript and we are enabled to give it 
in full: 

H. H. Faxon's Advice. 


Madam President: In assigning this 
toast, I presume that you have counted 
upon me as one of the old men but, 
friends, I feel young when I remember 
that my honored father was baying on his 
farm when in his ninety-third year and, 
even at that advanced age, did not dream 
of striking for nine hours per day. 

Ladies and gentlemen, when I was asked 
lo say a few words on this occasion, [ 
realized that I was to address the assembled 
wisdom of our city and, therefore, deemed 
it prudent, although not pleasing to me, 
to commit my thoughts to manuscript.

inspire and enthuse my hearers, 

Several months ago a friend invited me 
to writea moito upon one leaf of a calendar

FRAUGHT WITH PERIL 


Should Meddle No Further 
With Samoa. 


AMERICA HAS GAINED NOTHING. 


Uncle Sam 


Succeeded In Getting Into an 
Entangling Alliance. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—The president 
yesterday submitted to the senate the 
correspondence relative to Samoa called 
for by Senator Gray’s resolution of the 
6th ult. The correspondence itself is very 
voluminous, covering about 10,000 pages, 
and is in itself of little interest, save from 
an historical view. Butin submitting it 
to the president, Secretary Gresham hus 
taken the opportunity to set out at length 
his conclusions as to the workings of the 
tripartite agreement. 

This letter of the secretary's is certain 
to take an important place asa state pa- 
per, and to give fise to much discussion 
and controversy. He gives an his- 
torical review of our relations to the isl- 
ands in order to exhibit our policy. Tb 
he regards as especially important, since, 
he says, in the case of Samoa, the United 
States, for the first time, departed from 
its traditional policy of avoiding en- 
tangling alliances with remote lands, and 
the wisdom of that departure must be 
tested by its fruits, 

The secretary then reverts to the ex- 
ploits in Samoa of the notorious Stein- 
berger, 20 years ago, and step by step 
brings the history down to the present 
time, showing how the United States had 
repeatedly reiused to establish a protecto- 
rate, and how it had repudiated the 
action of some of our consular officers in 
that direction. He suggests that the first 
treaty with Samoa in 1878 was incited by 
our local representatives, and that it was 
entered into on our part rather from 
amiability than on account of concern in 
Samoa, 

Coming downto thetime of the 
of the American fleet at Apia the secre- 
tary says in this history of 

Our Relations to Samoa: 

“Fraught with so much peril to our 
safety and prosperity, we look in vain for 
any compensating advantage. So far as 
the departure from our early and con- 
servative policy had produced any appre- 
ciable result, it had been one of unmit- 
igated disadvantage.” 

The secretary further declares that we 
failed to help the natives and promoted 
nointerest of our own. Our trade was 
insignificant, asis shown by the figures. 
hen Secretary Gresham describes the 
present form of government of 
and declares that the so-called autono- 
mous government is really a tripartite 
foreign government imposed upon the 
natives. He points out the 
culties it is now experiencing, ¢ 
clusion asks:

| Canadian Village In Danger of Being 
Carried Toward the Sea. 

Sr. ANNE DE LA PARADE, Que., May 10.— 
Two more houses fell into the river yes- 
terday. Two hundred men are at work 
trying tosave the big Canadian Pacific 
railroad bridge over St. Auneriver, which 
is notexpected to be able to withstand 
the water.

A LIVELY FIST FIGHT 


In Which the Major Proved Too Much 
For the Lieutenant, 


CuHIcaco, May 10.—Lieutenant Maney, 
recently acquitted of the charge of mur- 
dering Captain Hedberg, has furnished 
Fort Sheridan with another sensation. 
Since the shooting of Hedberg there has 
been ill feeling between Maney and 
Major Baldwin of the Seventh cavalry. 
Maney at last called at Major Baldwin's 
quarters for an explanation. 

“T have called see you, major,” he said, 
“in regard to certain remarks you have 
made about me in relation tothe Hedberg 
affair. I understand that you expressed 
the opinion that the killing of Hedberg 
was cold-blooded, and to have advised 
my ostracism by the officers of the post. 
Is that tame?” 

“Every word of it,” was Major Bald- 
win’s prompt reply, ‘and now that you 
are here, I just tell you to your face that 
Ithink you were in big luck when you 
were acquitted.” 

Some versions are that the lieutenant’s 
right hand sought his hip pocket in 
search of his gun, while others deny that 
the lieutenant was armed. 

In any event Baldwin landed vigor- 
ously with his right, and followed upa 
blow that landed Maney ina heap. The 
lieutenant was game, however, and, jump- 
| ing to his feet, distributed upper-cuts and 
| body blows with science and precision. 

But Major Baldwin was pugilistically 
the better man and clinched with his ad- 
versary and choked him into submission, 
and pitched him outdoors. 

Lieatenant Maney failed to materialize 
at inspection yesterday, and the story 
leaked out. Maney was found in close 
communion with bandages, but refused 
to talk about the affair. 

Colonel Crofton denies that any en- 
counter occurred between Baldwin and 
Maney. The latter officer declared the 
story untrue. Major Baldwin says the 
same thing. 


COXEY MUST MOVE. 


Commissioners Notify Him That He Is 
Maintaining a Nuisance, 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The district 
commissioners have decided that Coxey 
is maintaining a nuisance by keeping his 
men in their present camp, and have 
given him 45 hours to abate the nuisance.

FATE IS UNCERTAIN. 


Failure of the Compromise Tariff Bill 
Is Predicted. 


COXEY RESOLUTION GOES OVER. 


Mr. Hoar Pays His Respects 
to Western Senatc-s 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—Senator Mills’ 
declaration of his attitude on the tariff is 
causing the managers of the tuariif bill 
considerable concern. 

Ifthe dominant party cannot be held 
together in support of the action of the 
committee there is danger that those 
amendments upon the snecess of which 
the ultimate fate of the bill depends may 
be defeated. Many Democrats, howev r, 
do not believe Mills will continue in his 
present frame of mind, andthat he will 
certainly perform no act that would en- 
danger the passage of the bill. 

There are those who predict that the 
compromise bill will fail. Other D-mo- 
crats may, they say, tnke courage and de- 
clare themselves. The attitude of Mills 
concerning the amendments is endorsed 
by a majority of the Democratic side of 
the senate. The crucial test of the .om- 
mittee bill will come on the sugar s: hed- 
ule, and if it shall fail then there is a 
possibility of all the amendme 
demolished. 

The Republicans are opposed to this 
schedule. If the 37 Republicans stand 
out solidly against the schedule, 
a possibility of at least sev 
Democrats joining in the opposition. In 
that eventthe amen:!ment would be de- 
feated.

THE ADVERTISER, it seems,has amended 
the orders adopted by the City Council 
Monday evening, calling for public hear- 
ings, by inserting ‘‘ Quincy Advertiser 
and,”’ so that they read to be published in 
that sheet andthe Dairy LepGER. The 
LEDGER does not object, certainly, to the 
publication in that paper, but the words 
did not appear in the order as passed, and 
were not in the copy furnished for publica- 
tion,and it is a legal advertisement attested 
by the clerk of Council. 

It is not the first time that our neighbor 
has taken liberties with legal city advertise- 
ments, in some cases changing the order of 
the papers so that the Advertiser shall be 
first. 


THE DEMAND for a schoolhouse at 
Norfolk Downs cannot long be delayed.

about 3 feet of solid rock and dressing and 
the surface is smooth and as hard as con- 
crete,

over it, who will only regret that the good 
work could not be continued to the Milton

| Durant moved to amend so that the re- 
ferendum shall be limited to matters re- 
lating to the registration and qualifica- 
tion of voters, and the amendment was 
adopted by a yea and nay vote of 15 to 13. 
The resolve as amended was ordered toa 
third reading by a vote of 14 to 13. 

Mr. Buckley gave notice of a substitute 
for the house bill so that liquor licensing 
commissions shall be elected by the peo- 
ple instead of bsing appointed by the 
mayors. 

The house substituted for an adverse 
report a bill in the interest of railroad 
employes injured while on duty. 

The legacy tax bill was passed to be en- 
grossed, and the bill to require the Old 
Colony railroad to maintaina ferry on the 
Acushnet river at New Bedford was ad- 
vanced one stage.

RAPID AND FURIOUS. 


Fire Causes Nearly $2,000,000 
Damage at Brooklyn. 


STARTED IN TALMAGE’S CHURCH. 


Famous Tabernacle and Hotel 
Regent In Ruins. 


BROOKLYN, May 14.—‘'Talmage’s Taber- 
ernacle dv@n again” is an old story in 
Brooklyn. Three times it has been told 
to the world, and just at present it isa 
nuestion if there will ever be another 
*“Talmage’s Tabernacle” in Brooklyn, 
though pledges of assistance have already 
been made since the structure was de- 
stroyed at noon yesterday. 

This edifice,the fourth in 
doctor has preached in Brooklyn, was 
situated on the northerly side of Greene 
avenue, and extended from Clinton ave- 
nue on the westto Waverly avenue, 200 
feet away. Adjoining the church was the 
Hotel Regent, e ght storiesin height, with 
a trontage of 9) feet on Clinton avenue 
and extending back 200 feet to Waverly 
avenue, 


BROOKLYN TABERNACLE, 


The fire spr#id from the Tabernacle to 
this hotel, and then tothe dwelling house 
on Greene avenueand Waverly avenue 
opposite the church. The wind carried 
the blazing cinders in such quantities in 
a southeasterly direction that dwelling 
houses on Washington avenue, two 
squares away, and also the Summerfield 
Methodist church, were set on fire by 
them; but the greatest loss on any one of 
these structures did not exceed 215,000. 
The total loss, however, reaches over $!,- 
000,000. 

Dr. Talmage'’s Story. 

Dr. Talmage held quite a reception at 
his home during the afternoon, so great 
was the stream of sympathizers who 
called. In response to the request fre 
quently repeated, Dr. Talmage made a 
statement of the incidents connected with 
the fire. He said: 

“Atthe closeof thechurch service. I 
was standing atthe foot of the pulpit 
shaking hands with hundreds of people 
from all lands. I was about through 
and walked toward the center of the 
church, where my wife stood, when she 
called my attention to fire springing out 
from the top of the organ. I saw at once 
that it was under full headway, and my 
first impulse was to look around and see 
how many people were then in the house. 
As there were only about 20 people and 
25 doors to get out through, I felt that 
they would all escape. 

“I went into my study back of the plat- 
form, passing under the blazing piping, 
to get my hat and coat. Whilein a sort 
of study a friend rushed into the room 
and said: ‘Get out of this room imme- 
diately or you'll not get out at all.’ We 
| went out into the church, one-half of the 
organ was down and the fire had leaped 

to the roof. I saw that nothing could 
save the building and I came out.” 

“There is mercy on top of disaster. One 
half hour before the church and all the 
adjoining rooms were packed with people, 
anc the panic would have left the whole 
scene one of indescribable horror’ Or, if 
it had occurred two or three hours later, 
when the Sunday school was in session, 
| there would have been a thousand house- 
holds bereftin Brooklyn. Personally, I 
feel not the least bit of disheartenment, 
4 nor less faith in God, nor less of hope for 

the future. 
“Our church has been burned three 
times, and it has always occurred on Sun- 
day. Itisa mystery that I adjourn till 
the next world let us know.” 

When asked for hisown opinion as to 
tha cause of the fire, he said emphatically: 

“Electric lights; electricity caused this 
fire as it did that of the iast tabernacle on 
Schemerhorn street. 

Continuing, Dr. Talmage said: “The 
fire may change my entire program, and 
Ido not think I will start on my trip 
around the world as L intended tomorrow 
night. 

Lhe Tabernacle has amembership of 
over 4000 on the pastor’s books, but the 
congregation is only bounded by the ca- 
pacity of the building. In the Sunday 
school there are 1200 scholars registered, 
the attendance varying with circum- 
stances and seasons from 700 to 1800, and 
when in session the children are controlled 
by just 100 officers and teachers. 

Work Was Swift. 

The fire was the most destructive, rapid 
| and furious that has visite1 this city for 
years. It started shorily after noon, when 
fortunately nearly all of the 7000 morning 
worshippers at the Tabernacle had de- 
parted, and at a time w hen the guests of 
the big hotel were somewhat prepared for 
such an emergency. It spread with light- 
ning-like rapidity, and before sunset had 
destroyed property to the value of nearly 
$2,000,0000. 

John H. Reed, who was rehearsing with 
the cheir in the Summerfield M. E. church 


which the! 


at Washington and Green avenues, two | 
blocks in the rear of the Tabernacle, dis- 
covered that the building was on fire and 
sent in an alarm to fire headquarters. It 
was nearly 20 minutes before the firemen 
arrived on the scene, and then 50 streams 
of water were turned upon the blazing 
pile. Butthe church was doomed, and 
every effort was devoted to saving ad- 
foining property. 

In three hours only the bare walls of 
one of the costliest structures of Brook- 
lyn remained. Long ere this, however, 
it became evident that the Hotel Regent 
was also doomed. The fire started here 
on the second story, but was speedily ex- 
tinguished. This proved only to be a 
temporary relief, fora little later flames 
were discovered in an upper story, blow- 
ing fiercely up the air shaft. 

The inflammable nature of the mate 
rial and the great open amphitheater of 


the Tabernacle gave such a draft that the 
fire was forced into the air in columns of 
glowing flames that mace a fearful pict- 
ure of destruction. Flakes of burning 
wood and red-hot cinders were shot up as 
from a volcano, and, carried by a strong 
breeze, they swept through the air in 
every direction. 

The heat blistered the fronts of the 
houses on the opposite side of the streets, 
ang before long both sides of Greene ave- 
nue were ina blaze. So were the houses 
on Waverly avenue, butas fast as they 
broke out the people and the firemen ex- 
tinguished them. 

Then the walls of the Tabernacle began 
to crumble and fall, and the great rush of 
flames which followed started the houses 
burning again, and at the same time 
flames were seen bursting forth from the 
roof of Summerfield M. E. church, a short 
distance away. 

Within half an hour the magnificent 
Hotel Regent was seen to have jo ned the 
Tabernacie on the road to de@ruction, 
and no water could reach the fire there. 
From every window on three sides of the 
building the glowing flames poured. An 
occasional crash signified to the specta- 
tors the collapse of a floor, and soon, with 
atremendous crash and an outburst of 
smoke that filled the streets and garden, 
therear and side walls on Waverly avenue 
toppled over. 

The guests in the hotel had lost no time 
in making their escape. They waited 
only tosnatch up a few valuables and 
run, but wearing apparel and other effects 
had to be left tothe greedy flames. There 
were not wanting dramatic incidents dur- 
ing the day. 

The loss on the Hotel Regent is placed 
at $850,000 by the manager, but this will 
be largely increased by the individual 
losses to the guests. The loss on the 
church is not far short of $500,000. 

Not Disheartened, 

The trustees of the Tabernacle met last 
night and decided to rebuild the church, 
but not on the same site. 
receipts and the money realized from the 
sale of the present site would enable them 
to pay off all their debts. Then, accord- 
ing to the plan, they would raise $200,000, 
and within a year would begin to build. 
About $70,000, it was thought, would be 
sufficient to pay fora site. and a less ex- 
pensive building would be erected. 

It was decided that Dr. “almage’s tour 
around the world should »-gin today as 
arranged.

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EVIDENCE DISTORTED 


Berlin Judge Becomes a Target Fer 
Severe Criticism. 


ATTACKED RIGHTS OF THE PRESS 


In Dealing With the Editers Re- 
cently on Trial. 


Ber.iy, May 14.—The Judge Brause- 
Wetter scandal has assumed national 
dimensions. Few persons hesitate to say 
that the judge disgraced the bench by 
usurping the functions of the prosecuting 
attorney in the trial of Prussian editors 
last week, and the papers throughout the 
empire agree as rarely ever before in ad- 
monishing the government to act quickly 
in response to public opinion. 

Yesterday the Berlin Association of 
Solicitors and Kings Counsel sent to the 
ministry of justice a memorial affirming 
that both Judge Brausewetter and the 
crown prosecutor violated the rules of 
professional etiquette by their conduct 
during the trial of the editors. Most 
notably iu treating the defendants’ counsel 

With Studied Disrespect, 

The memorial declares that it will be 
impossible to elicit the truth im any case 
if the practices of distorting evidence of 
clients be allowed. 

Wiile the members of the Berlin bar 
show their determination to vindicate 
their own and the people’s rights the 
journalists and publicists consider Brau- 
sewetter’s sneering remarks about the 
hewWspipers more as an attack upon the 
rights of a free press. 

A meeting has already been called at 
the Journalists’ clab to prot st against 
the license allowed the courts and police 
in dealing with the newspapers and the 
gen ral public. 

Sensitive Children Commit Suleide, 

TEENNA, May 14.—A poor widow named 
Jerabek had two children, a girl and a 
boy, aged 11 and 9 yenrs, respectively. 
The Woman was compelled to work hard 
tosupport herself an‘! herchildren. Young 
as they were, the children saw that their 
mother was handicapped by them and 
determined to kill tbemselves and thus 
relieve her of the burden of their sup- 
port. Yesterday they went to one of the 
bridges spanuing the Danube. Then they 
hastily embraced and kissed each other, 
and, clasping hands, jumped into the 
river, and their bodies were swept out of 
sight. The widow is frantic, and it is 
feared thatshe will become incurably in- 
sane. 

Hiffel’s Terms, 

Paris, May 14—The compromise ef- 
fected between M. Eiffel and the liqui- 
dator of the Panama Canal company has 
been sanctioned. M., Eiffel engages, if a 
new company is formed, to invest 5,000,000 
francs init and to accept lottery bonds 
of the old company at 125 francs each in 
settlement of his claims for work exe- 
cuted. Ifa new company is not formed, 
he will pay 5,000,000 francs toward the 
winding up of the old company and will 
rank as a creditor for the bills given him 
on account of work done by him. 


The Government Sustained, 

RoME, May 14.—During the discussion 
of the war budget by the chamber of 
deputies Prime Minister Crispi declared 
that the government must have full 
power to effect economies by a general 
reform of the public service. To bein a 
thoroughly prepared condition for defense 
was the best guarantee for independen e. 
A motion expressing want of confidence 
in the government was defeated by a vote 
of 199 to 135. 


Argentine Finances, 
BUENOS AYRES, May 14.—In his mes- 


sage to congress President Pena said 
that the present treasury reserve 


amounted to $26,000,000 cash. It was 
added that the amount of treasury bills 
had been reduced to $750,000. No further 
bills will be issued. All expenditures 
would be paid in cash. The last revolu- 
tion had cost $6,000,000. The message of 
the presi lent has created a favorable im- 
pression. 
Wholesale Arrests of Russian Students. 
ST. PETERSBURG, May 14—Arrests con- 
tinue to be made as the result of the dis- 
covery by the police of the organization 
known as the Friends of Political Liberty. 
One hundred persons, a majority of whom 
were students, were arrested yesterday on 
the charge of being either members of the 
organization or indirectly interested in 
its work. Itis certain that many of the 
prsoners will be transported to Siberia. 


Diplomat and Historian. 

BERLIN, May 14 — Herr Kurd von 
Schloezer is derd. He entered the Prus- 
sian ministry of foreign affairs in 1850. 
In 1869 he was charge d’affairs at the City 
of Mexico, and in 1871 he was ; ppointed 
German min sterto the United States. 
He was accredited to the Vatican in 1882. 
Herr von Schloezer was the author of sev- 
eral historical works. 


The Police Won, 

VIENNA, May 14 —A meeting of work- 
ingmen was hel | here yesterday, at which 
some of the speakers indu'ged in violent 
language. Police attempted to disperse 
the gathering, but met with determined 
resistance. Many scrimmages occurred 
between the police and workingmen, in 
which the latter came out worsted.

Paris, May 14.—A valet named Tourne- 
mere has been arrested on suspicion of be- 
ing the euthor of the bomb explosion 
that occurred Friday night at the resi- 
dence of Pierre Masson. He had been 
under the surveillance of the police for a 
long time, it being thought that he wes 
tu anarchist.

His Resignation Read to the Beverly 
Parish on Sunday- 

Rev. E. C. Butler, who has accepted the 
call of the First church, Quincy, bas sent 
his resignation to the Beverly church and 
it was read from the pulpit Sunday morn- 
ing. It must have brought tears to the 
eyes of the congregation, for, to quote from 
the resolution adopted: ‘‘ As a minister he 
bas won our admiration,’ and “nothing 
has ever interrupted the.harmony between 
pastor and people. 

The same feeling is shown in the pastor's 
letter, from which two paragraphs are 
quoted: 

“The relation between myself and this 
society has been ideal. During all the 
years not one break or jar in our affection 
towards each other. I can never be 
sufficiently thankful for the life you have 
made it possible for me to live. It has 
truly been a heart at leisure from itself; 
andsoI have beenat rest to sympathize 
with every trouble and misfortune that has 
touched you. 

“Tt is possible there have been other 
pastorates as harmonious as this. I do 
not know how that may be; but I do 
know the peaceful years that have gone by. 
I recall the good and true who have passed 
over and to the rest that remaineth. I 
recall the ties that death could not break. 
I remember the words that were spoken 
on the very threshold of the immortal 
life. Two generations have come and 
gone but with the present, the young and 
strong of today, I have only words of trust 
and pride, especially the young men and 
women. I can but thank them for their 
willing co-operation. I have seen them 
pass from childhood to man and woman- 
hood and they are to me as my own.”’

Quincy Steamer Responds to a 
Call from Boston. 


THE BASE BALL GRAND STAND 


And About 150 Buildings in Vicinity 
Destroyed—Loss $1,000,000. 


Our telegraphic news on the first page to- 
day reports very fully the conflagration in 
Boston yesterday. The LEDGER learned 
about 4.30 that there was an alarm in Bos- 
ton and at 5 heard that it was on the Bos- 
ton base ball grounds, Each succeeding 
dispatch reported the fire to be more serious 
and spreading rapidly. 

Word was received in Quincy about 6.15 
that aid was needed and one round from 
Box 48 was struck and Chief Williams 
ordered the Steamer and the extra hose 
wagon to respond. The apparatus made a 
quick run to Boston, eovering the distance 
in about 45 minutes. 

The apparatus went immediately to the 
fire and reported fur duty, but was assigned 
to take a position in the house of Steamer 
23 on Northampton street, where they re- 
mained until released, when they returned 
to Quincy, reaching the central station at 
10.57. 

When the call for help came from Boston 
yesterday afternoon, Chief Williams im- 
mediately telephoned to Assistant Engineer 
Sparrow at Wollaston to have Hose 2 
hitched up and the company at the house 
ready to respond to any alarm in any sec- 
tion of the city. The company was on 
duty from 6.15 to 8.15 P.M. 

Assistant Engineer Packard was also 
notified of the chief's absence and asked to 
look out for fires in Quincy. 

Other precantions were taken and horses 
were on hand in the hose houses to respond 
promptly should occasion arise. 

The fire started under the 25-cent seats 
in the right field on the Boston base ball 
grounds and swept over nearly 20 acres, 
consuming the elegant grand stand on the 
grounds and over 150 buildings, mostly 
small tenement houses bet ween the grounds 
and Cabot street and between Burke street 
and Sterling and Sarsfield streets. The 
loss is variously estimated from $300,000 to 
a $1,000,000. Nearly 2000 people are home- 
less and some lives may have been lost.

CONSUL EDWARDS DEAD.

Had Been Nearly Seventeen Years In the 
Government's Service, 


WASHINGTON, May 17.—A cable dispatch

General Abbott announced the death of 
United States Consul General Edwards at 
Berlin yesterday. 

William Hayden Edwards was one of 
the best known figures in our foreign 
service, and enjoyed a high reputation as 
acompetent oflicer. He filled a high so- 
cial position at the German capital. 

He was appointed from Ohio and has 
been almost 17 years in the service of the 
state department. His first appointment 
was as secretary of legation to Brazil, Oct. 
30, 1877, and he acted as charge d’aff tires 
ad interem from Dec. 7, 18i7, to Feb. 13, 
1878. 

In June, 1878, he was appointed consul 
general at St. Petersburg and retired 
from there Sept. 20, 188). He was as- 
sistant consul for the United States be 
fore the French-American claims com- 
mission July 6, 1882; was appointed chief 
of the diplomatic bureau in the state de- 
partment May 1, ISS4,and retired from 
the oflice Apr.| 18, 1885, to become private 
secretary to the United States minister to 
The Hague. He was appointed consular 
agent atS heidam, Netherlands, June 24, 
1885, and went tothe post held atthe 
time of his death at Berlin July 1, 189, 

He was a warm friend of Walker 
Blaine, to whom he owed his last office, 
which was one of the most lucrative in 
eur consular service.

‘IT IS REPUDIATED AS FALSE 


| 
And Furnishing Argument 
Against Home Rule. 


New York, May 17.—The independent 
|} ehurch parliamentary party of America 
| met last night at their headquarters in this 
| city. About 200 were present, and they were 
in a state of excitement and indignation. 
The cause of their anger was a statement 
which Dr. Thomas Emmett, president of 
the Irish National Federation, published 
a few days agoregarding Lord Salisbury’s 
assertion that if. home rule were granted 
the Ulster Orangemen would be given to 
slavery in order to please the triangle in 
Chicago or Tammany in New York. 

The portion of Dr. Emmett’s statement 
which aroused the ireof John E. Red- 
mond’s followers was its conclusion, 
which ran thus: “Throwing aside all 
sentiment, and simply looking to the best 
goodof Ireland in connection with cir- 
cumstances existing today, and over 
which she is powerless to exert any con- 
trol, Isincerely believe that her condition 
is best asa purtof the British empire; 
far preferrable indeed to the acceptance 
of her independence in her present cir 
cumstances, even if it were freely ten- 
dered by England.” 

President O’Flaherty read the forego- 
ing extract. It was greeted with cries cf 
“Shame” and repeated hissing. ‘This 
statement,” said Mr. O'Flaherty, “is the 
most anti-Irish and reprehensible I have 
ever known to come from any man pro- 
fessing to sym pathize with the cause of 
Irish nationality. I repudiate Dr. Em- 
mett’s utterancesas false and unjustifiu- 
ble and call for your expression of opin- 
ion. No measure of home rule which 
does not getridof British misrule can 
benefit Ireland, and we shall never ac- 
cept any measure which does not grant 
Ireland independence.” 

Michael Breslin said that as president 
of the National Federation Dr. Emmett’s 
words might have some weight. The 
speaker condemned the doctor’s utter- 
ances, and except for the honored name 
of Emmett, which he bore, the speaker 
would have passed the statement over 
with scorn. ‘The doctor's 

Words Were False, Absolutely. 
Dr. Emmett Lord Salisbury 
and the Tori*s, but his remarks will be 
Lord Rosebery’s argument 
against home rule, for the doctor says 
that the Irish people are not fit to govern 
themselves if freed from English control 

Dr. Emmett’s utterances have drawn the 
line forever between his party of English 
Whigs and the Irish people throughout 
the world. Heis merely the mouthpiece 
of Justin McCarthy, Lord Rosebery and 
the English Whigs and the Marquis of 
Londonderry, the modern Castlereagh, 
who will hail his statements as a plea for 
a denial for such self-government. It is 
a piece of rampant Whiggery.

BAY STATE LEGISLA TURE 
The Norwegian System of Controlling the 
Liquor Traffic, 


Boston, May 17.—The house engrossed 
the senate bill authorizing the city of 
Boston to incur indebtedness fer park 


purposes. : 

Mr. Myers opened the debate in the 
house on the Gothenburg and Norwegian 
systems ef licensing the sale of intox- 
icating liquors, the committee on liquor 
law reporting inexpedient to legislate on 
the report of the commission appointed to 
investigate the subject. The bill which 
Mr. Myers proposed to substitute for the 
committee report, he said, was of a per- 


| missive character, enabling cities which 


have voted for license for two successive 
years to adopt the system. He claimed 
that it would result in the great beneifit of 
municipalities by removing the influence 
of the liquor traffic from politics. It was 
also the best system yet devised to con- 
trol the iniquitous trade. 

He read atelegram from the General 
Association of Congregational Churches 
endorsing the system, and asking the 
legislature to enact the bill into a law. 
The liq aor traffic was against the measure 
to the death, because it is death to the 
liquor traffic. He did not claim that the 
system would completely eliminate the 
liquor business, but it would greatly 
diminish it. He characterized the liquor 
traffic as a thousand-handed demon, and 
asserted that the substitute which he 
moved would lop off some of its arms. 
The substitute bill was adopted bya ris- 
ing vote of 132 to 39. 

The bill establishing the office of state 
fire marshal was passed to be engrossed. 

The house refused to reconsider its vote 
of Tuesday, by which a bill fixing the 
number of hours which shall constitute a 
day’s work was passed to be engrossed. 

The committee on finance reported that 
the bill to provide for the appointment of 
steam railroad inspectors ought to pass. 

The bill to establish a Men for storage 
charges upon goods stored with a public 
warehouseman was rejected. 

The bill for the introduction of Mongo- 
lian pheasants was engrossed. 

In the senate the house amendments to 
the bill toincorporate the town of East 
Longmeadow were concurred in without 
debate. 

Mr. Lawrence moved to amend the bill 
relative to the issue of stock and bonds by 
railroad and street railway corporations 
that when the railroad commissioners 
render a decision on the application of 
any corporation for authority to increase 
its capital stock, they shall within seven

TEST OF ENDURANCE. 


Tariff Will Lead to a Siege of Night 
Sessions and Rollcalls. 


DRAWN BATTLE IN THE SENATE 


After a Wearisome Session of 
Eleven Hours and a Half. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—Interest in the 
tariff debate in the senate was over- 
shadowed yesterday by the debate on the 
Lodge resolution to investigate the 
charges of attempted senatorial bribery 

and the charges that thesugar schedule 
of the tariff bill had been fixed in the in- 
terest of the Sugar trust in return for a 
$500,000 contribution alleged to have been 
made by the trust to the Democratic cam- 
paigu fund. 

Seiators Cockrell, Hoar, Chandler, 
Faulkner and Vilas offered amendments, 
which made the resolution a veritable 
dragnet, including all charges of bribery, 
allallegations of contributions by the 
ugar trust, directly or indirectly, to cam- 
paign committees, or used in elections by 
either party, or that any senator had in 
any way been improperly influenced in 
the tariff legislation. Senator Hans- 
brough read a letter from Butz asking an 
investigation. 

Senator Hunton asked a speedy investi- 
gation, as did Senator Harris. Senator 
Allen, in behalf of Senator Kyle, who was 
absent, declared that he would demand 
an investigation. Senator Allen made 
the resolution more specific by adding, 
“Or whether any senator has been specu- 
lating in what is known as sugar stock 
while the tariff bill has been pending.” 
The resolution, with amendments enlarg- 
ing its scope, was adopted. 

Coercive Measures, 

From 12 o’clock until 4:30 the tariff de- 
bate dragged along, Mr. Gallinger hold- 
ing the floor fortwo hours and Mr. Hig- 
gins for 21-2? hours. Then afteran hour 
auda half’s work, during which time 
euly 15 more paragraphs of the chemical 
schedule, comprising two pages of the 
bill, were disposed of, the Democrats con- 
cluded to change their tactics. 

At 6o’clock Mr. Harris made a motion 
intended to continue the legislative day 
and force the consideration of the tariff 
bill to the exclusion of all other legisla- 
tive business. This meant the inaugura- 
tion of the policy of duress that made 
famous the struggle over the federal 
elections bill, the bill to repeal the Sher- 
man law and all other big legislative 
contests in the senate. 

The Republicans, under the leadership 
of Mr. Manderson, resisted vainly, pro- 
testing that they did not seek to delay ac 
tion on the tariff bill. They used usual 
filibustering methods, breaking a quorum 
by refusing to vote, although certain of 
their western colleagues declined to join 
in the filibuster. 

Mr. Manderson moved to adjourn. 
motion was lost, 12 to 30. 

At about 6:45 the lights were turned on 
and shed a blaze of effulgency upon the 
chamber. The senators sat listlessly in 
their seats reading the evening papers or 
chatting in groups. 

At 7:30 p.m. Mr. Aldrich inguired of 
Mr. Faulkner, then in the chair, if the 
sergeant-at-arms had yet made a report. 
Upon receiving a negative response the 
Rhode Island senator moved an adjonrn- 
ment. 

“Upon which Idemand the yeas and 
nays,”’ said Mr. Harris, emphatically. 

The motion was defeated—yeas, 11; 
pays, 29; three less than a quorum. 

No Yielding. 

Both sides by this time had evidently 
concluded to “‘sit it out.’? They prepared 
fora siege. They smoke inthe cloak- 
rooms and chatted on the floor. The 
scene recalled the long struggleon the 
silver bill last summer. 

Mr. Pugh (Dem., Ala.) and Mr. Squire 
(Rep., Wash.) made their appearance 
about 7:30, and were the first fruits of the 
sergeant-at-arms’ prowess. 

About 8 o’clock Mr. Chandler dis- 
turbed the sanctity of things by inquir- 
ing whether he could proceed with some 
remarks he desired to make on the pend- 
ing bill. 

Mr. Faulkner, in the chair, ruled that 
no remarks were in order pending the ab- 
sence of a quorum. 

At 8:20 Sergeant-at-Arms Bright sub- 
mitted his report, which showed that of 
the absentees on the rollcall 10 senators 
were absent from the city, 22 could not be 
found, one, Mr. Morrill (Rep.), had de- 
clined to attend, and 19 were either pres- 
ent now or had reported that they would 
immediately respond to the request. 

This did not satisfy Mr. Harris. He 
wasin favor of adopting more heroic 
measures. He moved to compel the at- 
tendance of the absentees. 

Adjournment at Last. 

At 10:30, after sitting for 11 1-2 hours, 
and after some very sharp and plain talk 
on both sides, the Republicans succeeded 
in forcing an adjournment, although the 
battle was in reality a drawn one. A com- 
promise had been practically agreed upon 
before adjournment, by which the ses- 
sions ofthe senate are to begin at 10 
o’clock after Monday. 

Senators on both sides of the chamber 
regard the work of last evening asthe 
real beginning of the siege of night ses- 
sions and rolicalls, atest of physical en- 
durance on one side and of resistance on 
the other, which all have understood 
from the beginning would be resorted to 
before the end of the tariff debate should 
be reached. 

The Republicans generally assert that 
they will resist unusual hours or extraor- 
dinary proceedings, and the Democrats

Those in attendance at the “‘ Teachers’ 
Reception,” given Thursday evening, in 
Faxon hall, by the Wollaston W. C. JS) BP 
obtained a better idea what it is desired to 
accomplish in the way of temperance edu- 
cation than previously existed. The ad- 
dresses were exceedingly interesting and 
all felt repaid for having attended. 

The audience included Supt. Lull, most 
of the principals and teachers of the public 
schools and others. The attendance would 
have been larger but for an error in date 
on some of the invitations. 

Mrs. G. A. Litchfield the president of 
the Wollaston W. C. T. U., presided. 
First on the programme was singing by the 
quartette from the Wollaston Baptist 
church, Mrs. Page and Mrs. King, and 
Messrs. Dickey and Wilde, who also give 
two other selections very acceptably during 
the evening. 

Mrs. Litchfield spoke briefly, saying it 
was now acknowledged that the most 
successful temperance work is among the 
children, Scientific education was only an 
idea a few years ago but now most of the 
States had laws for its teaching, and it was 
brought about largely by one of the leaders 
of the W. C. T. U., whom she would now 
introduce, 

Mrs. Mary H. Hunt who is national 
superintendent of the United States and 
president of the World’s W. C. T. U., held 
close attention for nearly an hour. What 
to teach and how to do it was her theme. 
There was a temperance education law in 
39 of the States, all the territories, and in 
foreign countries. Massachusetts was one 
of the earlier States to pass the law, but to 
Vermont belongs the honor of being first 
in 1882. Now only Indiana, Arkansas, 
Tennessee, South Carolina and Georgia 
were the only States without this law. 
Foreign countries were inquiring about the 
“American educational method” for pre- 
venting intemperance. Progress was being 
made but it is only recently that proper 
text books have been published, and the 
teachers are not up in what is required of 
them. 

The saloons must be closed through edu- 
How? By teaching the truth. 
Some claim temperance is a moral question 
but there is no moral question without a 
She did not object to 
teaching the moral side, but teach the 
scientific side. That alcohol was not pro- 
vided by God, but was the result of ma- 
nipulation by man ; that it was a poison 
aud injurious to the human system. The 
“goody, goody, preachy, preachy’’ lessons 
were not wanted, but the facts. The 
destiny of the republic depends on whether 
we can close the saloons. 

Rev. Dr. Plumb, president of the ad- 
visory board followed, and complimented 
the Quincey schools and teachers on their 
world-wide reputation, He spoke of tne 
obstacles overeome and the progress being 
made. We must feel that a great redemp- 
tion is coming. There is hope in this 
movement, His address was enlivened by 
stories and illustrations,

Has Caused Pennsylvania Rivers to 
Rise Above the Danger Line. 


DAMAGE WILL BE WIDESPREAD. 


No Fatalities Have Been Re- 
ported Thus Far. 


WILLIAMsPoRT, Pa., May 21.—With the 
horrors of the disastrous flood of 1889, 
which spread death and destruction 
through this valley, brought back to 
memory by the threatened danger of a 
sweep of water that promises to be as 
great as that of five years ago, the people 
of this city and all through the west 
branch valley are in a state of panic. 

Since Friday night a steady and almost 
continuous downpour of rain has been 
swelling all of the streams, and numerous 
cloudbursts along the Pine creek and 
other tributaries of the west branch of 
the Susquehanna have made it impossi- 
ble to confine the water within the banks 
ofthestreams. It has therefore spread 
out over the county, and at every point is 
pouring into the main river. 

Advices from all points up the river say 
the same conditions exist. A cloudburst 
at Keating raised the river there 2) f 
and the river at Renovo is reported hi 
than in the flood of 1889, when half the 
town was under water. Above there and 
exg:nding tothe head waters at Clear- 
field every town and hamlet has been re- 
duced by the water to the conditions that 
prevailed in 1889. 

The Susquehanna here flows to the 
south of the city, and while it has not 
reached the point of danger, it is craw!- 
ing up at the rate of a foot an hour. 
Graffus Run, a tributary which empties 
intothe river below the city, flows nort! 
of Williamsport. It overflowed its ba 
and spread overa considerable portion 
the city, flooding many houses and d 
ing the occupants from their homes. All 
of the houses were occupied by poor peo- 
ple, and the rise was so sudden that the 
sufferers lost much of their personal 
property. 

The boom at Lockhaven has broken 
and 15,000,000 feet of logs have been lost. 
The Upper Linden boom also broke. It 
contained 10,000,000 feet of logs, and they 
have gone down. There are about 150,- 


000,000 feet of loge in the main boom. and 
half as many more in the city ponds that 
may go. 


The rain is coming down in heavy 
sheets; the wind ie blowing furiously, and 
the river is now 23 feet above low water 
mark. The lower part of the country 
flooded, the water has overflowed 
banks in the central part of the city 
the streets in the upper endare ur 
water. Peoplein the lowlands are 
idly moving to places of safety. 

Bradford Flooded, 

BRADFoRD, Pa., May 21.— 
flood in Bradford’s history 
through Tuna valley. Twenty streets 
contiguous tothe creek are inundated, 
and hundreds of families are driven from 
their homes. Forfour days and four 
nights ruin has been falling here almost 
incessantly, andthe mountain streams 
have been swollen toraging torrents. The 
east and west branches of Tuna, which 
join their forces here, are both trans- 
formed into good sized rivers. Their 
waters overflow the banks and on the low- 
lands cover a wide area. 

Below Foreman street, at the conflu- 
ence of the two streams, the flood isa 
quarter of a milewide. The Donglasdam 
is partly torn away. The North street 
bridge is gohe and several railroad and 
street bridges are in danger. The rail 
road people are holding down their 
bridges with heavily loaded cars. 

In the sixth ward 20 families were taken 
out of their houses in boats during the 
night, and on Clarence and Hilton streets 
a rescue corps with skiffs rescued as 
many more. Luckily there were no fa- 
talities. 

Webster street is navigable by boat. 
Across Corridon to Newell avenue to 
Main, and then down Davis street, there 
iga rushing body of deep water, and 
skiffs are plying from the Riddell House 
up and down the street. Goods in 20 
business houses on Main street have been 
badly damaged, and the loss will aggre- 
gate a large sum. 

In the Juniata Valley. 

HUNTINGTON, Pa., May 21.—The almost 
continuous rainfall during the past four 
days has flooded the rivers and stream 
in the Juniata valley. The Juniata river 
and the Raystone branch have risen 2 
feet, flooding the low lying farms and i 
prisoning entire families in their homes 

The gas company’s works here have 
been temporarily abandoned to the rising 
waters, and many residences and busi- 
ness houses are flooded to the second floor. 

The new iron county bridges at Map! 
ton, Mill Creek and Trexlers have be+ 
swept away. 

The country approaches to Huntingdon 
have been closed to travel by the destruc- 
tion of bridges and washouts. 

At Stoyerstown, Bedford county, Mrs.

Anarchist Henry Faced Death With- 
out a Sign of Trepidation. 


A VAST CROWD SAW HIM DIE. 


Last Words Were For the Long 
Life of Anarchy. 


Paris, May 21 — Just as day was 
breaking this morning Emile Henry, the 
rnarchist, who was condemned to be de- 
tapitated for causing the explosion in the 
tafe of the Hotel de Terminus in Feb- 
ruary last, was led from the Prison de la 
Roquette to the instrument of death that 
stood just outside the prison walls in the 
Place dela Roquette. 

As the gate swung open to allow of the 
passage of the condemned man and those 
who accompanied him, the crowd that 
had gathered to witness the execution re- 
peated in subdued tones ‘‘Here he comes,” 
and then the prisoner came into view. As 
he passed between the portals of the prison 
he showed no sign of trepidation. On 
the contrary, he wore the same air of brag- 
gadocio that has marked his conduct dur- 
ing his trial, and as he stepped outside 
the gate the silence was broken by the 
cry of “Vive l’Anarchie,” which broke 
from his lips. 

From the Place Voltaire to the Boule 
vard de Menilmontant the Rue de la 
Requette was packed with humanity, 
except the space immediately in front of 
the prison, in the center of which stood 
the guillotine. The crowd was kept from 
infringing on this space by astrong guard 
of troops and gendarmes. Soldiers and 
policemen were also stationed in the ad- 
jacent streets and about the Prison des 
Jesunes detenus, which is situated on the 
opposite side of the Place de la Roquette 
from the Roquette prison. Their pres- 
ence, however, was not needed to keep 
order, asthe crowds of people present, 
made up chiefly of the lowest classes of 
the population, made no disorderly dem- 
onstrations. 

Gendarmes, with drawn swords,  si- 
lently surrounded the guillotine, await- 
ing 

The Coming of the Doomed Man, 
At4:l2 o’clo:k the little gitein the 
ge gates of the prison swung open, and 
Deibler, the public executioner, passed 
through. He was dressed in black, and 
wore the inevitable high hat that he does 
when officiating at an execution. 

Following him came a priest, who was 
reciting almost inaudibly the prayers 
of the church for the dying, although 
Henry had refused to accept his ministra- 
tions. 

Then came Henry in his shirtsleeves, 
and with hisarms pinioned. Though he 
tried to assume a nonchalant air, his face 
was deathly pale, and his eyes glittered, 
Beyond this he showed no sign that he 
feared to meet the awful fate in store for 
him. As he emerged he muttered more 
to himself than to any one else: “I am pot 
allowed te walk properly,” referring to 
the manner in which he was pinioned. 
Then raising his eyes he saw those await- 
ing his coming, And he at once cried out: 
“Courage, comrades; Vive l’Anarchie.”’ 

The walk tothe guillotine was exceed- 
ingly short. Asthe party advanced the 
gendarmes saluted the condemned man, 
asistheir custom. Henry paid no at 
tention to them, but with his eyes fixed 
on the instrument of death walked stead- 
ily to it, and with the speed borne of long 
practice he was seized by the assistants of 
Deibler and bound to the bascule, which 
Was atonce tipped down and slid for- 
ward until the bare neck of the doomed 
mun rested into the lunette. 


The Final Scene, 


Then there was a flush as the heavy 
glittering knife dropped. At the same 
moment, Henry cried out ayain, “Vive 
VAnarchie,” and thenthere was silence. 
The head of the anarchist dropped into 
the basket in front of the guillotine, 
while a torrent of blood flowed on to the 
deep layers of sawdust placed at the 
head of the guillotine. 

The headless trunk was quickly un- 
bound from the plank on which it rested, 
and together with the head was hastily 
deposited in the coffin prepared for it. 
Then the coffin was placed in the black 
van thatisa feature of every execution 
in Paris, and the remains were hurriedly 
conveyed tothe “turnip field,” the burial 
place ofexecuted criminals, where it was 
interred. As the van was driven away 
the crowd, laughing and joking, dis- 
persed. e 


A Quartet of Big Vessels, 

LONDON, May 21.—The Times this morn- 
ing publishes a description of the steam- 
ships that are to be employed in the 
Anglo-Canadian mail service in connec- 
tion with the Pacific line. The dimen- 
sions of the four Atlantic vessels are 572ft. 
in length, 62ft. beam, and depth of hold 
42ft., with a load draft of 80ft., making 
them the de-pest vessels afloat. This 
great depth is rendered possible by the 
fact that the Canadian and English har- 
bors have deeper waters than the harbor 
of New York. 

Wil! Be Smoothed Over. 

Liston, May 21.—Adm‘ral da Gama, 
aftertelegrsphing that he would come 
here to explain his conduct, now says 
that be will not come. This latter course 
will certainly be the best, as his presence 
here would not be welcomed.

Supt. Bradley of the Farm School Plans 
Measures for Rendering Assistance. 


Supt. Charles H. Bradley of the Farm 

| School on Thompson's Island has taken up 

the matter of drowning accidents in a prac- 

tical way, and it is probable that what he 

bas in mind will prevent mauy accidents in 

the waters around City Point, Dorchester 
and Quincy bays and in the O!d Harbor. 

Mr. Bradley has established a day watch 
on the pier at the Thompson’s Island land- 
ing, whicb is to consist of two of the boys 
in the school. These will be relieved at 
intervals during the daytime by others. 

The watch will be supplied with marine 
glases, and a telephone line is to be run 
between the pier and the school office. 

The telephone line is to be further ex- 
tended to the mainland by way of Squan- 
tum, the only thing now standing in its 
way being the disinclination of a certain 
landowner to allow the poles to he placed 
on her property. When this connection 
will have been made, the news of any 
drowning accident may at once be tele 
phoned to the police headquarters and 
thence to the Harbor Master, and so word 
sent to the police boat. 

This is not the last of Mr. Bradley's pro- 
jects. He has received encouragement

TALK OF A COM/ROMISE, 


The Only Way the War In Southers 
Brasil Can Be Ended. 

LonpoN, May 21.—The correspondent 
of The Times, writing from Buenos 
Ayres, says that President Peixoto of 
Brazil has still to deal with the forces of 
General Saraiva and other powerful 
bodies of insurgentsin the state of Rio 
Grande doSni. The correspondent adds: 
General Saraiva is marching to join 
Gneral Tavares. Before he started, he 
said to me: 

“If the navy fail on the coast I shall 
march to the city of Rio Grande and de 
clare the independence of the state.” 
General Saraiva further said that he has 
now more men and munitions and better 
resources than he had during his year’s 
fighting before the naval revolt occurred. 

General Martins, with whom I have 
had many interviews since my arrival, is 
of the opinion that the war in Rio Grande 
do Sul will continue for a long period un- 
less a reconciliation between the two par- 
ties is brought about. 

An emissary from President-elect 
Moraes has already approached General 
Martins on the subject of a compromise, 
by means of which peace will be estab- 
lished in the south. General Martins ex- 
pressed himself as willing to undertake 
the pacification of Rio Grande do Su), but 
he demands that all the military and 
naval officers who have taken part in the 
revolution be reinstated in the grades 
they held before the beginning of the 
civil war; that free elections be held 
throughout Brazil; that Governor Castilho 
of Rio Grande do Sul be appointed, 
and pardon be granted to all political of- 
fenders. 

Icannot see much likelihood of these 
terms being acceded to at present, 
especially as with a free election Presi- 
dent Moraes would probably lose his seat. 
On the other hand, the conditions asked 
are by bro means so onerous as to be 
lightly rejected by the government, if 
they would insure peace and quiet in the 
immediate future. 

President Peixoto has already offered 
amnesty to the Brazilian soldiers and 
sailors at Montevideo and Buenos Ayres, 
but he refuses to extend this clemency to 
the revolutionary officers. Of the men 
only 270 have notified the Brazilian gov- 
ernment of their intentions to accept 
President Peixoto’s offer. 

The people of both Montevideo and 
Buenos Ayres have done much to assist 
the unfortunate insurgents who landed in 
those cities in an almost destitute condi- 
tion. They number about 2600, and large 
sums of money have been subscribed to 
provide the great amount of food and 
clothing required. Medical attention has 
also been furnished them. - 


The Storm at Atlantic City. 

ATLANTIC CITY, May 21.—A_ severe 
nortbeaster prevails and the tide is break- 
ing over the promenade all along the 
beach. Yachtsmen wharf is slowing 
breaking up. The big steel steamer 
Brigantine is tossing at her wharf. Her 
crew bas deserted her and it is feared she 
mnay be beached. Several schooners in 
the inlet are also in danger of going 
ashore on the Meadows.

Will Doubtless Witness Substantial 
Progress on the Tariff. 


PARTISAN AND EC°NOMIC LINES 


Will Crop OutIntheState Bank 
Issue Discussion. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The senate be- 
gan the seventh week’s discussion of the 
tariff bill today by taking up the metal 
schedule. 

The prospect now is that the entire week 
will be devoted to the tariff without at- 
tempting any other business than that 
can be done in the first half hour of the 
daily sessions, and possibly an occasional 
brief executive session after 6 o’clock for 
the disposition of uncontested nom‘na- 
tions. 

Senator Harris has reaffirmed his inten- 
tion of pushing the bill forward rapidly, 
but he said he had no idea of an attempt 
to extend the daily sessions beyond 6 
o'clock as long as the work should goon 
as satisfactorily as it is going at present. 

Senator Aldrich expressed the opinion 
that the week will be spent upon the 
metal and woolen schedules, and he says 
the discussion will goon much asit has 
during the past week—that the tepubli- 
cans will allow some of the items of the 
bill to go unchanged, and they will ask 
explanations and give their opinions of 
changes made in others, 

He says that many paragraphs of the 
metal schedules are acceptable to the Re 
publicans, and that, taking the times and 
conditions which now prevail into con- 
sideration, the rates in some instances 
areeven more liberal than those of the 
McKinley law. He says, however, that 
there is dissatisfaction with the miscel- 
laneous items of the schedule, and that 
these will cause considerable debate. He 
also says the lumber question will be d’s- 
cussed when the wood schedule is reached. 

Senator Aldrich thinks it improbable 
that the sugar schedule will be reached 
during the week, while Senatur Harris 
considers it possible that it may be. They 
agree that this schedule will develop a 
sharp debate. 

Lively Time Promised, 

The state bank issue, which has been 
gathering strength at caucuses and ‘on- 
ferencesever since congress assembled, 
promises to be fought to a finish in the 
house this week. 

It will bring out a sharp contest on 
party as wellus economic lines, as the 
state bank plank of the Democratic plat- 
form has advanced the question toa place 
ofimportance, second to only those of 
tariff and silver. 

The most important committee work 
of the week will be the reporting from 
the rules committee of a recommendation 
that the naval committee investigate the 
armor plate frauds. 

Tomorrow the judiciary committee will 
consider Judge Jenkins and his strike in- 
junction. 

On Thursday Mr. Bland will again try 
to get his free coinage bill reported from 
the coinage committee.

OLD FEUD SETTLED 


By a Promiscuous Shooting Match In 
Massachusetts Town. 

ASHLAND, Mass., May 21.—The Sabbath 
quietness in the village of Cordaville, 
five miles from aere, was rudely dis- 
turbed by a shooting affray ata road- 
house kept by John Kelly and his three 
sons, The victim of the affray, who was 
most seriously hurt, is James J. Rafferty 
of Hopkinton, who lies in a critical condi- 
tion at the Massachusetts general hos- 
pitalin Boston with five bullets in his 
body. 

Rafferty was visiting Cordaville and 
called at Kelly’s. It is stated that the 
Kellys had a grievance against Rafferty, 
dating back to July 4, 1893, and that they 
were determined tocall him to account 
for information given the state police con- 
cerning their house. 

Rafferty got into a heated argument 
yesterday afternoon with the oldest son 
of Proprietor Kelly. The former drew a 
pistol and shot Kelly in theleg. The pro- 
prietor of the house, John Kelly, then at- 
tacked Rafferty, and the latter fired 
another shot, hitting the older Kelly in 
the shoulder. Thesonsof the proprietor 
then drew revolvers and fired them at 
Rafferty, who fell, shot in the head and 
hips. Outsiders by this time interfered 
and putanend to the affray. Rafferty 
was removed to the depot here and put 
eboard the Boston train. 

Boston, May 2l.—James J. Rafferty, 
who was shot at Cordaville, was attended 
by Dr. Galvin and staff at the Emergency 
hospital. One bullet entered the skull 
between the eyes, and another grazed the 
top of the crown. Two bullets are em- 
bedded in the upper portion of the left 
thigh, and another bullet was found in 
the right hip. Heis in a precarious con- 
dition and Dr. Galvin has grave doubts 
of his recovery. 


Death With a Singie Blow. 

PITTSFIELD, Mass., May 21.—George de 
Vorney, 48, a Frenchman, was struck in 
an altercation with John Carroll, aged 22, 
in Great Barrington Saturday night, and 
died yesterday from the effects of the 
blow.

WATERS ARE FALLING 


Losses by Floods In Pennsylvania 
Will Reach $1,500,000. 


THE EMPIRE STATE SUFFERS. 


Much Stock Drowned and 
Early Crops Ruined. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 22.—Advices from 
the flooded districts indicate that the 
storm has spent its force and that the 
waters have begun to fallin those local- 
ities where the danger has seemed great- 
est. Other places farther down the 
swollen streams are threatened, but the 
worst is probably known. 

The loss to property is terrible, and can- 
not even be approximated until the waters 
recede and accounts are cast up. The gas 
and electric light plants are under water 
and the city is without light. 

Dispatches from Williamsport say that 
the flood reached its maximum height at 
7 o’clock last night, when it was 35 feet 
above low water mark on the river regis- 
ter, and was eight feet deep on the pave- 
ment of the courthouse in the center of 
the city. The moment was an anxious 
one, and another foot meant still greater 
destruction. Already the waves were 
lapping the windowsills of the second 
stories of hundreds of houses. Will it go 
higher? Eager watchers scanned the reg- 
ister, trembling with mingled hope and 
fear. 

The 35-foot mark proved an insurmount- 
able barrier. For an hour the water hung 
at that point, and then, to the intense re 
lief of thousands of anxious hearts, it be 
gan slowly to recede, 

A 9 o'clock it had fallen a foot and was 
still going down, slowly to be sure, but 
surely enough to lift a terrible load from 
& multitude of hearts. All now feel that 
the worst has come and gone. The river 
bas “ade a new record, 85 feet above low 
water. A million anda halfin property 
has been destroyed, but so faras can be 
learned no lives have been lost. To give 
the losses in detail will be impossible. It 
cannoteven be approximated, and the 
estimate of 21,500,000 is a conservative one. 


NEW YORK’S DELUGE. 


Bridges Wrecked, Live Stock Drowned 
and Crops Ruined. 

BUFFALO, May 22.—Four days’ continu- 

ous rain leaves this section of the state in

Muddy Run creek on the Canadian side 
was a raging torrent and weakened and 
carried away parts of bridges. There 
were several landslides, but no severe 
damage. 

At Leroy the Oataka creek has over- 
flowed its banks and reached the highest 
point ever known. Cellars and low lying 
residences are flooded. The creek is a fu- 
rious torrent and it is possible that one 
or two milldams will be carried away. 
Trees, fences, dead cattle and other stock 
are passing down the creek. Farmers re 
port many sheep drowned and crops 
ruined. 

At Batavia the Tonawanda creek has 
overflowed its banks, doing considerable 
damage. On West Main street houses 
and small barns have been carried away, 
and the crops in gardens ruined. 

At Lockport it has been raining almost 
incessantly since Thursday. Eighteen 
Mile creek, on which the factories are lo- 
cated, is very high. Lowlands in the val- 
ley north of the city are submerged, and 
crops have suffered severely. 

At Medina Oak Orchard creek has 
nearly reached high water mark, and is 
rapidly rising. Crops on the lowlands 
are entirely submerged and ruined. 

The rain continues to descend at Bath, 
and the Cohocton river is rapidly rising 
and will soon overflow its banks in the 
village near the Soldiers’ Home. Traffic 
is blocked, the water being five feet deep 
on the highways. 

Olean once more is an island and East 
Olean isa miniature Venice. The Alle 
gany has been sweeping everything be 
fore it. In the streets of Portville the 
wateris four or five feet deep. Notas 
much damage will be done as in 1889, 
perhaps, because the mills have been able 
this time to hold their logs, which got 
away from them in the other flood, and 
sinashed houses and swept buildings 
from their foundations. 


The Raging Mississippl. 

St. Pavut, May 22.—The Mississippi 
river is still rising rapidly. The district 
below the high bridge has grown intoa 
veritable lake. A few outhouses on the 
flat it is impossible to reach at all. In 
many houses the kitchens are a foot deep 
with water. Over on the west sice the 
condition of affairs is not quite so disas- 
trous, the land being higher. There is 
little danger of a further rise unless there 
comes another heavy rain. 


Panic Reigns at Lewisburg. 

LrewispurGc, Pa, May 22.—The whole 
Susquehanna valley is inundated and the 
destruction and destitution is widespread. 
Lockhaven and Milton arein great dis- 
tress, being under five feet of water. The 
waterworks, gasworks and electric light 
plant here have been stopped, and, until 
the flood recedes, the town will be with- 
out light or water. A number of bridges 
have been carried away and there have 
been extensive washouts. Hundreds of 
families are homeless and destitute of 
provisions. Millions of feet of logs end 


cut lufnber and buildings of every de 
scription have swept past here. Busi- 
ness has been suspended and the streets 
are filled with an apxicus and excited 
throng. 


Bridge Holds Them, 

PHILADELPHIA, May 22. —Six three- 
masted schooners and a canal boat were 
carried from their moorings in the 
Schuylkill river by the flood, and lie 
jammed against South street bridge. The 
Mary Lord, one of the schooners, is sunk 
in mid-channel; the others are more or 
less damaged, and their weight threatens 
to carry away the bridge at any minute. 


Danger Has Passed. 
BRADFORD, Pa., May 22.—The flood has 
subsided he:e and the heavy downfall of 
rain has ceased. All danger is probably 
over. Property lossthusfar on account 

of the tlood in this city, $25,000. 


IN CONGRESS. 


Senate Talks on Iron Ore—The Docking 
Question In the House. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—The senate held 
an eight-hour session in debating the pro- 
posed senate duty of 40 cents a ton on iron 
ore. The house bill placed iron ore on the 
free list,and the Republicans took occasion 
$o taunt the Democrats with inconsistency 
and with being false to their pledges to 
give the country free raw materials when 
they obtained control of the government. 
Some very sharp encounters occurred. 
The effort to have iron ore placed on the 
free list was voted down. 

The early part of the proceedings in the 
house was devoted to a legal discussion 
concerning an amendment declaring that 
the statute which directs the sergeant-at- 
arms to make deductions from the sala- 
ries of members on account of absence had 
been repealed. The chairman ruled the 
amendment out of order, but was in turn 
overruled by the house on an appeal. 
The amendment was then adopted. The 
Degnocrats declared that a separate yea 
and nay vote on the amendment would be 
demanded in the house later. 

Paul J. Sorg, recently elected to suc- 
ceed the late Representative Houk of 
Ohio, was sworn in. 


Attacked by a Lion, 

Boston, May 22.—Death in a lion’s jaws 
came near being the finale of Heinrich 
Mehrmann’s act last night. Two thou- 
sand pairs of horrified eyes saw him 
knocked prostrate on the Columbia thea- 
ter stage; 2000 voices rose in cries of terror 
as his blood splashed in the sawdust. The 
lion tamer seemed very near his end. But 
two dauntless masters of the savage 
beasts, William Judge and Fritz Maas, 
came speedily to his assistance. With 
blood flowing from many deep and ragged 
wounds, Mebrmann staggered from the 
ring, with asmileon his face, as he re- 
treated from the wild and joyful applause 
ofthe audience. And the lion—cowed, 
trembling, be sueaked to his cage before 
the whip of the man whom he could hate 
but not conquer. 


Republicans Fled. 

PROVIDENCE, May 22.—A remarkable 
session of the house of representatives 
was held yesterday. At 11 o'clock all 
members present were locked in and writs 
were issued for absent members and 
placed in the hands of a sheriff. It was 
8:15 before a quorum was secured, when 
Wheaton Cole was expelled from his 
seat in the house and Claude J. Farns 
worth was substituted as second repre- 
sentative from Pawtucket. At 4:15 Mr. 
Farnsworth was sworn in. Only four 
Republicans were present during the ses- 
sion, the others having disappeared from 
the city to prevent being arrested. 


A Rap at Breckinridge. 

NASHVILLE, May 22.—At the genera] as- 
sembly of the southern Presbyterian 
church a resolution was offered yesterday 
which, while not referring to the Breckin- 
ridge case especially, stated that the as- 
sembly reaffirmed that ‘‘sins against the 
seventh commandment cannot be toler- 
erated in our members.’’ A motion to 
lay the resolution on the table was de- 
feated and the resolution was then re- 
ferred. 

Russian Conspirators Bagged. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 22.—A clandes- 
tine press, from which large numbers of 
revolutionary pamphlets have been is- 
sued, has been discovered at Smolensk. 
From statements made by the conspir- 
ators, the police are convinced that they 
have made prisoners of seven people who 
are connected with a widespread con- 
Bpiracy. 

Strike Is Ended, 

BROOKLYN, May 22.—The motormen and 
conductors who struck yesterday dele 
gated two aldermen to interview Presi- 
dent Morton, who finally conceded the 
men until July 1 to produce new uniforms. 
The company will not insist upon the 
men advancing any money for them. The 
men have returned to work, 


Held In $5000 Bail. 

HOPEINTON, Mass., May 22.—Jobn P. 
Kelly and Thomas F. Kelly were ar- 
raigned before Judge Hemenway on a 
charge of assault with attempt to kill 
and murder James Rafferty. They 
waived examination and were held in 
$5000, in default of which they were taken 
to the Cambridge jail. 


Will Be Great Slaughter, 

Bvexos AYRES, May 22—The govern- 
ment troops in Rio Grande do Sul number 
20,000 men. The rebei forces under Gen- 
eral Saraiva are not half so numerous, 
but it is expected that they will make a 
determined resistance and that there wilil 
be much fighting before they are con- 
guered.

REPUBLIC OF HAWAII 


Will Probably Be an Assured Fact 
by the First of June. 


OUTLINE OF THE CONSTITUTION. 


The Japanese Government Has 
an Ax to Grind. 


HONOLULU, May 15, via San Francisco, 
May 22.—The constitution convention, the 
members of which were elected on May 3, 
will meet on May 380. The new constitu- 
tion will be presented to the convention 
for its approval. 

The new government is to be called the 
Republic of Hawaii. The executive 
power will be vested in the president. The 
executive council will consist of five mem- 
bers, instead of four as at present, a min- 
ister of health and education being added. 
The upper house will consist of 15 sen- 
ators. Senators must be 30 years old, able 
to read and write English, shall have re 
sided in the islands three years, own 
property not less than $5000 in value and 
have an income of $1200 a year. 

The assembly or lower house is to con- 
sistof 15 members, six from Oahu end 
three each from the other islands. They 
will serve two years only. A member of 
the assembly must bea citizen of Hawaii 
or of any country which has treaty rela- 
tions with Hawaii, and have resided in 
the islands fcr a year, ableto read and 
write the English or Hawaiian language, 
except in case of those who voted in the 
recent election. 

Present Administration Acceptable. 

Meetings of the legislature are to be 
held every two years. Each session is 
limited to 90 days and neither house can 
adjourn more than two days without the 
consent of the other. The president will 
have the power of veto, which can be 
overruled by a two-thirds vote of both 
houses, It is the present intention to 
have President Dole reappointed for a 
term of two years, possibly six, after 
which the offices will be filled by regular 
elections. It is more likely that the 
present ministers will be retained for a 
year, as their appointment rests with the 
president. 

The new constitution can be amended 
or revised in the ordinary way, but it is 


expressly stipulated that amendments 
containing a proposition for the estab- 
lishment of a monarchial form of govern- 


ment shall not be presented. Members 
of both houses are to receive $400 for each 
session. About 8750 votes were cast at 
the recent election. There was very little 
opposition on any of the islands. 

The claim isnow made that when the 
republic is declared, the natives will 
make the looked-for uprising. Royalist 
leaders say they are only restrained by 
the expressed wish of the ex-queen, who 
still has great faithin the United States. 
The report that the Ranger was coming 
here has again put hopes of speedy re 
storation in the royalist hearts. 

Where Japan Comes In, 

The steamer Gaelic arrived here from 
Japan with R. W. Irwin, the Hawaiian 
minister resident at Tokio, on board. It 
is supposed he has brought certain 1nes- 
sages fromthe Japan government in re- 
gard tothe matterof granting the fran- 
chise to the subjects of the mikado in 
Hawaii.

If this is so, it will be a serious thing 
for the planters, as the present nuinmber of 
contract laborers is largely made up of 
Japanese, and it would be next to im- 
possible tu replace them in less than a 
year. Mr.Irwin is reticent on the sub- 
ject, but it is known that he was the 
bearer of some dispatches to the govern- 
ment, and a special meeting of the council 
was held yesterday to discuss the matter.

To the City Council of the City of Quincy, 
GENTLEMEN—We the undersigned, Citi- 
zens of Quincy, seeing with great concern 
the evils of the contract system on city 
works, respectfully present for your con- 
sideration, the following proposed amend- 
ment to the City Charter, which we pray 
your honorable body to cause to be pre- 
sented to the Legislature of the State for 
enactment, and We also pray you to use all 
possible diligence in presenting and pressing 
forward this much-needed legislation. 


To amend Chapter 347, of the Acts of 
1888, being an act \ incorporate the City 
of Quincy. ee 4 

That Chapter 347, of the Acts of 1888’ be 
amended by the insertion of the following 
section. That all public work of the 
City of Qnincy, for every department 
of the City, whether of construction, 
repair or maintenance, shall be carried 
on directly under the control and di- 
rection of the officials designated for 
such work, in the Charter of the City of 
Quincy, without the intervention of any 
contractor, and that no contract for 
public work be entered into by the City 
of Quincy, except for material and supplies. 
That when hiring men on any or all work 
for the City of Quincy, preference shall be 
given to citizens of Quincy. 


Your petitioners believe that the 
adoption of the above amendment would 
improve the City Charter, and would prove 
a lasting benefit to the city. Hoping that 
our petition will receive favorable action 
from your honorable body. We remain.

Bostoy, May 22.—The senate ordered to 
a third reading the bill to exempt prop 
erty in the hands of foreign executors, 
administrators and trustees from double

for the sale of intoxicating liquors to be 
exercised on premises within 400 feet of 
public schools, measured on strees lines, 
was ordered to a third reading. ; 

The bill proviling that only registered 
pharmacists shall be eligible to receive 
druggists’ liquor licenses was passed to 

engrossed. 

Bre adiieen moved to amend the bill 
relative to the issue of stock and bonds 
by railroad and street railway companies, 
by providing that nothing in the measure 
shall be construed as requiring the ap- 
proval of the railroad commissioners to 
theissue by any railroad company of 
eapital stock or bonds duly author zed 
by this commonwealth, the proceeds of 
which are to be expended in another 
state or country, or which are to pay for 
borrowed money expended in another 
stateor country. The amendment was 
adopted, and the bill was p assed to be en- 
grossed as amended. 

The Haverhill police bill was ordered to 
a third reading in the house. f 

The bill to prevent foreign corporations 
from issuing stock and other securities 
upon the property, franchise or stock of 
street railway, gas or egectric light com- 
panies was passed to be engrossed. 

The bill requiring insurance companies 
to fully define contracts in policies issued 
by them was passed to be engrossed. 

Under a suspension of the rules the bill 
to provide for an investigation of the 
subject of a general municipal adminis- 
gration for the city of Boston and adjoin- 
ing municipalities was passed to be en- 
grossed. 

On the resolve providing for an amend- 
ment tothe constitution relating to the 
right of qualified voters to approve or re- 
ject laws, the house nonconcurred in the 
senate amendment limiting the operation 
of the proposed amendment so that voters 
may only pass upon contemplated meas- 
ures relating to the qualification and reg- 
istration of voters. 

The bill to regulate the use of bicycles 
and other similar vehicles in public ways. 
more specifically defining the rights of 
pedestrians on highways, and compelling 
riders of bicycles to use bells and lanterns 
to warn travelers, was passed to be en- 
grossed. 

The senate amendments to the bill rela- 
tive to the intimidation of laborers were 
concurred in. 

The bill to prevent the active p:rtici- 
pation of members of state commissions 
in matters affecting proposed legislation 
was rejected.

THE OLDEST TWINs. 


Livira and Elvetra Fife of Peterboro, N. H. 
Are Entitled to the Honor. 

At Peterboro, N. H., live Elvira ané 
Elmira Fife, who claim to be and prob- 
ably are the oldest twins living. Next 
August they will be 88. At the age of 
14 they entered the employ of a local 
manufacturing company, and for 60 years 
they remained on its pay roll, the max- 
fmum wages earned being 99 cents ner 
day and the minimum 71 cents for three 
days’ labor. 

A Boston Journal reporter recently 
visited them. 

“Is it true you have never ridden on 
a railroad train?’’ queried he. 

“It is,’’ was the reply, ‘‘‘and, what is 
more,’’ said both in one voice, ‘‘we nev- 
er will Although the Boston and Maine 
railroad has run cars within 10 rods of 
our door ever since they built the road 
into this town, we have never yet enter- 
ed acar. We came pretty near it at one 
time. A few years ago some of the 
townspeople wished us to take a ride in 
the cars, and we came so near it that we 
went to the depot, but backed out be- 
fore we got aboard.”’ 

Nor have these ladies ever entered a 
theater, and very rarely did they enter 
society, and in all their lives they have 
been separated but 70 hours at any one 
interval, and when Elvira was taken il] 
and it was for a few days thought she 
could not recover Elmira was nearly cra- 
zy and threatened to commit suicide if 
her sister was taken away. 

“I don’t wish to live if the old wom- 
an,’’ as they always call each other, ‘‘is 
taken away."’ 

The strong resemblance between them 
is still as prominent as ever. One great 
peculiarity about these women has been 
that, although living in the same house 
and eating from the same table, they 
have always lived separately—that is, 
each has cooked her own meal. If one 
had a boiled dinner, the other had a 
boiled dinner, ard it was not cooked in 
the same pot either. If one had a turkey, 
the other would buy a little larger one, 
and so in everything they vied with 
each other to see who would live the 
better. 


CONSTRUCTION OF A PAIR OF EARS. 


A Remarkable Feat In Surgery Performed 
by a Paris Physician.

When he came to himself, Machant 
became very penitent and asked to be 
taken to the bedside of his victim, who 
was now in the Bicetre hospital, in or- 
der*to ask his forgiveness. Dr. Landry, 
who was there, said:

‘Certainly, *’ said the man. 

‘*Then,’’ said the doctor, ‘‘let me cut 
a couple of small slips of fiesh from 
your arm, and it can be done.’’ 

The man consented, and the doctor 
did as he had suggested. The pieces of 
flesh he shaped as well as he could to 
the likeness of ears and joined them to 
the wounded places. According to the 
latest accounts, the operation has been 
a complete success. —Loudon Answers.

WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Temperature Has Been Very Much 
Below the Normal. 


FROST HAS CAUSED DAMAGE 


But Most of the Fruit Crop Is 
Likely to Mature. 


May 22.—The New England 


States 


Boston, 
weather service, United 
bureau, issues the following weather-crop 
bulletin for the week ending May 21, 184 

All the first part of the past week was 
cold, dry und windy, with frequent frosts. 
At West Milan, N. H., the temperature 
fell to 27° on the morning of the 15th, 
and to 28° on the mornings of the I6th 
and 17th; on the latter date ground froze 
here in many places. At Northfield, Vt., 
the temperature fell to 83° on the 15th, 
84° on the 16th and 30° on the 17th. Ice 
formed at Holden, Me. These are ex- 
treme cases, however, and generally 
while frosts were experienced on low- 
lands, the higher groind escaped injury. 
For the week, as a whole, the temperature 
ut Boston averaged nearly 3° a day below 
the normal. It was very close to the nor- 
mal at New London, Conn. 

Copious rains have fallen throughout 
New England since the 18th, and strong, 
cold easterly winds have prevailed. In 
northern and eastern Maine the rainfall 
has been from one-fourth to one-half an 
inch, andin south central and southern 
Maine from one totwo inches. Slightly 
more than one-fourth of an inch fell in 
northern New Hampshire and Vermont, 
and over three-fourths of an inch in the 
central and southern parts of those states. 
From three-fourths of an inch to nearly one 
and one-fourth inches have fallen in north- 
eastern Massachusetts, while 146 inches 
fell at Hyannis on Cape Cod and only 0.20 
inches at Nantucket. Half an inch fell at 
Block Island, R. I, and three-fourths of 
an inch at Kingston, on the adjoining 
mainland. At New London the fall was 
0.61 inch; at Greenfield Hill, in the south- 
western part of the state, it was 1.33 
inches; at West Simsbury, in the north- 
western pait, the fall reached 2.96 inches, 
and at South Manchester, across the Con- 
necticut river from the last named place, 
it was 2.24 inches. At West Simsbury the 
rainfall on the 19.b and 20th was more 
than for the previous six weeks. 

Maine, 

The correspondents from Maine report 
favorable weather for team work, and 
much has been done, but the wind haus 
hindered seed sowing, and the pastures 
and newly seeded pieces have felt its dry- 
ing influence very much. Potatoes and 
other vegetables were slightly nipped by 
frost, hut no dumage has been reported to 
fruit. One advantage from the dry 
weather isin enabling work to be done 
on naturally wet land that could not be 
touched in average seasons. Fruit is in 
blossom, except in the extreme north, 
and is very promising. 

New Hampshire 

In all the central apd <otichern parts of 
New Hampsiite™ much damage is re- 
ported from the frosts on lowlands. Be- 
side injuring very much all early plants 
that were above ground, clover was dam- 
aged, and in fruit blossoms and 
leaves frozen. It is thought by some that 
apples and blueberries are damaged quite 
a good deal, though others think there 
will be plenty on the trees that will 
mature. Pastures are repo 
ward and poor. 
Grafton reports 
is very favorable in June, the hay crop 
Will be light. Much planting rem 
be done in this stute, though the work 
has been pushed rapidly.

Members of the French Cabinet Ten- 
des Their Resignations. 


DEPUTY GUESDE LED THE FIGHT. 


Cabinet Was the Thirty-First 
In Twenty-Four Years. 


Paris, May 23—-The government was 
defeated yesterday in the chamber of 
deputies during the debate on the ques- 
tion as to whether the minister of public 
works had the authosity to allow the em- 
ployes of the state railroads to attend the 
congress of railroad men. The premier, 
M. Casimir-Perier, demanded the adop- 
tion of the order of the day pure and 
simple. The premier’s motion was re- 
jected by a vote of 275 to 225, 

M. Casimir-Perier thereupon left the 
Palais Bourbon, and the ministers subse- 
guently proceeded to the Elysee palace 
and handed their resignations to Presi- 
dent Carnot. 

On leaving the chamber of deputies, the 
ministers passed before the benches of the 
Extreme Left and were greeted with loud 
cries of “Vive Ia Republique Sociale,” 
“Vive la Commune.”

Editorial Comment, 


CoLLEcTOR ADAMS, with balances on 
taxes for six years uncollected, will be 
relieved a burden upon the passage of the 
proposed amendment to the ordinance con- 
cerning the collection of taxes. It provides 
that he shall surrender immediately to Col- 
lector Brasee, who is already qualified, a 
list of uncollected taxes and assessments, 
and his duties as collector will cease. Col- 
lector Brasee will receive his salary for 
1894-5 for eight months’ work and his 
duties will cease February 1 next, unless 
reappointed. This action will make the 
position of tax collector much more desira- 
ble, as heretofore a collector for one year

A PROBLEM IN BEESWAX, 


Men of Science Puzzled by the Deposit on 
the Shore of the North acific, 

The beeswax found in large quanti- 
ties on Nehalem beach has from time 
to time for years past attracted the at- 
tention of the curious and enlisted the 
inquiry of scientists. The generally ac- 
cepted theory that in some prehistoric 
era a vessel, wax laden, went ashore at 
that place is frequently disturbed by 
some less probable surmise for a time, 
and after exciting some speculation and 
comment drops out of sight. The latest 
of these comes from Mr. Odlum, who, 
in connection with the department of 
archeology of a British Columbia col- 
lege, is collecting data from which he 
proposes to show that the Indians of the 
Pacific coast are descendants of certain 
Asiatic races. He desires to know 
whether the wax found at Nehalem is 
actual beeswax or mineral wax, hoping 
to forge a missing link in his chain of 
evidence by means of information upon 
that point. 

It has been shown by careful scientific 
analysis that the wax is of mineral ori- 
gin, but it may be said in this connec- 
tion that the substance is to all appear- 
ance genuine beeswax; that this appear- 
ance is corroborated by the faint, sub- 
tle odor of beeswax, which lingers 
around the storm beleaguered specimens 
that have been from time to time 
brought up from the beach, and that no 
one from tasting it could tell that the 
piece sampled was not identical with 
that surreptitiously bitten from the yel- 
low, thread marked ball which was a 
part of the furnishing of his mother’s 
workbasket in his boyhood. More than 
this, the wing of a bee has been found 
imbedded in the wax, furnishing irre- 
futable evidence of the true nature of the 
substance. 

The Pacific coast Indians may be de- 
scendants of an ancient Asiatic race, 
but itis not likely that any more con- 
clusive proof of this will ever be devel- 
oped by the most painstaking research 
than that which this little brown bee’s 
wing furnishes of the fact that the Ne- 
halem beeswax is beeswax. How it came 
there will probably never be known def- 
initely until the secrets of the unremem- 
bered ages are rescued from the tomb 
of time and incorporated in the written 
history of the days that were, but now 
are not. Practical people are not look- 
ing for an occurrence of this kind; hence 
they are prepared to accept the evidence 
of their senses in regard to the nature 
of this mysterious deposit in the sands 
of the seashore and to abandon attempts 
that are more than likely to prove fu- 
tile to discover how and when the bees- 
wax, fantastically molded and curigus- 
ly stamped, voyaged thither and was 
thrown upon the beach.—Portland Ore- 
gonian. 


WOMEN IN SMOKERS. 


A Squabble on In England Over the Desire 
of Women to Ride In Smoking Cars. 

Englishmen and women have been 
discussing to the extent of column after 
column the indignant letters in one of 
the great dailies on a subject which, it 
is safe to say, will not soon arise on 
your side of the Atlantic. It is a grow- 
ing practice of women to ride in the 
smoking compartments of the railway 
carriages. All the woman haters have 
joined the chorus of denunciation of the 
invasion. They argue that the sign 
‘‘Smoking’’ means for men only, just as 
other compartments are reserved for 
women only. This is resented by the 
new privilege seeking women, some of 
whom admit frankly that they love to- 
bacco fumes, while others allege the su- 
perior germ killing and sanitary advan- 
tages of a tobacco laden atmosphere in 
promiscuous company. 

The men retort that selfish women go 
among the smokers because they receive 
courtesies and attentions which they do 
not get from their own sex. The squab- 
ble is developing a degree of heat and 
bitterness that is truly alarming. —Lon- 
don Cor.

Editorial Comment, 


THE PROPOSED amendment tothe City 
Charter, relative to contract labor, is too 
sweeping and of doubtful expediency, if 
not unconstitutional. It may well be left 
with the voters and the executive depart- 
ment of the city, the former to vote for the 
Mayor who coincides with their views. 
Schoolhouses in the past have been built 
by contract, and this year hose houses will 
be built by day labor. People will have a 
chance to see the workings of both systems. 
Most people in building a house prefer to 
do it by contract; in fact only the wealthy 
or well-to-do can afford to do it in any 
other way. The man of smal! means must 
know at the outset what a hcose will cost.

Some of the contract 
labor in the past has been unsatisfactory, 
and the same is probably true of other 
work, Home contractors and home labor 
should always be favored and given the 
preference,

The Pais and Majestic Were Strug- 
gling For the Mastery. 


A FOG SUDDENLY DESCENDED 


Which Rendered the Situation | 
Extremely Perilous. 


LIVERPOOL, May 24.—Passengers on the 
stermer Majestic are greatly wrought up } 
over What they deem was @ narrow escape 
from collision with the Paris in mid 
ocean. 

It appears from different interviews 
with passengers that the Paris crossed 
from her own southerly route in a north- 
erly direction and afterwards turned 
from north to -south to regain her own 
track. Many of the Majestic’s passengers 
aver that this was done within a distance 
of 500 yards of the Majestic. It is not al- 
leged that there was anything like a set 
race, 

The passengers, though highly indig 
nant and bi:ming the captain of the 
Paris, do not assert that there was any 
wrongdoing or illegal action on his part, 
but they declare that there was a piece of 
unjustifiable bravado perpetrated which, 
under other circumstances, might have 
had serious consequences. A saloon pas- 
senger suys: 

“We gradually drew up onthe Paris 
until we got abreast of her. Then the Paris 
dropped behind, went astern of us and 
came up on our port side. She kept 
creeping up until midday of Saturday, 
and twice fore-d us out of our course, 
She gotso near that we could read her 
name withcut glasses, and our cap- 
tain slowed up to let her pass.” 

Rev. Mr. Hill of Montreal says: ‘‘The 
captain of the Paris sigualled to our cap- 
tain that be wished to cross our bows. 
We slowed up and she passed about 200 
yards in frout of us. What might nave 
occurred was shown by the fact that fog 
descended so suddenly and was so dense 


that both vessels had recourse to fog 
horns.”

SOUTHAMPTON, Muay 24.—The captain of 
the Paris ma ie a statement shortly after 
the vesselarcived bere last evening re- 
garding therace with the Majestic. It 
differs mater.ally from the story told by 
the Majestic, with refer- 
ence to the bow-ecrossing incident, 
Captain Randle said: ‘Soon after leav- 
ing New York the Majesti 
a consideratle distance astern. The 
Paris maintained hey lead until Satur 
dey, when, owing toa delay caused by a 
change of stokers, the White Star boat 
succeeded in overbauling the Paris and 
crossed her bows from port to starboard 
“This happened between 5 and 6 o'clock 
Saturday morning. The Majestic steamed 
along abouta half mile distant on the 
starboard The Paris gradually 
forged aheid, keeping abontthe same 
distance to port. The captain of the Ma- 
jestic, finding bis vessel dropping astern, 
slowed down engines and crossed 
under the stern of the Paris, receiving 
her backwash. He then proceeded on his 
course, ending a three days’ exciting race.

One of Massachusetts’ Foremost Citizens 
Dies of Pocumonia. 

Norwoop, Mass., May 24.—Hon. Francis 
W. Bird died last evening at 9o’clock of 
pneumonia, aged §5 years. 

Mr. Bird was born in Dedham and was 
the last of a family of eight children. He 
attended school six months in the year 
and worked in his father’s paper mill the 
remainder. He graduated from Brown 
university in 1831. Hethen tried school 
teaching, but finding his health impaired 
he went into the manufacture of paper in 
Walpole. He went into partuership with 
his father and brother-ig-law in 1842, but 
the firm failed and went into bankruptcy. 
He then started business on his own ac- 
count and was so successful that in a few 
years he paid all the creditors 100 cents 
on the dollar, with interest. 

He waz elected to the legislature in 1846. 
He joined Charles Francis Adame in the 
“conscience Whig” movement in 1546, 
and in 1847 he was reelected from Wal- 
pole and served two terms as a Whig. He 
afterward was returned to the house in 
1867, 69, "77 and ’7%. In 1852 he was ap- 
po'n‘ed on Governor Boutwell’s council. 
In 1854 he made a fight against the “Know 
Nothing movement,” and in 1863, ‘64 and 
65 was a member of Governor Audrew’s 
council. In 1871 he was elected to the sen- 
ate, and in 1872 he joined the Independent 
Republican movement in favor of Horace 
Greeley against Grant. He was a man 
universally loved and respected during 
his affiliation with the several political 
parties. He was always a warm friend 
aud counsellor of the leaders.

A WHACK AT GORMAN 


Maryland Senator Severely Criticised 
by Senator Hale. 


WOUSE ENDS A WEEK'S FIGHT 


With a Victory For the Civil 
Service Commission. 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—The senate pro- 
veedings were enlivened by a short debate 
ou Hawaiiand a very sarcastic speech 
from Mr. Hale on Mr. Gorman’s speech. 

The Maryland senator, Mr. Hale said, 
bad spoken none too soon. The Macedo- 
nian cry had gone up, like the wail of a 
lost soul, from the Demecracy of the 
country for some one to appear as a leader 
in the senate. 

He read from Democratic papers ar 
raignments of the majority of the senate 
for the “surrender” of principle contained 
in the “Gorman-Brice bill.’? he senator 
from Maryland, Mr. Hale proceeded, had 
come forward with the effort of his life to 
re-form the broken Democratic ranks. 

Thespeech made by the Maryland sen- 
ator, added Mr. Hale, was made not to 
the country, butto his Democratic col- 
leagues. Mr. Hale continued with vivid 
words and vitriolic comment to divide 
the Democratic side of the chamber into 
*vroups,”’ to which he said Mr, Gorman 
bad addressed his remarks. 

The “Groups” Described, 

The first group, he said, comprised the 
two senators from New York, Messrs. Hill 
and Murphy, Mr. Smith (N. J.) and 
Messrs. Kyle and Roach. They represented 
constituencies opposed to this bill. 

The second group—a large one—de- 
spised the bill before the senate, because 
it gave the lie to the convictions and pro- 
fessions of a lifetime. It contained 
Messrs. Mills and Coke (Tex.), Vest and 
Cockrell (Mo.), Vilas (Wis), Gray (Del.), 
Palmer (llls.), Lindsay and Blackburn 
(Ky.), Harris and Bate (Tenn.) and per- 
haps one or two others 

They were the men who when they 
were obliged to vote for protection to coal 
and iron ore, to the Sugar trust and Lead 
trust, would ask themselves; “Is thy 
servant a dogthathe should do this?” 
Then they would all vote for these pro- 
Visions and answer their own questions. 

There was auother group to which no 
appeal from the senator was necessary. 
It included Messrs. Camden and Faulk- 
ner(W. Va.), Morgan and Pagh (Ala), 
Caffery and Blanchard (La.), Brice (O ), 
Gibson (Md), and the preat com 
promiser himself, Mr. Gorman, bad 
given no anxiety to this group. 

Why? Because they bad secured all 
they wanted. It extended to the confines 
of the earth, but he repeated that they 
had got all they wanted. 

Mr. Hale continued to point outin de- 
tail specifically what he termed the 
“price” paid for votes in the latter group, 
calling attention to speeches made by 
these senators in the past. 

The bill as it now stood, Mr. Hile said, 
had no responsible parents. It wasa po 
litical bastard. It wus the result of the 
intercourse of those who had abandoned 
party principle with the easy virtue of a 
few protected in iustries and the habitual 
prostitutes of the trusts.

A Week's Fight Ended 

After being under cousideration for just 
one week, the levislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill was passed by 
the house. 

The main fight was in the house 
after the bill had beeu reported back 
from the committee of the whole on 
the amendment declaring the laws au 
thorizing the docking of members’ sl 
aries for abs nce repealed, and on the 
amendment refusing to provide for the 
civil service commission. Separate yea 
and nay votes were demanded on thes 
amendments, when the first was lost by a 
vote of 104 to 125, and the latter by SU to 
15S 

A yea and nay vote was taken on the 
amendment offered by Mr. Enloe strik 
ing out the appropriation for the salarics 
of the civil service commissioners and 
clerks, which the committee of the whole 
adopted by a decisive vote. It resulted: 
Yeas, 80: nays, 158. So the amendment 
was lost, 

Another amendment proposed by Mr 
Caruth and agreed to in the committee of 
the whole, which was designed to still 
further emasculate the civil service com- 
Mhission, Was defeated in the house with 
out division, as was also the amendment 
to equalize the salaries of the assistant 
doorkeepers of the house. 

The only amendments adopted yester- 
day in the committee of the whole and 
agreed t» by the house were to increase 
the appropriation f r publishing the postal 
guide from $15,000 to $30,000, and an addi 
tional item of $2500 for clerical service for 
the Dockery commission.

A FIGHT WITH DEPUTIES. 
Four Strikers Are Dead and an Unknown 
Number Injured, 
UNIoNToWN, Pa, May 2%.—The long 
threatened attack by striking miners on 
the pits of the Washington Coal and 
Coke company at Stickle Hollow in the 
Fourth pool district on the Monongahela 
river was made yesterday, involving 
another of the grim tragedies that char- 
acterize the irrepressible conflict. The 
fight was one of the fiercest in the history 
of the mining troubles in western Penn- 
sylvania. Four strikers are dead and 
double that number are badly wounded, 

some of them mortally. 

Thomas Kenan is the only American 
killed in the encounter with the deputies. 
The other dead men are Slavs. The 
wounded men who fell under the first 
volley from the deputies were taken off 
the field by the retreating strikers, and 
even now the actual number of wounded 
is not definilely known. It is, perhaps, 
too soon to attempt to apportion the re- 
sponsibility for the killing, as many con- 
fused and contradictory statements are 
made, 

The strikers furnished all the dead 
men; not adeputy was fatally hurt and 
only three of them wounded. ‘The fight 
occurred in the public roadway leading 
to the Stickle Hollow plant. ‘T'wo thou- 
sand strikers came out there to intercept 
the men on their way to work. Some 
carried Winchesters, while others were 
grmed with shotguns, muzzle-loading 
rifles and revolvers. 

Because of their threatening demon- 
strations and the fact that they had 
given notice to the company that they 
had come to drive off the deputies if 
necessary, there were ball cartridges in 
the Winchesters carried by the guards, 
and the entire outfit at the works was in 
general readiness to receive raiders. The 
deputies had specific orders, and it is ad- 
mitted that the company ordered them to 
shoot to kill. 


UNSYMPATHETIC AUDIENCE 


Listened to Professor Smith In His Ad- 
dress to the Presbyterians, 

SARATOGA, May 25.—The flirtation be- 
tween the northern and southern Presby- 
teria. churches has come to an abrupt 
close. The offer of organic union has 
been rej. cted by the southern body and 
each will now continue to pursue its 
separate way. 

The Smith trial has begun in the gen- 
eral assembly, and will probably con- 
tinue until tomorrow noon, The argu- 
ment of Professor Smith was a great one, 
but, although pathetic, was addressed to 
an audience not at all sympathetic. The 
committee of prosecution occupied the 
afternoon and evening, arguing at great 
length and with great earnestness, but 
the audience was weary and the air bad. 
The moderator got tired and retired to 
the basement of the church for rest,

burg and was sigued by Dr. George P. 
Hays himself.

KEEPING IT DARK. 


Amerioans May Know Something About 
the Plans of the Havoc. 


Lonpon, May 26.—Ex-Attorney General 
W ebster in the house of commons asked 
the government whether the plans of the 
British torpedo destroyer Havoc, which 
had been stolen from the Yarrow Ship 
Building company, had found their way 
to the United ‘States naval department. 
Secretary Suttleworth of the admiralty 
replied that the government had no in- 
formation on the subject. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—Naval officers 
here are silent when the matter of the 
plans of the British torpedo destroyer 
Havoc are broached. The Havoc is a 
small boat of about 220 tons displace- 
ment. She is about twice as large as the 
Cushing. She was built by the Yarrow 
company, and the peculiarity of the boat 
js her speed, which has run up 20.7 knots, 
or more than any vessel of her size in the 
world. 

Doubtless it was this remarkable 
achievement which induced our naval 
officers to makean effortto obtain her 
plans and see how it was done. There 
has not been much concealment in such 
matters between our navy department 
and the British admiralty heretofore, 
and neither has hesitated to apply to the 
other for information, whenever desired. 

British officials have been supplied 
freely not only with information of but 
opportunities for watching the tests of 
modern armor plates produced by our 
patent process, and in return we have 
been courteously treated whenever ap- 
plication has been made to the British for 
information, but whetber the plans of the 
Havoc have been so procured cannot be 
learned.

Consnmed by the Jury In Finding That

A PETRIFIED DUCHESS. 


Identification of the Body of a Beautiful 
Woman Found In a Cave In Germany. 
The petrified woman recently found 

in one of the caves which were used 
as burial places when Strasburg was 
plague stricken in the year 1094 is 
now believed to be the Duchess Adel- 
heid, the aunt of Frederick Barbarossa. 
The petrifaction, which has the appear- 
ance of being a beautiful marble statue, 
is only perfect from the waist up. It 
was found in a rude coffin, 
which had been deposited in the cave, 
among thousands of human skulls and 
other remains. When the workmen 
opened the coffin, they found that it had 
been filled with quicklime or some other 
preparation which strongly resembled 
common mortar, 

to know who had been thus 

carefully put away among the heaps of 

dead, they broke into the plaster incase 
ment and found the wonderful petrified 
head and bust above alluded to. Con- 
trary to the expectations of the sight 
seers, the features did not crumble away 
on exposure to the air, but remained 
clear cut, lifelike and unwasted.. About 
the head were two braids of golden hair, 
and across the breast both hands had 
been carefully folded. The face is said 
to be one of great beauty, every feature 
exhibiting intelligence and culture.

THE COAL TROUBLES. 


Governor Pattison’s Action Subject to 
Grave Doubts. 


eo. 


THE MINERS ARE DETERMINED 


In Their Demands and Will 
Not Yield. 


PHILLIPSBURG, Pa., May 29.—Word was 
received here last night that the coal 
operators of the Clearfield and neighbor- 
ing districts had, at a meeting in Phila- 
delphia, decided to reject the suggestion 
of Governor Pattison to submit the differ- 
ences between the operators and miners 
to arbitration. 

The news caused the greatest conster- 
nation, indignation and surprise among 
the miners and their leaders. Many of 
them now profess to believe that the visit 
of Governor Pattison had an ulterior pur- 
pose, not on the part of the latter, but 
perbaps on the part of those who coun- 
selled him to take such a step. 

The miners assert that itis the belief 
that the governor has been used by some 
of the operators for the purpose of ascer- 
taining if there was any sign of weaken- 
ing upon the part of the strikers. 

The action of the operators in refusing 
to accept the friendly offices of the gov- 
ernor in endeavoring to bring abouta 
settlement of the strike on business lines, 
theleaders assert, will make the men 
more determined than ever to insist upon 
a full compliance with their demends. 

Favor an Adjustment. 

F. W. Tracy of Springfield. Paul Mor- 
ton of Chicago, James W. Elisworth of 
Chicago, representing railroad coal prop- 
erties in Pennsylvania; Ben Warren of 
Pecria, Thomas Spellman of Danville, 
and many other operators spoke, favor- 
ing a fair and amicable adjustment. 

An agreement, signed by 19 operators in 
the Peoria and Canton fields, restoring 
wages to last year’s scale was announced 
by representatives of those districts, who 
said it would be put into effect as soon as 
the men would return to work. 

Representatives of the Pena and of the 
Consolidated mine owners refused to 
meet the miners board at this meeting, 
and the responsibility forthe cutting of 
prices below renumerative figures was 
thrown on them. 

It was deemed inexpedient to submit 
any proposition to the executive board 
unless representatives of these properties 
were brought into conference. 

After much discussion a committee, 
consisting of Paul Morton of Chicago, 
Thomas Spellman of Danville, and 
Colonel John S. Lord of this city was ap- 
pointed in accordance with a resolution 
passed to send invitations to all operators 
of Illinois to attend an operators’ meeting 
to be held here next Thursday. 

A delegate meeting of Illinois miners 
will be held here the same day. Theex- 
ecutive board of the United Mine workers 
will be in conference with the miners, 
and they will submit @ scale to the others. 

President McBride assared the opera- 
tors twat the national strike was in such 
shape that when a fairscale was agreed 
on by the Filinois operators the strike 
would be settled.

LAMONT’S SHAKEUP.

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‘LUMBER THE SUBIECT 


Senator Hale Working For New 


England Lumbermen. 
ems: 


MR. WALSH MAKES HIS DEBUT. 


A Remarkably Quiet Day In 
the House. 


WaAsuHIncton, D. C., May 29.—The sen- 
ate spent eight hours yesterday discussing 
the question of freelumber. Nota vote 
was taken. The tariff bill placed lumber 
in the rough on the free list. The debate 
was upon Mr. Hale’s proposition to trans- 
fer lumber to the dutiable list at the 
rates fixed in the McKinley law. Sena- 
tors Frye and Hale of Maine and Mitchell 
and Dolph of Oregon, whose states are 
more particularly interested in the lum- 
ber industry, occupied the major portion 
of the time in the support of Mr. Hale’s 
amendment. 

Mr. Frye (Rep., Me.) said that Canada 
was one of the worst enemies the United 
States had. She was too small for us to 
fight, and had, therefore, instituted and 
kept up a system of “nagging,” like that 
of tearing down the American flag the 
other day and distributing its pieces 
through the street. With free iron, coal 
and lumber Canada would. he said, drive 
half the American shipping from the 
great lakes. 

Anamendment to Mr. Hale’s amend- 
ment was offered by Mr. Peffer (Pop., 
Kan.) to put undressed lumber on the 
free list, and impose a duty of 25 cents 
per 1000 feet for each side planed or fin- 
ished; 50 cents when tongued and grooved 
and 75 cents when planed on both sides 
and tongued and grooved. 

Mr. Hoar spoke in behalf of the yeoman 
of New England, whose only reliance for 
ready money was his wood lot. If the 
lumber supply of Canada were let in, the 
industry of the lumberman and the mar- 
ket for the farmer of New England would 
be destroyed. 

Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.) replied to the ar 
gument of the two Maine Senators. He 
said that the thousands and thousands of 
his constituents on the prairies who were 
selling wheat at 30 cents a bushel and 
who were getting nothing for their cattle 
and horses, could not be protected; but 
the price of lumber was to be put up on 
them. And for what? In the name of 
American labor. 

The tariff bill went over without action 
on either of the pending amendments. 

Walsh's Maiden Speech, 

Senator Walsh (Dem., Ga.) made his 
maiden speech, sayingin part that the 
south is destined to become the greatest 
manufacturing section of the United 
States. Hence the absurdity of charging 
that the south is seeking to destroy the 
manufacturing industries of the country 
and the wages of labor in urging this 
tariff reform legislation. 

The south favors the income tax, not 
from sectional or partisan motives, but 
because it is equitable and right. 

Senator Aldrich said yesterday that the 
sugar schedule of the tariff bill would be 
reaohed before Thursday. He thinks 
that the discussion of the wood schedule 
will not be concluded before the close of 
the session today, and that the senate 
wiJl adjourn over Wednesday for Me- 
morial Day. 

A Quiet Day Inu the House, 

This being District day n the house, the 
Brawley bill for the repeal of the 10 per 
cent taxon state bank issues was side- 
tracked temporarily, and the few mem- 
bers present gave partial attention to 

istrict of Columbia bills. 

Hearings were given by the house com 
mittee on expenditures in the treasury de- 
partment on the bill of Representative 
Curtis of Kansas to abolish and consoli- 
date a number of customs ports.

A Remonstrance. 

Councilman Anderson presented a re- 
monstrance signed by Theophilus King, 
Edward H. Dewson, Henry H. Faxon and 
other prominent citizens objecting to a 
common victualler’s license being granted 
to J. A. Stetson Pierce. 

Reports of Committees. 

The Committee on State Aid recom- 
mended $2 increase to Catherine Burke 
and $6 per month to Margaret Merritt. 
Accepted. 

The Committee on Finance reported 
amendments as to payment of loan of 
$5,000 for the Squintum causeway. 
Amended and read second time. The 
Committee on Finance recommended that 
the appropriation for the extension of 
street sprinkling to include Water, Wil- 
lard and Foster streets and Newport 
avenue, to be paid from unexpended 
balances rather than by a loan.

Ex-Mayor Porter Addressed the High 
School Pupils This Morning. 
Interesting exercises were held today at 
the High school.

Colonel Charles H. Porter was then in- 
troduced. He spoke of his boy classmates 
of the Quincy High school, all of whom 
bad offered their lives for their ecuntry. 

The speaker referred to a book of war 
scenes which he left for inspection, to the 
number killed and wounded, and to the 
survivors returning to a life of peace. He 
paid an eloquent tribute to Lincoln and 
eulogized Grant. 

In closing Col. Porter left two lessons: 

(1.) The lesson of war. War's barbar- 
ity. Moral courage is as essential in times 
of peace as in times of war. 

(2) Memorial Day. The martyred 
heroes deserve well of us. They marched 
well, they fought bravely, they died in a 
glorious cause. Heroic deees rather than 
every day life will fill our memories, 

Col, Porter referred to an old Revolution- 
ary veteran over whom he shouted and 
hurrahed years ago. The veterans of the 
Rebellion are passing away rapidly. 

A vote of thanks was extended to Col. 
Porter. The exercises closed with 
** America.”’ 

Col, Porter's address was one of the best 
ever given at the High school.

Rapid Transit Further Debated—Cider 
and Native Wines. 


Boston, May 29.—There was another 
move in the rapid transit game when Mr. 
McCarthy moved to take from the table 
the bill relative te the repeal of chapter 
478 of the acts ef 1893, concerning the 
construction of subways in the city of 
Boston. Mr. Maheney objected to taking 
the proposition out of the calendar. He 
suggested that the honse defer action on 
the measure. Mr. McCarthy’s motion 
was lost. 

There was quite a spirited debate on the 
bill relative to the sale of cider and native 
wines, which was passed to be engrossed, 
with amendments, so that it permits 
“sales of cider and of native wines hav- 
ing less than 10 per cent of alcohol by the 
makers thereof in quantities of not less 
than five gallons, not to be drunk on the 
premises, except for mince pies.” 

Mr. Estabrook introduced on leave,a 
bill instructing the board of metropolitan 
park commissioners to investigate the 
sanitary condition and proper plans for 
the improvement of the Charles river 
and its banks from the line between 
Waltham aad Watertown and Mother 
brook in Dedham. 

The committee on finance reported a 
new draft of the bill providing forthe 
erection of a monument to commemurate 
the site of the first town meeting in 
America, at a cost of $15,000. 

Mr. Meyers moved the substitution of a 
perfected bill for the establishment of the 
Norwegian system in this state. The 
substitute bill was accepted and ordered 
to a third reading—71 to 40. 

The railroad liability bill, the Boston 
underground wire bill, audthe act for 
the appointment of steam railroad inspec- 
tors were passed, and the bill relating to 
the use of the McTammany ballot ma- 
chine in town elections was rejected. 

The bill for a redistribution of the bank 
and corporation tax, according to the 
average school attendance, was defeated 
by a vote of 76to 65. A reconsideration 
will be attempted. 

In the senate, the committee on print- 
ing reported a resolve appropriating $6000 
for printing and distributing the Mas- 
sachusetts military and naval history. 

There was quite adebate upon the bill 
to incorporate the Boston, Somerville and 
Lowell (bicycle) Street Railway, and it 
was finally postponed till Thursday. Mr. 
Lawrence moved a substitute according 
the right to take land by eminent domain, 
and Mr. Kittredge offered an amend- 
ment that the company deposit with the 
treasury of the commonwealth $300,000 
on a pledge that the company shal! 
within two years build and have in oper- 
ation at least 10 miles of road.

THE CROP BULLETIN. 


Rain and Cioudy Weather Quite Gen- 
eral Over New England. 


THE COLD WAVE RETARDS CROF'S. 


Fruits and Berries Slightly 
Nipped by Frost. 


Boston, May 290—The New England 
weather service, United States weather 
bureau, in its weather-crop bulletin for 
the week ending May 28, says: 

Cold, cloudy weather, with almost 
@aily rainfall, has characterized the 
weather for the week just passed, until 
the last two days, when it has been much 
warmer, with considerable sunshine. 

Except in southern portions of Maine 
the rain has not been heavy enough to 
damage crops or hinder work to any ex- 
tent, and nearly all report that crops have 
made rapid advancement. New seeded 
pieces are improving very fast; grain 
looks well; pastures are abundant. 
Clover promises well in Aroostook county, 
and grass has generally made a large 
growth for thistime of the yer. 
potatoes are coming up in Aroostook 
county, and early ones have been hoed in 
Penobscot county. In Piscataquis and 
Penobscot counties the apple, pear, plum, 
etc., arein full bloom, and the prospect 
is good for a full crop. Apples and 
strawberries are coming into blossom in 
Aroostook county. 

New Hampshire and Vermont, 

The beavy and continued rain and lack 
of sunshine has injured crops to some ex- 
tent in central and southern New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont, and has delayed farm 
work to considerable extent. The rains 
have started grass along wonderfully in 
fields and pastures, but hoed crops have 
advanced very slowly, and in some places 
the potatoes and corn have begua to rot 
and will have to be replauted. In the 
northern part of the states none too much 
rain fell, and grass is not looking so well, 
and is growing slowly in pastures. Crops 
are coming up well and growing fast. 

In the northern pirt of these states and 
in the vicinity of Northfi-ld,in Verm ont, 
practically no damage was done by the 
frost of the 221, but from central and 
southern New Huampsh re 
plaints of quite serious injury. 
ingham county the temperature 
down to 20°, and beinus, corn, 
currants, etc., were badly frosted Ii 
Hillsboro county the ground froze in 
places, and strawberries, beans, cucum- 
bers, et: . were cut down. 

A newspaper clipping shows extreme 
damage in Cheshire county, stating that 
in the Ashuelot valley the frost was so 
severe that water was frozen solidly in 
pipes which were exposed, and plauts 
were killed under thick covering It 
states further that farmers in all dire - 
tions say that early apples and other fru ts 
are all killed, and that clover grass and 
grains were badly injured. A :though 
the correspondents sre uncertain about 
the damage to fruit crop, none of them 
hint such destruction, and we trust that 
later developments will show that the 
first fears were too great. There seems 
no doubt but some early frait was injured 
to considerable extent, both in the frost 
of the 22d and that of two zo, on 
lowlands where the fog did not gather. 
Much fruit and other crops were save! in 
these states, as well 
on the 22d by a thick fog that spread over 
many valleys and well up onto hillsides.

The corre- 
spondent from Winchendon states that 
there is likely to be but few early apples, 
and that the frostof the 15th did more 
damage there than most other correspond- 
ents reported. Wild grape vines are 
loaded in Bristol county. Pears are set- 
ting finely in Essex and Middlesex coun 
ties, aud wild berries are blooming very 
full. Tobacco setting has begun in the 
Connecticut valley. Canker worms are 
at work in unusual numbers in parts of 
Bristol and Essex counties. 
Rhode Island and Connecticut, 

In Rhode Island the weather 
cloudy and foggy, but the rain 
been excessive. All crops are pushing 
forward very fest. Hoeing has begun 
and the future looks promising. In cen- 
traland western Connecticut, however, 
very little work has been done on the 
land during the week. Some seed is rot- 
ting and other seed is coming up slowly. 
The earliest potatoes were well up and 
hoed and are doing finely, but many 
planted just before the rain are rotting. 
Meadows ana pastures are much im- 
proved, although, asin the other states, 
old fields will not be improved to great 
extent. The rye crop is heavy, and while 
some correspondents report that it 
stood up weil, others siy that it is 
lodged. There is no report 
damage by the frost, and fruit doves not 
seem to have suffered to any extent by 
the earliest coid spells. There is generally 
a large quince Onion plants 
that had turned white from the drought 
are now growing luxuriautly.

Presbyterians Rush Final Business 
Through—Dr. Smith’s Case. 

SARATOGA, May 29.—The 106th general 
assembly of the Presbyterian church ad- 
journed last night. The final business of 
the body was put through with unusual 
dispatch and without any slight sign of 
the work done. 

Dissatisfaction has been expressed by 
some ot the moderately conservative com- 
missioners at the composition of the com- 
mittee appointed to confer with the semi- 
nary directors as to the new plan of semi- 
pary control, and especially concerning 
the committee appointed to advise with 
the trustees of Lane seminary. 

The resolutions on temperance were 
more moderate than for several years, 
and yet brought out more opposition than 
usual. The resolutions concerning ap- 
propriations for sectarian schools were 
passed with great unanimity and were 
ordered sent to the members of congress 
and to the constitutional convention now 
in session at Albany. 

An attempt was made to pass a resolu- 
tion, which would explain that the votes 
cast to ‘sustain in part’? the specifica-

THE DAY AT WASHINGTON. 


Other Cities Join Hands In 
Honor to the Dead. 


Boston, May 31.—Memorial Day was 
generally observed throu,hout New Eng- 
land by the closing of workshops and fac- 
tories and the donning of holiday attire 
by the people. 

The usual exercises of the Grand Army 
posts and the Union Veterans’ union 
were conducted with a pomp and dignity 
that befitted the occasion. From early 
morn to nearly noon, the veterans. 
headed by bands of music, paraded the 
streets on their way tothe various cem- 
tries, where loving hearts paid tribute to 
their dead comrades by placing flowers 
on the graves, and at the head placing a 
small flag, a miniature of that for which 
they had so nobly yielded their lives, 
After the exercises, the various posts re- 
turned to headquarters, where collations 
were served. 

A Varied Program. 

The secular part of the day’s entertain- 
ment was more varied than in former 
years. Inallthe larg: cities and towns 
ball games, bicycle tournaments and 
horse races were a marked feature, while 
there were numerous meetings—anniver- 
saries and reunions of religious and so- 
cial societies were held during the day, 
and the evening was devoted to banquets, 
campfires an’ dances. The weather was 
simply superb. Old Sol shone his bright- 
est upon the valiant heroes who so nobly 
responded to the nation’s call in its dark- 
est hour of need. Hereabouts the day 
was celebrated in royal style. 

General Joe Howard entertained a large 
crowd at Music hall in the evening, 
while the various Grand Army posts held 
entertainments of all descriptions. The 
baseball games in the morning and again 
in the afternoon attracted big audiences, 
while many took a trip across the river to 
see Harvard beat the boys from Prince- 
top. Altogether it was a great day in the 
Hub, and the weather, which was grand 
from early morn, added not a little to the 
success of the day. 

Hartford's Celebration. 

HARTFORD, May 31.—Memorial Day was 
observed in this city in an elaborate man- 
ger. A big parade, led by Colt’s Military 
band, and including other musical or- 

anizations, mude up chiefly of Grand 

Tmy men, marched through the princi- 
pal streets to Spring Grove cemetery, 
wherethe graves of the dead soldiers 
were decorated. All business was sus- 
pended for the day. 

Memorial Services at Middletown, 

MIDDLETOWN, Conn., May 31.—Exer- 
eises were conducted yesterday by Mans- 
field post of Brooklyn over the grave of 
General Mansfield in this city. The vet- 
erans came here on the steamer Continen- 
tal, and yesterday afternoon an oration 
was delivered at the grave by Isaac PF. 
Catlin of Brooklyn. 


AT THE CAPITAL, 
Business Entirely Suspended—How the 
Day Was Observed. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Congress rested 
yesterday and all the government de- 
partments were closed, while private busi- 
ness also was generally suspended. Flags 
bung at half-maston the public build- 
ings, and the streets were crowded with 
uniformed veterans and sightseers, 

President Clevelend set the example in 
observing the day, which was generally 
followed by the citizens. Several mem- 
bers of congress took part in the exercises 
at the different cemeteries as orators, 
while among the onlookers were some 
statesmen who had fought for the Con- 
federacy. Whatever of bitterness may 
have been the inheritance from the war, 
seemed to be forgotten, and the graves 
were decorated with those of their one- 
time enemies. 

Most of the great generals of the war 
are buried about Washington, so that 
friendsand former comrades had many 
conspicuous monuments to decorate. 
There was a large parade in the morning, 
participated in by the district militia, 
under General Albert Ordway, and the 
Grand Army posts, and the ceremonies at 
the cemetery began at noon. 

The Coxeyi‘es seized on the opportunity 
to exploit tiemselves in public under 
cover of a ps.triotic desire to decorate the 
peace monument of the western edge of 
that forbidden spot, the Capitol grounds. 
Last evening they were reenforced by 
Galvin’s “army,” 150 strong, and after 
formal welcome by Oklahoma Sam, rep- 
resenting the leader of the movement, 
whois now in durance vile, the new 
comers, who were very hungry and for- 
lorn after their long tramp from Lans- 
dale, near Baltimore, found quarters in 
some rude shelters on the extreme right 
of the Coxey camp.

bitration between the operators and 
miners, This course was decided on after 
a private conference in this city, and tele- 
grams were sent to the governors of Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, West Virginia, 
Illinois and Iowa, asking them to form a 
board whose duties shall bea peacable 
and equitable solution of the coal mining 
strike. 

Favorable responses were received from 
Governors Pattison of Pennsylvania, Me- 
Kinley of Ohio, Mathews of Indiana and 
Jackson of Iowa. All expressed their 
willingness to serveon such a board if 
requested. Governor McCorkle of West 
Virginia was absent. Governor Altgeld 
of Illinois replied that he feared that lit- 
tle could be accomplished, as the board 
could not compel submission on the part 
of the operators who precipitated the 
strike. For the miners,Patrick McBryde 
said he believed the men were willing to 
have their case adjudicated by the gentle- 
men named. 


Meeting of Ministers, 

Boston, May 31.—The annual conven- 
tion of Congregational ministers of Mas- 
sachusetts, both Unitarian and Trinitar- 
ian was held yesterday in the room of the 
supreme court of Massachusetts. Four- 
teen clergymen, representing all sections 
of the state, were in attendance.

DEATH ON THE RAIL. 


Three Killed In a Train Collision at 
Sharon Heights. 


MIRACULOUS ESCAPE FROM DEATH 


Of Engineer Chapman of the 
Colliding Train. 


SHARON, Mass., May 81.—The Harlem 
river “berry” train was wrecked at Sharon 
heights yesterday at 1:15a. m., by collid- 
ing with a number of cars that had been 
left on the north-bound track by a local 
freight in order to let the New York mail 
train pass. The fireman of the Harlem 
train and a brakeman were scalded to 
death. A tramp, riding between the cars, 
was also killed. 

Two of the men were attaches of the 
berry train, the forward brakeman, Ben- 
jamin McLeod, andthe fireman, E. F. 
Goodwin. 

McLeod was about 29 years of age and 
lived at 19 Moon street, Boston, with his 
young wife, to whom he had been but a 
few months married. 

Goodwin, so faras was known yester- 
day, had no friends in the city, but 
boarded at 72 Williams street, Boston. 

The third man killed was named Fred- 
eric K. Lawrence of Boston, and was only 
about 18 years of age. He, with a com- 
panion named Christopher Murray of 
Pawtucket, R. 1, who was also injured, 
were seated on the break-beams, stealiug 
a ride from Providence. 

The berry train of 16 cars was in charge 
of Conductor P. E. Rourke of Boston and 
Engineer Mathew Chapman of Waltham. 

A Miraculous Escape, 

‘:he latter is the subject of one of those 
miraculous escapes which often distin- 
guisha railroad smash-up. He was in 
the centre of the cabof the engine, with 
McLeod and Goodwin standing on either 
side of him. When the pitch-in occurred, 
the throttle was torn from his grasp, the 
bench on which he was sitting ripped 
from under him and the roof of the cab 
lifted from above his head. But he es- 
caped with a slight burt to his back. 

The other train left Boston shortly after 
8 o’clock last Friday night, bound south. 
It was in charge of Conductor Davenport 
and Engineer Saunders, 

At Sharon heights, one mile from 
Sharon station, the train stopped and was 
run in on the “‘north-bound”’ track to per- 
mit the express from New York to pass. 
This done, the engine took one or two of 
the carsdown to load with ice at the 
house on Massapoag lake, which is con- 
nected with the main line by a branch 
abouta milein length. Then it went to 
work at some shunting. 

Approach of the Strawberry Train. 

The heavy train left Providence at 
11:30 and was duein Boston at 1:15. It 
was bowling along at the rate of about 35 
miles an hour on the same track on which 
the cars of the ice train were situated. It 
was not to step at the heights. It doesn’t 
stop between Pawtucket and Boston. It 
is called an “extra,” and was hauled by 
one of the big mogul engines, No. 785. 

This train, with the two young men 
perched between two of the cars, rushed 
along at Sharon Heights about 12:30 
o'clock. Its crew says that the signals 
were notright. Theicetrain people say 
they were.
